For the Spaniards at their firſt entrance into Hiſpaniola 

found neither ſuger-canes nor ginger growing there, nor any kind of

plants of ſuger-canes, O. ſet the roots of pinger: the hides of which 

oxen , with ſuger & ginger are now the/chiefe marchandiſe of that 

Iland. The Portugals alſo at their firit footing in Madera, a: lohn 

Barros writes in bis firſt Decade, found nothirg there but mightie 

woodes for timber, whereupon they called the [lande by that name. 

Howben the climate being ſauourable, they inriched it by their own 

induſtrie with the beſt wines and ſugers of the world. The like ma- 

ner of proceeding they vſed inthe Iſies of the Aſſores by ſowing 

therin great quantitie of Woad.So delt they in S. Thomas vnder the 
Equinottial,c+ in Braſil & ſondry other places. And if our men will 

follow their ſteps,by your wiſe direction I doubt not but in due time 

they ſhall reape no leße commoditie and benefit. Moreoner there is 

none ot her likelihoode but that her Maieſtie,n hich hath Chriſtned 

and giuen the name to your Virginea ,if neede require , will deale 

after the maner of honorable | ms which, ſeeing their goſ- 

ſops not fully able to bring vp their children themſelnes,are wont to 

contribute to their hone#t education, the rather if they finde any 

rowardlines or reaſonable hope of goodnes in them.

certaine then that of (olumbuz,at that time eſpecially , and tending 
no leſſe to the glorie of God then that action e Spaniards. For 
as you may read in the verie laft wordes of the relation of Newe 
Mexico extant now in engliſh, the maine lande,where your left co- 
lonie meane to ſeate themſelues, is repleniſhed with many thouſands 
of Indians , Which are of better wittes then thoſe of Mexico 


triall of them: whereby it may be gathered that they will eaſi- 
lie embrace the Goſpell, forſaking their idolatrie, wherein at 
this preſent for the moſt part they are wrapped & intangled.

ſuch proſperous ſucceſſe, that hee opened the way for king Henrie 
the ſecond to the ſpeedie ſubiection of all that warlike nation to this 
crowne of Englande : which ſo continueth to this preſent day? The 
like conqueſte of Braſilia and anntxing the ſame to the king- 
dome of Portugal was jirſt begunne by meane andpriuate men, ar 
Don Antonio de Caſtillio, Ambaſſadour 5 . for that realme, & 
by bis office keeper of all the records and monuments of their diſco- 
weries , aſſured me in this citie within theſe ſexe yeeres. Now ifthe 
greatnes of the maine of Virginea,andthe large extenſion thereof, 
eſpecially to the Weſt, ſhould make you thinks that the ſubdung of 
it, were a matter of more difficultie then the conqueſt of Irelande, 
firſt I anſwere, that , as the freſh experience of that happie and ſin- 
guiler chal full pilotte and Captaine M. Iohn Dauis to the northweſt,

of that doubt and manie others. Moreoner it is not to bee denied, 
but that one hundred men will doe more nome among the naked and 
vnarmed people in Virginea, then one thouſande were able then to 
doe in Irelande againit that armed and marrelilę nation in thoſe 
daies, I ſay further, that theſe two yeares laſt experience hath 
Plainely ſhewed that wee may Spare tenne thouſand able menwith- 
out any miſſe.

haue been the ptincipall auſes in conſideration 
ell chey of auncient times, as thoſe of our age haue been 
enduced to trauell into farre and remote regions. The 
S firſt hath beene the naturall deſire which we haue to ſerch 
out the commodities to hue happely, plentifully, and ac 
avs be it whether one abandon his naturall cuntrie altogether, to dwell in 
2 better, or bee it that men make voiages thither,there to ſerchout and bring 
from thence ſuch thinges as are there to bee found, and are in greateſt eſti- 
mation and in moſt requeſt ia our cuntries. The ſecond cauſe hath beene the 
mulutude of people too frutefull in generation, which, being no longer able 
to dwell in their natiue ſoyles, haue entred vppon their neighbours limites, 
and oftentimes paſſing further haue pearced cuen ynto the vttermoſi regi- 
ons. Aſter this ſorte the north climate, a frutefull father of ſo _ 
nations, hath oftentimes ſent foorth this way and that way his valiant 
and hy this meane hath peopled infinite countries: ſo that moſt nati- 
ons of Europe drawe their original from theſe partes. Contrariwiſe the more 
ſouthern regions, becauſe they be too barraine by reaſon of their inſupporta- 
ble heate which raigneth in them, neede not any ſuch ſending foorth of their 
inhabitances, and haue beene oftentimes conſtrained to receaue other peo 
ple more often by force ofarmes then willingly. All Africke,Spaine,and Italie, 
can alſo teſtiſie the ſame , which neuer ſo abounded with people that they 
had neede to ſend them abroode toinhabite elſe where: as on the contra- 
ry Scythia, Norway, Getland, and France haue done. The poſterite of which 
nations remaineth yet not only in Italie, Spaine and Affricke, but alſo in frute- 
full and faire Aſia. Neuertheleſſe I ind that the Romains proceding farther, 
or rather adding vnto theſe two chieſe cauſes aforclayd, (as being moſt curi- 
ous to plant not only their enſi ignes and victories, but alſo their lawes, cuſt- 
omes, and religion in thoſe provinces which they had conquered by force 
of armes ) haue oftentimes by the decree of their ſoueraine Senate ſent forth 
inhabitantes, which they called colonies,(thinking by this way to make their 
name immotall/, euen to the ynfurniſhing of their owne countrye of the 
forces which ſhould haue perſerued the ſame in her perſedion: a thing which 
hindred them much more, then advanced them to the poſſeſſion of the vni- 
verſall monarchie, where vnto their intention did aſpyre.For it came to paſſe 


chat their colonies here and there being miſerably ſacked by ſtrang people

did vtterly rutieandovertrowe their empire. The brinkes of the riuer of 
Nine ate yet red, thoſe of Danuubiuſ are noe leſſe bloodie, and our France be 
came fatte with their blood which they loſt. Theſe are the effeftes and re- 
wardes of al ſuch as being pricked forward with this Romaine and tirannicall 


ambition will goe aboute thus to ſubdue ſlrange people: effectes, I iay cou- 


træie to the profirte which choſe ſhall recraue, which only are affeclioned to 
the common benefitte, that is to ſay, to the generall pollicie of all men, and

nerſations, as alſo by militarie vertues, and force of armes, whenas the ſauages 
wil not yeeld vnto their endenours ſo much tending vnto their proſite. 
For this cauſe princes haue ſent foorth out of their dominions certaine 
men of good actiuitie, to plante themſclues in ſtrang countries, there to make 
their proſite to bring the countrie to ciuilitie, and, if it might be, to reduce the 
inhabitantes to the true knowledg of our God: an end ſo much more comm E 
dable, as it is farre from all tiranicall and cruell gouernement: and fo they haue 
alwayes thrined in their enterpriſes, and by lyttle and little gained the hartes 
of them which they have conquered or wonne vnto them by any meanes. 
Here of we may gather that ſometimes it is good, yea very expedient to ſend 
ſoorth men to discouer the pleaſure and commoditie of ſtrang countries: 
But ſo, that the country out of which theſe companies are to paſſe remayne 
hot weakned,nor depriued of her forces: And againe in ſuch forte that the 
companie ſent forth be of ſo iuſte and ſufficient number, that it may not bee 
deſeited by ſtrangers, which euery ſoote endeuour nothing elſe but to ſurpriſe 
the fame ypon the ſuddaine. As within theſe fewe dayes paſt the french haue 
proued to my great greife, being able by no meanes poſſible to withſtand 
the ſame, conſidering that the elementes, men, andal the fauours which might 
be hoped for of a faithſul and Chriſtianalliance fought againſt vs. which thing 
Ipurpoſe to diſcouer in this preſet hiſtorie with ſo euidenttruth, that the kings 
maieſtie my ſouerainge prince ſhall in parte be ſatiſfied of the diligence which 
I have vſed in his ſeruice, and myne aduerſaries ſhall find themſelues ſo diſco- 
nered in their falſe reportes, that they ſhall haue no place of refuge. But be- 


ſore I beginne, I wil brefely ſer downe the ſituation and deſcriptionof the land 


where vnto we haue failed and where we haue inhabited from the yeare 1561 
vnto fixtie fiue, to the ende that thoſe thinges may the more caſily be borne a 
way,which I meane to deſcribe in this diſcourſe.

Howbeit there haut beene ſome which 

baue ſaid that they were diſcouered in the time of Auguſtus Cæſar, 

and that Virgil hath made mention thercofin the ſixt booke of his 

Eneidos, when he ſaith, That there is a lande beyond the ſtarres, 

and the courſcof the veere and of the ſunne,where Atlas the Pozter 

of heauen ſuſtaineth the pole vpon his ſhoulders : neuerthelelle it is 

eaſie to iudge that he meaneth not to ſpeake of this land, whereofno 

man is founde to haue waitten bekoze his time, neither yet aboue a 

thouſand peeres after, Chriſtopher Colon did firſt light vpon this Chriſtopher 

lande in the yeere 1492. And fiue peeres after Americus went thi 7-212 ot Co: 

ther by the commaundement of the king of Caſtile, and gaue vnto 


it his owne name, wherevpon afterward it was called America, OS:

This man was very well ſeene in the Arte of Nauigation and *, 1 


in Aſtronomie: whereby he diſcouered in his time many landes vn- c tooke the 
knowen vnto the auncient Geographers, This countrep is na- name. | 
med by ſome, the land of Breſill, and the lande of Parots. It ſtret⸗ 

cheth it ſelfe accozding vnto Poſtel fromthe one pole to the other, 

ſauing at the ſtraight ol Mage lan, wherevnto it reacheth, thzee and u 5,0 ge⸗ 
fiftie degrees beyonde the equatoꝛ. J will deuide it fo the better nerall part of 
vnderſtanding into thꝛee pꝛincipall partes. That which is toward America, 
the pole Articke 02 the Noꝛth. is called ne we Fraunce,becauſe that 

in the peere 15 24, Iohn Verarſana a Florentine was ſent by king 

Frauncis the firſt, and by Madam the Regent his mother vnto theſe 

newe regions, where he went on land, and diſcouerer all the Coſte 
which is from the tropicke of Cancer, to witte, from the eight and 

twentith vnto the fiftith vegree, and farther to the Noꝛth.

Fraunte: \s that the Spaniardes themſelues, which were there af- 
terward, haue named this Countrey Terra Franceſca. The ſame 
then ertendech it ſelfe in Latitude from the 25. degree vnto the 54, 
toward the Nozth : and in Longitude from 210. vnto 330. 
The Eaſterne part thercofis called by the late Titers the lande 
of Norumbega, which beginneth at the Bay of Gama, which ſe- 
parateth it from the Ille of Canada, whither Roberuall and Ia- 
ques Carter ſayled the peere 153 5. About the which there arema- 
ny Jlands, among which is that which is named Terra de Labra- 
dor ſtretching toward Groneland. In the Meſterne parte there 
are many knowne countries, as the Region of Quiuira, Ceuola, 
Aſtatlan, and Terlichichimici. The Southerne part is called 
Florida, becauſe it was diſcouered on Palmeſunday, which the 
Spaniards call Paſcha Horida.

It 
part ofAme. extendeth fromthe tropick of Cancer in the 23. degrees and a half, 
rica, vnto the nienth degree. In the ſame is ſcituated the citie of Themi- 
ſtitan, and it hath many regions, and many Jlandes adioyned bnts 
it, which are called the Antilles, whereof the moſt famous and re⸗ 
noumed are Hiſpaniola and Iſabella, with an iufinite number of o- 
thers. All this land together with the Bap of Mexico, and all the 
Illandes afozeſaide haue not in longituve paſt ſeuentie degrees, to 
wit, from the 240. vnto thꝛee hund2eth and ten: it is alſo long and 
The 3. general narrow as Italie.

The Cape thereot᷑ is as it were along head 
of land ſtreatching out into the Sea an hundred leagues, and run 
neth directly toward the South, it hath right ouer againſt it 25. 
leagues diſtant the Ille of Cuba otherwiſe called Iſabella, toward 
the Eaſt the Illes of Bahama & Lucaya,and toward the ct the 
Bap of Mexico, The Countrie is flat, and deuided with diuers ri- 
uers, and therefoze moylk, and is ſandie towards the Sea ſhoꝛe. 
There groweth in thole parts great quantitie of Pynetrees which 
baue no kernels in the Aples which they beare. Their Woods are The trees of 
full of Dakes, Aalnuttrees, blacke Cherietrees, Bulbury trees, Florida, 
Lentiſkes,and Cheſtnuc trees, which are not naturall as thoſc in 
Fraunce. There is great ſtoze of Ceders , Cypꝛeſſes, Bayes, 
Palme trees, Mollies, and wilde Uines, which clime vp along the 
trees aud beare good Grapes, There is there a kind of Medlers, 
the fruit whereok is better then that of Fraunce, and bigger. There 
are alſo Plum trees, which beare very fayze fruite, but ſuch as is 
not very good. There are Raſpiſſes, and a little bearie which we 
call among vs Blues, which are very good toeate, There growe 
in that Countrie a kind of Roots which they call in their language 
Hatſch whercofin neceſſitie they make bꝛead. There is alſo there 
the tree called Eſquine which is very good againſt the Pocks and . 
other cõtagious diſeaſes. The Beaſts beſt known in this Country 1 of 
are Stags, Pinds, Goats, Deare, Beares, Leopards, Dwneces, k 
Luſerns, diuers ſoztes of c Aolues, wilde Dogs, Pares, Cunnies, 
and a cretaine kind of beaſt that diflereth little from the Lion of 
Affrica. The Foules are Turkepcockes, Partridges, Parrots, The fouleiof 
Pigions, Ringdoues, Turtles, Blackbirds, Crowes, Tarcels, Florida. 
Faulcons, Laynerds,Herons,Cranes, Stozkes,wild Geeſe, Ma- 
lards, Cozmorans, Egrepts white,rcd,blacke and gray, and an ins 
finite ſoꝛte of all wilde foule, There is ſuch aboundance of Croco- Crocodile 
diles that often times in ſwimming men are aſſayled by them, of 
Serpents there are many ſoztes. There is found among the Sa- 
uages good quantitie of Gold and Diluer, which is gotten out of Gold &filuer, 
the Ships that are loſt vpon the colt, as I haue vnderſtood by the 
ſauages tbemſelues. They vſe traffick therofone with another. And 
that which maketh me the rather beleeue it, is, that on the coſt to. 
ward the Cape, where commonly the Ships are caſt away, there is 
moꝛe ſtoꝛe of ſiluer, chen toward = North. Nenertheleſle they — 
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that in the Pountaynes of Appalatcy there are mines of Copper, 
Themenn- Which A thirſke to be golde. There is alſo in this Count rey great 
taines of Ap- ſtoze of grapnes and herbes, whereof might bee made ercel- 
2 lent good dyes and paintings of all kind of colours, Aud in truth 
Aud colours. The Indians which take great pleaſure in painting of their ſkins 
Thediſpoliris Know very well how to vic the ſame. The men are of an Oliue cos 
and maners of [our,of great ſtature,fapze without any defozmitie, and well pꝛo⸗ 
che Floridians. pozrioned, They couer their pꝛiuities with theſkin of a ſtagge wel 
d2eſled, The moſt part of them haue their bodies, armes, ę thigbes 
painted with very kapze deuiles : the papnting whereof can neuer 
be taken away,becauſe che ſame is pꝛicked into their fleſh. Their 
Thewearine palte is verp blacke and reachcth euen downe to their hippes, 
3 bowbeit they trulle it vp after a faſhion that becometh them very 
well. They are great diſſemblers and traytors,valiant of their pers 
ſons and fight very well. They haue none other weapons but their 
Bowes and Arrowes, They make the ſtring of their bow of a gutte 
ofa ſtagge o2 of a ſtagges ſkinne, which they know how to dꝛeſſe 
as well as any man in Fraunce and with as many different ſozts 
of coloures. They head their arrowes with the teeth of Fiſhes 
and ſtone which they wozk very line and handſomly. They cxercile 
Their exerciſe their pong men to run wel, and they make a game, among theſelues 
and paſtime, which he winneth p hath the longeſt bzeath.They allo exerciſe thẽ⸗ 
runnig for ſelues much in ſhooting. They play at the ball in this maner. They 
— ſet vp a tree in the middeſt of a place whichis eight oꝛ nine fathom

ing at che high,inthe toppe wherof there is ſet a ſquare matte made of reeves

in za degrees, Noth, he diſcouered a very fayꝛe and great riuer, which gaue him 


occaſion to caſt anker that he might ſearch the ſame the next day ve⸗ 
ty early in the moꝛning: which being done, by the bꝛeake ol day,ac- 
companied with Captaine Fiquinuille and diners other ſouldiers of 
his ſhippe,he was no ſooner arriued on the bꝛinke of the ſhoze, but 
ſtraight he percciued many Indians men and women, which came 
ofpurpoſe to that place to receiue the Frenchmen with all gentle- 
ines # amity,as they wel declared by the Ozation which their king

captaine,which the day following cauſed a piller of hard ſtone to be 
planted within the ſaide riuer,andnot farre from the mouth cf the 
ſame vppon a little ſandie knappe, in which Piller the armes 
of Fraunce were carued and engraued. This being done he imbay- 
ked himſelf again to the end alwaies to diſcouer the coſt toward the 
Noꝛth which was his chief deſire. After he had ſayled a certain time 
he croſſed ouer to the other ſide ofthe river , and then in the pꝛe · 
ſence of certaine Indians which of purpoſe did attende him, hee 
commaunded his men to make their pꝛaiers, to giue thankes to 
GOD, foꝛ that of his grace he had conducted the French nation 
into thele ſtraunge places, without anye perill oz daunger _ 
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The pꝛayers being ended, the Indians which were very attentiue 
to harken vnto them, thinking. in my iudgement,that we wozſhip- 
pcd the ſunne, becauſe wee alwayes had our eyes lifted vp towarve 
deauen, roſe all vp and came to ſalute the Captainc Iohn Ri- 
bault, pꝛomiſing to ſhewe him their king, which role not vp as they 
did, but remayned ſtill fitting vppon greene leaues of bayes and 
Palmetrees : toward whom the Captaine went and ſate done by 
him, and heard him make a long viſcourſe,but with no great plea- 


ure, becauſe he coulde not vnderſtand his language, and much lefle 


his meaning. The king gaue our Captain at his departure a plume 
02 fan ol Egrepthes feathers died in ted, and a baſket made ot palm 
boughes after the Indian faſhion , and wicte verye artificially, 
with a great ſkinne paynted and dꝛawne thzoughout with the Pic* 
cures ofdiuers wilde beaſtes ſo liuely dzawen and poztraide that 
nothing lacked but life. The Captain to ſhew himlcif not vnthank⸗ 
ful gaue him pꝛetie tinne bꝛaſelets, a cutting hook, a looking glaſle, 
c certaine kniues : wherevpd the king chewed himlelfe to bee very 
glad, and fully contentev , Þauingſpent the moſt part of the day 
with theſe Indians, the captaine imbarked himſelfe to paſſe ouer 
to the other ſide of the riuer , whereat the king ſeemed to be very ſo⸗ 
rie. Neuertheleſle being not able to ſtap vs, he commaunded, that 
with all diligence they ſhould take fie fo2 vs:which they did with 
all ſpecde. F oz being entred into their parkes oꝛ incloſures made of

father, repꝛeſenting I wotte not what kind of grauitie, did nothing 


but Hake his head a little: then the Capt aine ment foꝛ ward to ſa- 


lute him, aud without any other mouing of himſelfe he retayned ſo 
conſtant a kinde of grauicte, that he made it ſeeme vnto vs that by 
good and lawfull right he bare the title of a king. Dur Capta ine 
knowing not what to iudge of this mans behauiour thought he was 
telous becauſe we went firik vnto the other king, oz els, that he was 
not wel pleaſed W the piller oz colume which he had planted. While 
thus he knew not what hereofto think ,our captaine ſhewed him by 
ſignes, that hee was come from a far countrey of purpoſe to ſceke 
him, to let him vnderſtand the amity which he was deſirous to haue 
with him:fo2 the better confirmation whereof,he dzew out of a but⸗ 
chet certaine trifles, as certaine bꝛaſelets couered as it were with 
filuer and guilt, which he pꝛeſented him withall, and gaue his ſons 
certaine other triſles.TAherevpon the king began very louingly to 
intreate both our Capta ine and vs. And after theſe gentle inter; 
tainments, we went our ſelues into the woods, hoping there to diſ+ 
couer ſome ſingularities : where were great ſtoze of mulbeary trees

Glkewormes. ber of Mke moꝛmes. Following our way we diſcouered a fapꝛe and 


great medowe , deuided notwithſtanding with divers mariſhes ,

about to returne backe againe toward the riuers ſide, Finding 
not the king there. which by this time was gone home to his houſe, 
we entred into our boates and ſayled toward our ſhippes: where 
after we artiued, we called this Riner the riuer of May, becauſe ws 
diſcoucred it the firſt dape of the ſaide moneth. Soone after wee 
were returned to our ſhippes , we weighed our ankers and hoyſcd 
our ſayles to viſcouer the cofte farther fo ward, along the which we 
diſcouered another fapze River, which the Captaine bimſclfe was 
minded to ſearch out, and hauing ſearched it out with the king and 
inhabitants thereof, he named it Seine, becaule it is very like vnto 
the Riuer of Seine in Fraunce. From this riuer we retired toward 
our ſhips, where being arriued, we trimmed our ſailes to ſaile fur. 
ther toward the Nozth, and toveſcry the ſingularities of the coſte. 
But we had not ſapled anye great way befoze wee diſcouered ano; 
ther very fapze Riuer, which cauſed vs to caſt anker ouer againſt 


it, and to trimme out two Boates to goe to learche it — 
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We found there an Ile and a king no leſſe affable then the ref, 
afterward wee named this Niuer Somme . From thence wee Tne River of 
Capled about ſire leagues , after wee diſcouered another Riuer, 7 re Ruler ot 
which after we had vewed was baptiſed by vs by y name ok Loyr e. I one. 
And conſequently we there diſcoucred ſiue others: whereof the firlk The Rivers of 
was named Cherente, the ſecond Garonne, the third Gironde, Cherente, 
the fourth Belle, the fifte Grande: which being very well diſco- Sandes 
uered with ſuch things as were in them, by this time in lefle then geh. 
$ ſpace of thzeeſcoare leagues we had foũd out many ſingularites a Grande. 
longe nine rivers. }2cuertheleſle not fully ſatiſfied we ſailed pet far» 
ther toward the Nozth,following the courſe that might bꝛing vs to 
the Riuer of Jordan, one of the fapꝛeſt Ntuers ofthe Nozth,and hol - 
ding our wonted courſe, great fogs and tempeſtes came vpon vs 
which conſtrayned vs to leauc the colt to beare toward the mayne 
Dea, which was the cauſe that we loſt the ſight of our Piniſſes a 
whole day and a night, vntill the next day in the mozning, what 
tune the weather waring fayze and the Sea calme wee diſcoue- 
red a Riuer which we called Belle a veoir, After we had ſayled 
thꝛee o2 foure leagues, we began to eſpie our Piniſſes which came 
ffraight towardes vs, and at their ariuall they repoꝛted to the 
Captapne , that, while the foule weather and fogges endured, they 
harbozed themſelues in a mightie Riuer which in bigneſſe and 
beautie exceeded the fozmer : wherewithall the Captayne was er- 
ceeding ioyfull, foꝛ his chiełe deſire was to finde out an Pauen to 
harboure his Shippes, and there to refreſh our ſelues foz a while. 
Thus making thitherwarde wee ariued a thwarte the ſaid Riuer : 
(which becauſe of the fapꝛeneſle and largenes thereof we named Tbe Riuer of 
Port Royal) wee ſtrooke out ſayles and caſt Anker at ten fathom of ai Es 
water: fo2 the depth is ſuch, namely when the Dea beginneth to Aon, 
flowe, that the greateſt Shippes of Fraunce, yea, the Argueſſesof 
Venice map enter in there. auing caſt Anker the Captapne with 
his Souldiers went on ſhoze, and hee himſelfe went firſt on land: 
where we found the place as pleaſant as was poſſible, fo it was all 
couered otter with mightie high Dkes and infinite fozeofCevars, 
and with Lentiſques growing vuderneaththem, ſmelling ſoſweee- 
ly that the very fragrant odour only made the place to ſeeme extee⸗ 71. co 
ding pleaſant. As we paſſed th2ow theſe woods we ſaw nothing but >arcridges 
Turkeycockes flying in the * grap and 9 gray & redde.

| Eiſhinabua- Being delighted with this place we ſet our ſelucs to fiſhing with 
q nctces, and we caught ſuch a number of fikhe, that it was wonder ⸗ 

full. And amongſt other we tooke a certayne kind of fiſh which we 

call Sallicoques, which were no leſſe then Creuiſes, ſo that two 

dzaughts of the net were ſufficient ſometimes to fecde all the com- 

| pany ofour two Shippes fo a whole day. The Riuer at the mouth 

es River 3- thereoffrom Cape to Cape is no leſle then thzee french leagucs 
me bzoad: it is deuidedintotwogreat armes, whereol the one runncth 
toward the THeſl, the other towards the Noꝛth. And I beleeue in 

my iudgment that the arme which lkretcheth toward the Nozth 

1 runneth vp into the Countrey as farre as the riuer of Iordan, the o⸗ 
n ther arme runneth into the South Sea, as it was knowen and vn⸗ 


— = derſtood by thoſe of our company, which were left behind to dwell . 


in this place. Theſe two armes are two great leagues bꝛoad: and 

in the middeſt of them there is an Ile, which is poynted towardes 

the opening ol the great riuer, in which Jlande there are inſtnite 

grote of aue uumbers of all ſoꝛts of ſtrange beaſts, There are Simples grows 
6wples, ing there of ſo rare pꝛopꝛieti es, and in ſo great quantitie, that it is 
an excellent thing to behold them. On euerp ſide there is no⸗ 

thing to be ſerne but Palmetrecs and other ſoztes of trees bea- 

ting bloſſoms and frute of very rare ſhape and very good ſmel. But 

ſecing the cuening app2och, and that the Captayne determined to 

returne vnto the ſhippes. we pꝛayeo him toſuffer vs to paſle the 

night in this place. In our abſence the Pilots and chiefe mari⸗ 

ners aduertiſed the Captapne that it was needfull to bzing the 

Shippes farther vp within the Niuer, to auoyde the daungers of 

tze windes which might anoy vs by reaſon of our being ſo neere to 

the mouth of the Riuer : and foz this cauſe the Captapne ſent fox 


vs. Being come to our Shippes wee ſapled thꝛee great leagues 


farther vp within the Riuer , and there wee caſt Anker. A little 

while after, John Ribault accompanied with a good number of 

Ribaulcſay- ſouldiers imbarked himſelfc deſirous to ſayle further vp into the 
e arme that runneth toward the weft, and to learch the commodities 
® © oftheplace. Hauing ſayled twelue leagues at the leaſt wee per- 
ceaued a troupe of Indians, which as ſoone as cuer they — the

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Pinniſles, were ſo afrayd that they fledde into the woods, leauing 
behind them a young Lucerne which they were a turning vpon a 
ſpitte: fo2 which cauſe the place was called Lucerne Cape: pzocee» 
ding foozthon our way, we found an ether arme of the riuer, which 


ranne toward the Ealt,vp which, the Captain determined to ſaple 


t to leaue the great curxant. A little while after they began to clpie 
diuerſe other Indians both men # womẽ half hiddẽ within p woods: 
whoknowing not p wee were ſich as deſired their friendſhip, were 
diſmayed at the firſt, but ſoone after were embouldned,foz the Cap» 
tayne cauſed ſfoze of marchandiſe to be ſhewed thf openly, wherbp 
they knew p we ment nothing but wel vnto thẽ :e then they made a 
ſigne p we ſhould come on land, whicd we would not refuſe. At our 
comming on ſhoze diuerſeof thẽ came to ſalute our Generall accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to their barbarouſe faſhion. Some of them gaue him ſkins of 
Chamoys, others little baſkets made of Palme leaues, ſome pꝛe- 
ſented him with perles, but no great number. Afterwards they went 
about to make an arbour to defend vs in p place from the parching 
heate ofthe ſunne. But we would net ſtay as then. Wherefore the 
Captayn thanked them much foꝛ their good wil, e gaue pꝛeſents to 
eche of them: where with he pleaſed them ſo well befoze hee went 
thence, that his ſuddaine departure was nothing pleaſaunt vnto 
them. Fo2 knowing him to be ſo liberall they would haue wiſhed 
him to haue ſtayed a little longer, ſeking by all meanes, to giue 
him occaſion to fkap, ſhewing him by ſignes that he ſhould ſtay but 
that day onely, and that they deſired to aduertiſe a great Indian 
Lozd which had perles in great aboundance, and ſiluer alſo, all 
which things ſhould be giuen vnto him at v kings ariual:ſaying far 
ther in the meane while p this great Loꝛd came thether they wold 
lead him to their houſes, ſhew him there a thouſand pleaſures in 
ſhooting & ſeeing the Stag killed,therfoze they pꝛayed him not to 
deny the their requeſt. Notwithſtanding we returned to our ſhips, 
wher aſter we had been but one night the captapne in the moꝛning 
cõmaunded to put into Pinniſſe a pillour of hard ſtone faſhioned 
tike a columne wherin 5 armes of the king of Fraunce were graut, 
to plant the ſame in the fayzeſt place thet he could finde. This done 
we imbarked our ſelues and ſayled thꝛee leagues towards the 
welt: where we dilcouered a litle riuer, vp which we ſayled ſo long, 
that in the ende we found it —— into the great currant, and

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in his returne tomake a litle Nand ſeparated from the firme land, 
where we went on ſhoze 3 and by comma of the Cap- 
flour oc . Ent, berguſe it was exceeding fayzeand there we plan- 
— ted the Pillour vppon a hillocke open round about to the vew, and 
wherein che Enuironed with a lake halfe a fathom deepe of very good and 
armes of ſweete water. In which Jlande wee ſawe two Stagges of 
Frafice were erceedine bigneſle,in reſpect of thoſe which we had ſeene befoze, 
r which wee migkt eaſily haue killed with our harguebuſes, if the 
che eiuer ot CTaptaypne had not fozbiddenvs, moued with the ſingular fap2enes 
Port Royal and bigneſle of them. But beloꝛe our departure we named the lit 
The Riuet of tle Riuex which enuironed this Jle the Riuer of Liborne. Aft er⸗ 
Liborne, ward we imbarked our ſelues to ſearch another Ile not farre di⸗ 
ſtant from the fozmer : wherein after we had gon a land we found 
nothing but tall Ceders, the fayꝛeſt that were ſecne ti this Coun- 
The Ile of Ce- trep. F02 this cauſe we called it the Ile of Ceders : ſo we returned 
dcrs. into our Pinniſſe to goe towards our Shippes. A fewe dapes at; 
terward Iohn Ribaule determined to returne once againe toward 
the Indians which inhabited that arme of the Riuer which runnech 
toward the Mei. and to carry with him good ſtoze of ſouldiers, 
Fo? his meaning was to take two Indians ofthis place to bꝛing 
them into Fraunce, as the Queene had commaunded him, CUith 
this deliberation againe we tooke our fozmer courſe, ſo farre fooꝛth 
that at the laſt we came to the ſelfeſame place where at the firſt we 
found the Indians, from thence we tooke two Indians by the per- 
miſſion of the king, which thinking that they were moze fauourcd 
then the reſt thought themſelues very happie to ſtay with vs. But 
theſe two Indians ſecing we made no ſhew at all that we would goe 
on land, but rather that we followed the middeſt ok the courrant, 
began to be ſomewhat offended, and would by foꝛce haue lepte into 
the water, fo2 chey are ſo good ſwimmers that immediately they 
woulde haue gotten into the fozreſtes. Neuertheleſſe being ac⸗ 
quainted with their humour, wee watched them narrowly* and 
ſought by all meanes to appeaſe them: which wee could not by 
any meanes doe fo2 that time, though wee offered them thinges 
which they much eſteemed, which thinges they dildapned to 
take, and gaue backe againe whatſocuer was giuen them, 
thinking that ſuch giftes ſhould haue altogether bound them, and 
that in reſtozing them thep ſhoulde bee reſtozed vnto their 
libertie.

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libertie . In fine uing that all that they vid auapled them Tue dolefull 
nothing , they d vs 10 giue them thole thinges which they ſongs of the 
had reſtoꝛed, which wee did incontinent : then they appzoched Indians. 


one toward the other, and beganne to ſinge, agreeing ſo ſweet · 
lp together, that in hearing their ſonge it ſeemed that they las 
mented foꝛ the abſence of their friendes. They continued their 
ſonges all night without ceaſſing:al which time we were conſtrat- 
ned to lie at anker by reaſon of the tide which was againſt vs, but 
wee hoyſed ſaple the next day very early in the mozning, and returs 
ned to our ſhips. Alloone as we were come to our ſhippes euery one 
ſought to gratiſie theſe two Indians, e toſhew thẽ the belt counte- 
naunce that was poſlible: to the intent that by ſuch curteſies they 
might perceiue the good deſire and affectio which we had to remain 
their friends in time to come. Then we offered them meate co eate, 
but they refuſcd it, and made vs vnderſtande that they were accu⸗ 


ſtomed to waſh their face, and to ſtaye vntill che ſunne were ſet be- The Indians 
fozc they did eate, which is a ceremonie common to al the Jndiaus eat not before 
of new Fraunce.Neuertheleſle in the ende they were conſtrapned dle ſun be ſe. 


to foꝛget their ſuperſtitions, and to apply thẽſelues to our nature, 
which was ſomewhat ſtrange vnto them at the firſt. They became 
therefoze mote ioconde, und every houre made vs a thouſande dif- 
courſes, being marueilous ſozie that we could not vnderſtand the. A 
few dayes after they began to beare good wil toward me, ſo heartie 
good will J lay, that, as I thinke, they would rather haue periſhen 
with hunger and thirſt then haue taken their refection at any mans 
hand but mine. Being this their great good will, J ſought to learn 
ſome Indian woꝛdes, and began to aſke them queſtions, ſhewing 
them the thing whereof J deſired to know the name, how they cal- 
led it. They were very glad to tell it me, and knowing the deſire 
that J had to learne their language, they incouraged me afterward 


to aſke them euerye thing. Do that putting downe in wꝛiting the Laudonniers 
woꝛdes and phzaſes of the Indian ſpeech, I was able to vnderſtand Putting downe 
the greateſt part of their dilcourſes. Euery day they did nothing but in writing the 


ſpcake vnto me ot the veſire that they had to vſe me well, if we re⸗

But not to digreſſe from mp matter, J wil returne to the Indian. 
which took ſo great delight in ſpeaking to me of this Chiquola, that 
there neuer paſſed anie one day, wherein hee did not diſcourſe of 
ſome rare thing concerning the ſame , After they had ſkayed 3 
while in our ſhippes , they beganne to be ſozie, and ſtill demaun⸗ 
ded of me when they ſhoulde returne. J made them vnderganye 
that the Captaines will was to ſende them home againe , wc that 
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firſt he would beffow apparrel of them, which few dayes after was 


deliuered vnto them. But ſeeing he would not giue them licence to 


depart , they reſolued with themſelues to ſteale away by night, 
and to get a little boate which we had, and by the helpe of the tide, 


to ſayle homeward towarve their dwellinges, and by this meanes The: Indians 


to ſaue thẽſelues. Which thing they failed not to doe, and put their 
enterpꝛile in execution, pet leauing behind them the apparel which 
the Captaine had giuen chem, and carrying away nothing but that 
which was their owne,ſhewing wel hereby that they were not void 
of reaſon, TheCaptaine carednot greatly fo2 their departure, 
conſidering they had not beene vled otherwiſe then well: and that 
therefoze they woulde not eſtrange themſelues from the Frenche 
men. Captaine Ribault therefoze knowing the ſingular faireneſſe 
of this riuer deſired by all mcanes to encourage ſome of his 
men todwell there, well fo2eſeeing that this thing might bee of 
greate impoztaunce foz the Ringes ſeruice, and the reliete of the 


common wealth of Fraunce. Therefoze pꝛoceeding on with his ins 
tent, he coninaunded the ankers to be weighed and to ſet things in 
oder to returne vnto the opening of the riuer, to the end that if the 
winde came faire he might paſle out to accompliſh the reſt of his 
meaning. ( Ahen therefoze we were come to the mouth of the riuer, 
he made them calf anker, whervpon we ſtayed without diſcouering 
any thing all the reſt of the day. The next day he tommaunded that 
all the men of his ſhip ſhould eome vp vppon the decke, ſaying that 
be had ſomewhat to ſay vnto them. They all came came vp, and 
immediately the Caytaine beganne to ſpeake vnto them in this

But befoze his depar- 
ſpeech to ture he vled this ſpeach vnto Captapne Albert, which hee lefte 
aprayus in this place: e Abbert, I haue to requeſt you in the pre- 
Aber ſence of all men, that you would quite your ſelfe ſo wiſely in your 
charge, and gouerne ſo modeſtly your ſmall company which I 

"® leaue you, which with ſo good cheere remayneth vnder your o- 
bedience, that Incuer haue occaſion but to commend you, and 

His ſpeeche to recount vnto the king, as I am deſirous, the faithfull ſeruice 
tothe ſouldi Vhich before vs all you vndertake to doe him in his ne Frauuce: 
a And you companions, quoth hee to the the Souldiers, I beſcech 
you alſo to eſteeme of Captayne Albert as if it were my ſelfe 

that ſtayed here with you, yeelding him that obedience which a 

ſouldier oweth vnto his Generall and Captayne, liuing as 2 

cn 
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thren one with another, without all diſſention: and in fo doing 

God will aſſiſt you and bleſſe your enterpriſes. Hauing ended 

his exhoꝛtation wee tooke our leaues of cche ofthem, and ſapled 

towarde our Sippcs, calling the Fozte by the name of Charles The forefai4 

Forte, and the Niuer by the name of Chenonceau. The next 1 

day wee determined to depart from this place being as well con- Pont 

tented as was pollible that wee had ſo happily ended our buſi- 

neſle , wich good hope, if occaſion would permitte, to diſcouer 

perfectely the Riuer of Jordan. Foz this cauſe we hoyſed our 

ſayles about ten of the clocke in the mozning : after wee were 

ready to depart Captaine Ribault commaunded to ſhoote ofour 

©2dinance to giue a farewell vuto our Frenchmen, which fay⸗ 

led not to doe the like on their parte. This being done wee ſay⸗ 

led towarde the Nozth : and then wee named this Riuer Porte pon Royal. 

Royall,becaule of the largenefle & excellent fay2encſle of the ſame. 

After that wee had ſayled about fifteene leagues from thence 

wee eſpied a Riuer,wherevppon we ſent our Piuneſle thcther to 

diſcouer it. At their returne they bꝛought vs woꝛd that they 

found not paſt halfe a fathome water in the mouth thereof, 

Which wheu wee vnderſtood, without vooing any thinge elſe, The River 

wee continued our way, and called it the Baſe 02 Shallowe Ri- Baſe. 25-egues 

ner. As wee ſtill went on ſounding, we founde not paſt fiuc oz _ at 

ſire fathome water, although wee were ſire good leagues from Royal 

the Shoze : at length wee found not paſt thzee fathoms , which 

gaue vs occaſion greatly to muſc, And without making any 

farther way we ſtroke our ſaples, partely becauſe wee wanted wa 

ter, and partly becauſe the night appꝛoched: during which time 

Captapne John Ribault bethought with himſclfe, whether it were 

beſt foz him to paſle any farther, becauſe of the eminent daun 

gers which euery houre wee lawe befoze our epes : 02 whether 

hee ſhould content himſelfe with that which hee had certaynely 

diſcouered, and alſo left men to inhabite the Countrey. Be- 

ing not able fo2 that time to reſslue withhimſelfe, he referred it 

ouer vntillthe next day. The mozning being come he pꝛopoſed to 

all the company what was beſk to bee done, to che end that 

with good aduiſement euery man might deliuer his opinton. 

Some made aunſweare, that accozding to their iudgement 

hee had occaſion fullp to content 3 conſidering A 
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cold doe no mote : laying befoze his eyes, that he had diſcouerey 

moze in ſire werkes, then the Spaniardes had done in two yceres 

in the conqueſtes o their new Spaine : and that he ſhould doe the 

king very great ſeruice,if he did bing him newes in ſo ſhozt a time 

of his happte diſcouerie. Other ſhewed vnto him the lolle & ſpoyle of 

his victualles, and on the other ſide the inconuenience that might 

happen by the ſhallow water that they found continually along the 

coft. which things being well and at large debated, we reſolued to 

.. leaue the colt, fozſaking the Noth, to take our way toward the 

Their ariual in Eafte, which is the right way and courſe foz our Fraunce , where 
Fraunce 1561+ we happily arivedche rwentechday of July the yeere a thouſand 

fue hund2ed ſixtie and one, 


The ſtate and condition of thoſe which were left 
behinde in Charles Forte. 

—— our departure neuer reſted, but night and day 
did foztiſie themſelues, being in good hope that after their foꝛt 

was finiſhed, they would beginne to diſcouer farther vp within the 
Niuer. It happened one dap, as certapne of them were in cutting 
ok rootes in the Coppiſes, that they cſpyed on the ſodayne an Indian 
that hunted the Deere, which finding himlelfe ſo neere vpon them, 
was much diſmayed, but our men began to dꝛaw ncere vnto him 
and to vſe him ſo conrteouſly, that he became aſſured and followed 
them to Charles Fort, where tuery man ſought to do him pleaſure. 
Captapne Albert was very ioyfull of his comming, which after he 
had giuen him a ſhert and ſome other trifles, hee aſked him of his 
King Auduſta. dwelliug: the Indian anſwered him that it was farther vp within 
the Riuer, and that he was vaſſel ol king Auduſta : he alſo ſhewed 
him with his hand the limites ol his habitation. After much cther 
talke the Indian deſired leaue to departe, becauſe it dꝛewe toward 
night, which Captayne Albert graunted him very willingly, Cer- 
tayne dayes after the Captayne determined to ſayle toward Audu- 
ſta, where being ariued, by reaſon of the honeſt int ertaynment 
Note. which he had giuen to the Indian, he was ſo courteouſly receiued, 
that the king talked with him of nothing elſe, but of the deſire 
which he had to become his friend : giuing him beſides co vnder- 
fand that he being his friend and allie, he ſhould haue the amitie 
of foure other kings, which in might and authozitie were able to 


doe 
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doe much fo2 his ſake: Beſides all this, in his neceſſitie they might 
be able to ſuccour him with victualles: One of theſe kings was 
called Mayon, another Hoya, the third Touppa, and the fourth , 
Scalame, Oe tolde him mozeouer, that they woulve bee very fefa. 
glad, when they ſhoulde vnderſtand the newes of his come Touppa. 
ming, and therefoze he pꝛayed him to vouchlafe to viſit them, The $ralawe. 
Captayne willingly conſented vnto him foz the deſire that he had 
to purchaſe kriendes in that place. Therefoze they departed the 
next day very early in the mozning, and firſt ariued at the houſe of 
king Touppa, and afterward went vnto the other kings houles, 
except the houle of king Stalame, Þereceiued of eche of them all 
the amiable curteſies that might be: they ſhewed themſelues to be 
as affectioned friendes vnto him as was poſſible, and offered vnto 
him a thouſand ſmall pꝛeſents. Alter that he had remained by the 
ſpace of certayne dayes with theſe ſtrange kinges, he determined 
to take his leaue, and being come back to the houſe of Auduſta, he 
comaunded al his men to goe abozd of their Pinneſſe: foꝛ he was | 
minded to goe toward the countries ofking Stalame, which dwelt The Countrey 
towarde the Nozth the diſtance of fiftcene great leagues from of king Stala- 
Charles Fort, Therefoze as they ſapled vp theriuer they entre me 15-leagues 
into a great Courrant , which they followed ſo far till they came nr 9 
at the laſt to the houſe of Stalame : which bzought him into his lod» hay 
ging, where he ſought to make them the beſt cheere he colve des 
uiſe, He pꝛeſented immediately vnto Captayne Albert his bow e 
arrowes, which is a ſigne and confirmation of aliance betweene 
them. Oe pꝛeſented him allo with Chamoys ſkins. The Captaine Chamoyz 
ſeing the beſt parte of the day was nowe paſt tooke his leaue of 
king Stalame to returne to Charles Fort, where hee ariued the 
day following. By this time the friendſhip was growne ſo great 
between our men e king Auduſta, that in a maner all things were 
commen betweene him e them: in ſnchſozte that this good Indian 
king did nothing of impoztance, but he called our men thereunto. 
Fox when the time d2ew,neere of the celebzating their feaſtes of 
Toya, which are ceremonies moſt ftrange co recite, bee ſent 71,, fag of 
Ambaſladours vnto our menne to requeſt them on his behalfe Toya largely 
to be there pꝛeſent. C Ahereunto they agreed moſt willingly foz deſcribe 
the deſire that they had to vnderſtand what this might be. Thep 
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embarked themlelues cherefoze and ſapled towarde the kinges 
houſe, which was already come fooꝛth on the way cowards them 
to receaue them curteouſly, to bid them welcome and bzing them 


to his houſe, where he ſought to entreate them the beſt hee might. 


An the meane while the Indians pepared themſelues to celebjate 


the keaſt the mozrow after, the king bꝛought them to ſee the place, 


wherin the feaſt ſhould be kept: where they ſaw many womt᷑ round 
about which laboured by all meanes to make the place cleane and 
neate. This place was a great circuit of ground with open pꝛo⸗ 
ſpecte and rounde in figure. On the mozrowe cherefoze early in 
the momiag, all they which were choſen to celebjace the feaſt, 
being paynced and trimmed with riche fethers of diners colours, 
put chemlelues on the way to goe from che kings houſe toward 
the place of Toya : whereunto when they were come they ſette 
themſelues in ozder, and followed thꝛee Indians, which in pain- 
ting and in geſture were differing from the reſt: ech of them bare 
a Tabzec in their hand, daunſing and ſinging in a lameutable tune 
when they began to enter into the middeſt ofthe rounde circuit, be- 
ing followed of others which anſwered them agapne. After that 
they had ſong, daunſed, and turned thꝛee times, they fell on run · 
ning like vnbzidled hoſes, thzough the middeſt of the thickeſt 
woods, And then the Indian women continued all the reſt of the 
dap in teares as ſad and wofull as was poſſible: and in ſuch a rage 
they cut the armes of the ponge gerles, which they lanced cruelly 
wich ſbarpe ſhelles of muſkels, that the blood followed, which they 
flang into the aye, crying out thꝛee times, He Toya. The king 
Auduſta had gathered all our men into his houſe, while che feaſt 
was celebꝛated, and was exceedingly offcnded when he ſaw them 
laugh. This he did becauſe the Indians are very angry when 
they are ſcene in their ceremonies. Notwithſtanding one of our 
men made ſuch ſhifte that by ſubtile meanes hee gatte out of 
the houſe of Auduſta, and ſecretly went and hid himſelfe behinde 
a very thicke buſh ,where at his pleaſure, be might eaſily diſcry 
the ceremonies ofthe fealt, The y thzee that began the feaſt are 
named Iawas: and they are as it were three ieſtes of the Indian 
lawe : co whome they giue credite and belicfe, partely becauſe 
that by kinred chep are ojdapned co bee ouer their Sacrifices, 
— aud 
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and partelp alſo becauſe they bee ſo ſubtile Pagicians that any Maigicians, 
thing. that is loſt is ſtraigbtway recoucred by their meants. A- 

gayue they are not onelp reuerenced fo; theſe thinges, but alſo be- ↄniſdions 
cauſe they beale diſeaſes by J wotte not what kinde of knowe⸗ 

ledge and ſkill they haue. Thoſe that ran ſo thzough the woods 

returned two daycs after: after their returne they began to 

daunce with a cheere full courage in the middeſt ofthe fayꝛe place, 

and to checre vp their good olde Indian fathers, which either by 

reaſcn of their too great age, o by reaſon of their naturall indil⸗ 

poſition and feebleneſſe mere not called vnto the feaſt. Then 

allcheſe daunces were ended, they fell on eating wich ſuch a 
greedineſſe, that they ſeemed rather co devour their meate then to 

tate it, foz they had neither eaten noz dzunkethe day df che feaſt 

no? the two dayes following. Dur men were not foꝛgotten at this 

good cheere, fo2 the Indians ſent fo2 them all chither, ſhewing 

themſeluts verye glad of their pzeſence . UWhile thip remap⸗ 

ned certapne time with the Indians a iuan ofours got a ponge 

boy fz certatne trifles, and enquired of him what che Indians | R 

did in the wood during their abſence ; which boy made him vn- e eee, 
derſtand by ſignes that the Iawas had made inuocations to Toya, or Priſtes va 
and that by Magicall Characters they bad made him come that to Ta. 
they might ſpeake with him and demaund divers trange 

thing es of bim, which fo2 fe are ok the Iawas hee durft not vtrer. 

They haue alſo many other ceremonies, which J will not here re- 

bearſe fo) feare ot moleſting the reader with a matter of ſo ſmall 
impoꝛtance. hen the feaſt therefoze was finiſhed our men 

returned vyto Charles Forte : where hauing remayned but a Their vigual 
while their victualles began to waxe ſhozte, which foꝛced them to . tem 
haue recourſe vnto tht ir neighbours, and to pꝛay them to ſuccour y g 
che in that their neceſſitie: which gaue them part of al the victuals 

which they bad and kepte no moze vnto them ſclues then woulde 7 Indians 
ſcrue to ſowe their fieldes . They tolde them farther chat ſoz mancrofli- 
this cauſe it was needcfull fo2 them co retire themſclucs into the ving in the 
woodes, to liue of Maſt and rootes vntill the time of Yarueſt, Winter rime 
being as (ozp as might bee that they were not able any farthcr 5 —_ ard 
to ayd them. They gaue them alſo counſel to goe toward the coun⸗ King S 


tries of king Couexis a man of might & renowne in this pꝛeuinte, mighrie and 
2 which reuonmed. 
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which maketh his aboad toward the South abounding at all ſea⸗ 
ſons and repleniſhed with ſuch quantitic ofmill,cozne,anabeanes 
that by his onely ſuccour they might bc able to liue a very long 

King Ouade. time. But befoze they ſhould come into his terricories, they were 
to repap2e vnto a king called Ouade the bzother of Couexis, which 
in Mill, Beanes, and cozne was no leſſe welthy, and withall is 
very libcrall, and which would bee very toyfull if hee might but 
once ſee them. Dur men perceauing the good relation which the 
Indians made them of thoſe two kings reſolued to goe thither, foʒ 
they felt already the neceſlitie which oppꝛeſſed them. Therefoze 
they made requeſt vnto king Maccou, that it would plcaſe him to 
Kid Maceog. giue them one of his ſubicctes to guide them the right way this 
ther: whereuuto he condiſcended very willingly, kuowing that 
without his fauour they ſhould haue much adoe to bzing their en- 
terpꝛiſe to paſſe. Therefoze after they had giuen oꝛder fo2 all 
thinges neceſſary fo2 the voyage, they put themſelues to Seas, 
and ſapled ſo farre that inthe end they came into the countrep 
Ouades coun. If Ouade , which they founde to bee inthe Rincr Belle. Being 
erey in the ri. there ariued they perceaued a company of Indians which aſſone 
ver Belle. as they knew ol their being there came befoze them. Aſſone as 
they were come neere them, their guides ſhewed them by ſignes 
that Ouade was in this company, wherefoze our men ſet fo2- 
warde to ſalute him. And then two of his ſonnes which were 
with him, being goodly and ſtrong men ſaluted them agayne 
in very good ſo2te , and vſed very friendly intertainment on their 
parte. The kinge immediately beganue to make an Ozation 
in his Indian language of the great pleaſure and contentment 


which hee had to ſee them in that place, pꝛoteſting that he would 


become ſo lopall a friend of theirs hereafter, that hee would bee 
their faithfull defendour againſt all them that woulde offer to 


bee their enimies. Aſter theſe ſpeeches hee ledde them towarde 


his houſe, where hee ſought to intreate them very courteouſly. 

Arte of His houſe was hanged about with Tapiſtrie of feathers of di⸗ 
3 uerſe coulours the height ofa pike - Pozeouer the place where 
White couer. the kinge tooke his reſt was couered wich white Couerlcttes 
lersedged embꝛopdered with deuiſes of verye wittte and fine wozkeman- 
with red ſhippe, and fringed round about with a Fringe dyed in the cou⸗ 
fringe. Jour of Sharlate. They aduertiley the kinge by one of the 
| guides 
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guides which they bꝛought wich them, howe that (hauing 
heard of his greate liberalitie) they had put to the Sea to 
come to beſeech him to ſuccour them with victuals in their great 
want and neceſſitie: and that in ſovoing, he ſhould binde them all 
hereafter to remaine his faithfull friendes and lopall defenders a- 
gainſt all his enemies. This good Indian aſſoone readye to doe 
them pleaſure, as they were to demaund it, commaunded his ſub- 
fectes that they ſhould fill our Pinneſſe with mil and beanes,After* The liberalitie 


ward he cauſed them to bzing him ſire pieces of his —_ made fling Ouade 


like little couerlets, and gaue them to our men with ſo liberall a 
minde, as they eaſily perceyued the deſire which he had to become 
their friend. In recompente of all cheſe giftes our men gaue him 
two cutting hookes and certaine other triſles, wherewith he helde 
himſelf greatly ſatiſfied. This being done, our men took their leaue 
of the king, which foz their farewell, ſayd nothing elle but that they 
ould rcturne if they wanted victuals,and that they might aſſure 
themſelues of him, that they ſhould neuer want any thing that was 
in his power. TUherefoze they embarked themſelues, and ſailed tos 
wards .Charlesfort, which from this place might be ſome five and O1 des con. 
twenty leagues diſtant. But as our men thought theſelues at their trie 15 Jeapues 
eaſe, and free from the dangers whereinto they had expoſed them- Southward &5 
ſelues night ans day in gathering together of victuals here & there: Charlesforr, 
Loe, euen as they were alleepe, the fire caught in their lodgings 
with ſuch furie,being tncreaſed by the wind, that the great roome The fort ſet on 
that was built foz them befoze our mens departure, was conſumed fire by calaal-J 
in an inſtant, without being able to ſane any thing ſauing a very lit 
fle of their munition.lhervpon our men being karre from all ſuc- 
cours, found themſelues in ſuch extremitie, that without the ayde 
of almighty God, the onely ſearcher of the heartes and thoughtes 
of men, which neuer kozſaketh thoſe that ſeeke him in their afflic- 
tions, they had byn quite and clean out of all hope. Fo2 the uert dap 
betimes in the moning the king Auduſta and king Maccou came 
thither, accõpanied w a very good cõpanie of Indians, which knows 
ing the miſfoꝛtune, were very ſoꝛy foꝛ it. And then they vttercd vn⸗ 
to their ſubiects the ſpeedy diligence which they were to vſc in buil⸗ 
ding another houſe, ſhewing vnto them that the Frenchmen were 
their louing friendcs, and that they had made it cuident vnto them 
by the giftes and pꝛeſents which they had receiued: pꝛoteſting that

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hat without putting themlelues in dan- 
che continuall perill of the Sea, they came into the Coun⸗ 
f Ouade, of whom they were moſt curteouſly recepuey. 
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journey to che They aduertiled him of the occaſion , wherefoze they came againe

tualles, which the king cauſed to be bozne into their Canoa. 
Our men would haue taken their leatie of him finding themſelues

ing ioytull to vnderſtande ſo good newes , and to haue come to bunch from 
the knowledge of that which they moft deſired, they tooke their No "56 
leaue of the king, and returned by theſame way, by which they 
came. Beholde therefoze howe our men behaued themſelues ve⸗ 
ry well hitherto, although they had endured many great miſhaps, 
But milkoztune o2 rather the iuſt iudgement of God would haue it, 
that thoſe which coulde not be ouercome by fire noz water, ſhoulde 
be vndone by their owne ſelnes. This is the common faſhion of me, 
which cannot continue in one effate, and had rather to onerthzowe 
themſelues, than not to attempt ſome nem thing daily. e haue in- 
finite examples in the auncient hiſtoꝛies, eſpecially of the Romanes 
vnto which number, this litle handful of men, being far from their 
countrep,and abſent ft their countriemen, haue alſo added this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent example. Chey entrev therfoze into partialities and diſſentinns 
which began about a ſouldier named Cuernache,which was a dzit- Mutinye a- 
mer ofthe Frenchband : wbicb, as it was told me, was verpcruelly Ping reef. 
bandged by his owne Captaine, and fox a ſmall fault: which Cap⸗ cu; theros 
taine alſo vſing to thꝛeaten the reſt ol his ſouldiers which ſtaied bes 
bind vnder his obedience,and peraduenture, as it is to be pꝛeſumed, 
were not ſo obedit᷑t vnto himas they ſhould haue bin, was the canſe 
that they fell into a mutiny, becauſe that many times hee put his 
ehzeatnings in execution: whervpon they ſo chaſed him, that at the 
laſt they put him to death. And the pꝛincipall occaſion that money” 
them therevnto, was becauſe hee degraded another ſoulvier 
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named La chere, (which he had baniſhed)and becauſe he had not pers 

fomed his pꝛomile: foꝭ he had pꝛomiſed to ſend him victuals from 

eight dayes to eight daies, which thing he did not, but ſaide on the 
contrarie, that he would be glad to heare ot᷑ his death. He ſaid moze- 

ouer that hee woulde chaſtice others alſo, and vſed ſo euill ſounding 

ſpeeches, that honeſty foꝛbiddeth me to repeate them. The ſouldiers 

: eing his madnes to increaſe from day to day, and fearing to fall 
Capraine Al- into the dangers of the other, reſolued to kil him. Dauing executed 
his owne ſo... t beir purpole, they went to ſerke the Souldier that was baniſhed, 
dicrs, which was in a ſmall Jland diſtant from Charlesfort about thee 
leagues, where they found him almoſt halfe dead foz hunger. When 

they were come home againe, they aſſembled themſelues together 

Nicolas Barre to Chooſe one to be gouernour ouer them, whole name was Nicolas 
choſen Cap. Barre, a man worthy of commendation, and one which knew ſo 
taine. well to quite himſelle of his charge, that all rancour and diſſention 
ceaſſed among them, and they liued peaceably one with another, Du 

ring this time, they beganne to builde a ſmall Pinneſſe, with hope 

to returne into Fraunce, it no ſuccours came vnto them as they cr- 

pected from day ts day. And though there were not a man among 

them that had any ſkill, notwithſtanding neceſſitie, which is the 

A cewBriez. Maiſtreſſe of all ſciences, taught them the wapes to builde it. After 
Ane baile, that it was finiſhed, they thought of nothing elſe ſauing bow to fur⸗ 
Florida. nich it with all thinges neceſſary to vndertake the voyage. But 
they wanted thoſe thinges that of all other were moſt needfull, as 

codace and ſailes, without which the enterpꝛile could not come to 

effect. Pauing no meanes to recouer theſe thinges , they were in 

wozſe caſe then at the firſt, and almoſt ready to fall into deſpayze, 

But that good God, which neuer fozlaketh the afflicted, did ſuccour 

them in this neceſſity. As they were in theſe perplerities, king Au- 

duſta and Maccou came to them, accompanied with two hundꝛed 

Indians at the leaſt, whom our Frenchmen went foozth to meete 

withal , and ſhewed the king in what neeede of co2dage they ood, 

who pꝛomiſed them to returne within two dayes, and to bzing ſo 

much as ſhould ſuffice to furniſh rhe Pinneſſe wich tackling. Dur 

men being pleaſed with theſe good newes and p2omiſes beſtowed 

vpon them certaine cutting hookes and ſhirtes, After their depar⸗ 

ture our men ſought all meanes to recouer roſen inthe woodes, 

wherein they cut the Pine trees round about, out of which they 
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d2ew ſufficirut reaſonavle quantitie to bzay the belſel. Alla they ga- Roſen to bray 
rhered a kind of molle which growerh on the trees of this countrey, fg 
to ſerue ta calke the ſame wichall, There now wanted nothing but dps. 1 
ſayles, which they made ol their owne ſhirtes and of their ſheetes. 
Within few vayes after, the Indian kinges returned to Charles- Condage ſor 
fort withſo good ſtoꝛe of coꝛdage, that there was found ſufficient cackle. 

fo2 tackling oftheſmall Pinneſſe. Dur men as glad as might bee, 

vſed great liberalitp towards them, and at their leauing of the coũ· 

frey, left them all their marchandiſe that remayned, leauing them 

thereby ſo fully ſatiſfied that they departed from them with all the 

content ation of the wozld, They went fozward therefoze to ſiniſhe 

the Bꝛigandine, and vſed ſo ſpeedie diligence, that within a ſhoꝛte 

time afterwarde they made it readie furniſhed with all thinges. Jn 

the meane ſeaſon the winde came ſo fic fo2 their purpoſe that it ſee⸗ 

med to inuite them to put to che Sea: which they did without de» 

lay after they had ſet all their thinges in oꝛder. But befoze they 

departed they embarked their artillarie, their foꝛge, and other mu- 

nitions of warre which Captaine Ribault had left them , and then 

as much mill as they coulde gather together. But being dꝛunken 

with the too exceſſiue toy, which they had concetued foz their re- 

turning into Fraunce, oz rather dep2iued of all fozeſight and cons 

ſideration, without regarding the inconſtancie ofthe winds, which Th 

change in a moment, they put themſelues to ſea, and with ſo flen- e Tuch. 
der victualles, that the end of their encerp2iſe became vnlucky and out ſufficient 
vnfoztunate. Fo2 after they had ſayled the third parte of their wap, v:Quals. 
they were ſurpꝛiſed with calmes which did ſo much hinder them, 

that in thꝛee weeks they ſayled not aboue ſiue and twentie lcagues. 


During this time their victuals cõſumed, and became ſo ſhoꝛt, that 


euery man was conſtrained to eate not paſt twelue graines of mill 

by the day, which may be in value as much as twelue peaſon. Yea Their viduslg 
and this felicitie laſted not long: fox their victuals failed them als vie! ly conlu- 
together at once:and they had nothing fo2 their moze aſſured refuge med. : 
but their ſhoes and leather ierkins which they did eate. Touching 

their beuerage, ſome of them dꝛanke the Sea water, others did They drinke 
d2inke their owne vꝛine: and they remayned in ſuch deſperate ne · cheit vrine for 
ceſſitie a very long ſpace, during the which, parte of them died fd} want of freſh 
hunger: beſides this ertrecme famine, which did ſo gricuouſly op- Water. 


pꝛeſle them, they fell cuery minute br NS 6s all hope euer

to ſee Fraunce againe, in ſo much that chey were conſtrayned to 

. calf che water continually aut that on all ſides entccv into their 

Barke. And euery day they fared wozſe ano wozſe : foz aiter they 

had eaten vp their ſhoaes and their letherge Jerkins, there aroſe ſo 

boyfterous a winde and ſo contrary to their courſe, that in the turs 

ning ofa hande the waucs filled their veſſell halte full of water 

and buſed it vpon the one ſive . Being nowe moze out of hope 

then euer to eſcape out of ſo extreame perill they carcdnot foz cas 

ſing out of the water which nowe was almoſt readie to dꝛowne 

chem. And as men reſolued to vie, eucry one fell vowne backe ward, 

amd gaue themſelues ouer altogether vnto the will of the waues. 

TAben as one of them a little hauing taken hart vnto him declared 

vnto them how little way they had to ſayle, aſſuring them that, if 

the winde held, they ſhould ſee land within three daxes . This 

man did ſo incourage them, that after they had thzowne the 

water out of the Pinneſſe they remayned thꝛee daycs without ea« 

ting 02 dꝛinking, except it were ofthe Sea water. Ulhen the time 

of his pꝛomiſe was expired they were moze troubled then they 

were befoze, ſeeing they could not diſcry any lande. Therefoze in 

this extreme veſpaire certapne among them made this motion, that 

it was better that one man onely ſhould dye, then that ſo many men 

ſhould periſh: they agreed there toe that one ſhould dye to ſuſtaine 

the others. Ahich thinge was executed in the perſon of La Chere, 

Excreemefa- of mhom we haue ſpoken heretofoze, whoſe fleſhe was deuided es 
—_— qually amongſt his fellowes : a thing ſo pitifull to recite, that my 
pen is loth to wzite it. After ſo long time and tedfous trauels God 

of his goodneſſe vſing his accuſtomed fauour changed their ſozrow 

into iop, and ſhewed vnto them the ſight ol lande. TUhereof they 

were ſo exceeding glad þ the pleaſure cauſed the to remayne a long 

| time as men without ſenſe:whereby they let the Pinneſſe flote this 
The French and that way without holding any right way oz coutſe.

to ſuccour them, My Lode Admirall therefoze, being well inkoz⸗ 
med of the faithful ſeruice which J haddone,aſwcl vnto his meieſty 
as to his p2edeceſſo1s kings of F raũce, aduertiſed the king how able 
J was to do him ſeruice in this voyage, which was the cauſe that he 
made me chief captain ouer theſe 3 ſhips, charged me to depart 
diligence to perfozm his comandement, which koꝛ mine own part J 
would not gainſap,. but rather thinking my lelt happy to haue beene 
cholt out amõg ſuch an intinit number ok others. which in my tudg- 1 donniers 
ment were very wel able to haue quited thẽſelues in this charge, J con voyage 
embarked my ſelf at new hauẽ the 22. of Apyil r 5 64.4 ſapled ſo, p to Florida 
we fel ncere vnto the coaſt of England: And then Jturned towards wich 3. ſhips 
the South, toſaple directly to the foꝛtunate Jlands,at this pꝛeſent e April 
called the Canaries,one of which called the Ile Sauage ( becauſe as mY 
I thinke it is altogether without inhabitautes) was the fürſt that Tue Ie of 
our ſhippes palſev. Sayling therefoze on foꝛwarde, wee landed neriffe or ne 
the nert day in the Ile of Teneriffe, ctherwiſe called the Pike, Pike, 
becauſe that in the middeſt thereof there _ an exceeding hich _ 
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caine, neere as high as that of Etna, which riſeth vp right like a 
pike, into the top wherof no man can go vp but from the middeſt of 
Day vncill the middeſt of Auguff,by reaſon of the ouer great colde 
which is there all the reſt of the pcere : which is a woonderfull 
ſtrange thing, conſidering that it is not paſt ſeuen and twentie de- 
grees and a halfe diſtaunt from the Equatoz . TUe ſawe it all 
couered ouer with ſnowe , although it were then but the fifte of 
May. The inhabitantes in this Iſle being heretofoze purſued by 
the Spaniardes,retired themſelues into this mountaine,where fo 
a ſpace they made warre with them, and woulde not ſubmit them- 

ſelues vncotheir obedience, neither by foule no2 faire meancs, t 
dilſdayned ſo much p loſle of their Aland. Foz thoſe which went thi⸗ 
ther on the Spaniards behalfe, left their carkaſes there, ſo that not 
ſo much as one of them returned home to bꝛing newes. Not withſtã · 
ding in the end, the inhabitants, not able to liue in that place accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to their nature, oꝛ foꝛ want of ſuche thinges, as were neceſ- 
ſarie fo2 the commoditie of their liuclihoode , did all die there. 
After J had furniſhed my ſelfe with ſome freſhe water, very good 
and excellent, which ſpꝛang out of a rocke at the foct of this moun- 
tayne, J continued my courſe cowarde the Weſt, wherein the 
windes fauoured me ſo well, that fifteene dapes after our ſhippes 
arriued ſafe and ſounde at the Antilles: aud going on land at the 
The be of Ille of Martinica one of the firſt of them, the next day wee arriued 
Marcinica. At Dominica, twelue leagues diſtant from the fozmer . Dominica 
Dominica i ont ol the faireſt Jlandes of che Weft, full of hilles, and of ve⸗ 
anlland. ry good (mell.TAhoſe ſingularities deſiring to know as we paſſed 
| by,x ſeeking alſoto refreſh our ſclues w freſh water J made p mas 
riners caſt anker, after we had ſayled about half along pᷣ coſt therof. 
As ſoone as wee had caſt Anker, two Indians inhabitantes of that 
place ſapled toward vs in two Canoaes full of a fruit of great ex- 
Ananas Cellencie which they call Ananas. As they appꝛoched vnto our 
truite of great barke, there was one of them which being in ſome nuſdoube of vs, 
excellencie. went backe againe on land, and fled his way with as much ſpeede 
as he could poſſibly.TAhich our men perteiued, and entred with dis 
ligence irta the other Canoa, wherein they caught the pooze Indi- 
an & bꝛought him vnto me. But the pooꝛe fellow became ſo aſtonied 
in beholding vs, that he knew not which way to behaue himſelke, 
becauſe that (as afterward J vnderſtood) hee feared that he was 
fallen 
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fallen info the Spaniard hands, of whom he had beenc taken once 
bcfoze, and which, as he ſhewed vs, had cut ot his ſtcnes. At length 
this pooze Indian was aſſured of vs, and diſcourſed vnto vs of many 
things, wherof we receaued verpſmal pleaſure, becauſe we vnder⸗ 
derſtood not his mind but by his ſignes. The he deſired me to giue 
him leaue to depart, æ pꝛomiſed me p he would bzing me a thoulãd 
preſents, whereunto J agreed on condition that hee would haue 
patience vntill the next day when J purpoſed to goe on land, where 
I ſuffered him to depart after J had giuen him a ſhirte, and certain 
ſmall trifles, where with he departed very well content with vs. 
The place where we went on ſhoze was hard by a very hie Rocke 
out of which there ran a litle riuer ofſwcet and excellent good wa- 
ter:by which riuer we ſtayed certapne dayes to diſcouer the things 
which were wozthy to bee ſeen, traficked daply with the Indians: 
which aboue all thinges beſought vs that none of our men ſhould 
come neere their lodgings noz their Gardens, otherwiſe that we 
ſhould giue them great cauſe of ieloſie, and that in ſo doing wee 
ſhould not want of their fruit which they call Ananas,whereofthey 
offered vs very liberallp, receiuing in retompence certaine things 
of ſmall value, This not withſtanding it hapned on a day that cers 
tainc of my men, deſirous to lee ſome new things in thele ſtrange 
countries, walked thꝛough the woods: and following till the little 
riuers ſide, they eſpied two Serpents ofexcecving bigneſle, which 
went ſide by ſide ouerthwarte the way my ſoldiers went befoze 
them, thinking to let them from going into the woods: but the ſer- 
pents nothing at all aſtoniſhed with thelc geſtures glaunced into 
the buſhes with fearefull hillings, fo2 all which my men dꝛewe 
their ſ\wo2des and killed them, and found them afterward nine 
great foote long, and as bigge as a mans legge. During this com⸗ 
bate, certaine others moze vndiſcrecte went and gathered their A- 
nanas in the Indians Gardens, trampling thꝛough them without 
any diſcretion: and net therew!thall contented they went toward 
their dwellings, whereat the Indians were ſo much offended, that 
withe ut regarding any thing they ruſhed vpon them aud diſchar- 
ger their ſhot ſo that they hit one of my men named Martin Cha- 
ueau, which remapned behinde . Tee coulde not knowe whe⸗ 
ther hee were killed on the place, 02 whether he were taken pꝛi⸗ 


ſoner : ko; thoſe of his company bad inough to doe to ſane them-

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ſelues without thinking of their companion. Whereof Mon- 
ſar de Ottigni my Lieuetenant being aduertiſed, ſent vnto me to 
know whether I thought good that he ſhuld lay an ambulb foz the 
Indians which had either taken oz killed our man, oz whether hee 
ſhould goe directly to their dwellinges to knowe the truth. J ſenc 
vnto him, after good delebration hereupon, that hee ſhould not at- 
tempt any thing and that foz diuers occaſions : but contrariwiſe 
that he ſhould embarke himſelf with all viligence, and conſequent- 
ly all they chat were on land: which hee did with ſperde. But as 
be ſapled toward our ſhippes he perceiued a long the ſhoze a great 
number ok Indians which beganne to charge them with their Ar⸗ 
rowes : he fo} his part diſcharged ſtoꝛe of ſhotte againſt them, yet 
was not able to hurte them, o2 by any meanes to ſurpꝛiſe them: fo2 
which cauſe he quite foꝛſooke them, c came vnto onr ſhip, TAhere 
ſaving vutill the nert dap mozning we ſctte ſayle following our

And fon mine own part 
I praile God continually, fo2 the great loue which I baue found in The great lone 
thelc Sauages, which wereſozy fo2 nothing, but that the night ap & curteſie of 
pꝛoched, and made vs retire vnto our ſhippes. Fo2 though they en- che Floridians, 
deuoured by all meanes to make vs tarry with them, and that they 
ſhewed by lignes the deſire they had to pꝛeſent vs with ſome rare 
things, yet neuertheleſſe fo2 many iuſt and reaſonable occaſions J 
would not ſtap on ſhoze all night: but excuſing my lelfe fo al their 
offers, J embarked mp ſelfe againe and returned toward mp ſhips, 
Powbeit, befoze mp departure, I named this riuer, the river of 71,. this a 
Dolphines, becauſe that at mine arriuall, I ſawe there a greate Dolphins cal.

yea and knowing thole which were there in the firſt voyage, they 
went pꝛincipally to them to vle this ſpeech vnto them. There was 
in their trayne a great number of men and women, which till 
made very much of vs, and by euident ſignes made vs to vnderſtand 
how glad they were of our atiual. This good entertainment paſt, 
Paracouſly pꝛayed me to go to lee the piller which we had creetey 
in the voyage of John Ribault (as we haue declared heretofo2c)as 
a thing which they made great account of , Haning yeelded 
vnto him and being come to the place * _ 
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Thepiller fer the ſaniecrowned with crownes of Bay,# at the foote therof 
Nboulro7  lirle baſkecs ful of yl which they call'n their language — 
ned with gar- Tapola. Then when they came thither they kiſſed the ſame w great 
lands of Lau- ktuert̃te & beſought vs to do the like, which we would not deny the, 
— to end we might draw them to be moze in frendſhip with vs. This 
ſmallpaniers done 5 Paracouſſy cooke me by the hand, as if he had deſire to make 
full of corne me vnderſtand ſome great ſecrete, and by ſignes ſhewed me very 
worſhiped well vp within the riuer the limits ol his dominion,s ſaid that he 
by the ſaua · was called Paracuſly Satorioua, which is as much as king Satouri- 
Para couſf ua. His childzen haue the ſelle ſame title of Paracouſſy: The el. 
Sacouriout, Delt is named Athore, a man, J dare lap, perfect in beaurie, wiſdom, 
and honeſt ſobzietie, ſhewing by his modeſt grauitie that he deler · 
ueth the name which he beareth beſides that he is gentle and crac- 
table, After we we had ſoiourned a certapne ſpace with them, the 
1 Paracouſſy pꝛayed one of his ſonnes to pꝛeſent vnto me a wedge of 
a ſiluer, which hee did and that with a good will: in recompence 
whereof J gaue him a cutting hooke e ſome other better pꝛeſent: 
wherewith he ſeemed to be very well pleaſed, Afterward we tooke 
- our Teaue of them, becauſe the night appꝛoached, and then returned 
to lodge in our ſhips. Being allured with this good entertainment 
J fapled not the next day to embarke my ſclfe agapne with my 
Lieuetenaunt Octigni and a number of ſouldiers to returne toward 
the Paracouſly of the Riuer of May, which of purpoſe wayted foꝛ 
vs in the ſame place, where the day befoze we conferred with him, 
Me found him vnder the ſhadow of an Arbour accompanied with 
foureſcoze Indians at the leaſt, and apparelled at that time after 
the Indian faſhion, to witte, with a great Hartes ſkin dreſſed like 
s and painted with deuiſes of ſtrang and diuers colours, 
but of ſo liuely a poztrature and repꝛeſenting antiquitie with rules 
ſo iuſtly compaſſed, that there is no painter ſo exquilite that could 
finde fault therewith : the naturall diſpoſition of this ſtraunge 


people is ſo perfect and well guided, chat without any ayde and 


fauour of artes, they are able by the helpeof nature onelie to cons 
tent the eye of artizans, yeaeuenofchole which by their induſtrie 
are able to aſpire vnto thinges moſt abſolute, Then J aduertiſed 
Paracouſly Satourioua, that my deſire was to diſcouer farther vp 
into the riuer, but that this ſhoulde bee with ſuch diligence that J 
would come againe vnto him very ſpeedily: wherwich he was con- 

tent 
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tent, pzoinifing to kay fox me in the place where hee was 2 and fox 
an earneſt of his pꝛomiſe, he offered me his goodly ſkinne, which A 
refuſed then, and pzomiled to reteiue it ofhim at my returne. Fox 
my part I gaue him certaine ſmall trifles, to the intent, co retayne 
- him inourfrendſhip.Departing from thence, A had not lapled thzee 
leagues vp the riuer, fil being followed by Þ Indians, which coſted 
me along the riuer.crying ſtill, Amy, Amy that is to ſay, friend, 
friend: but J diſcouered an hill of meane height, neere which I 
went on land, hard by the fields that were ſowed with mil, at one 
cozner whereot there was an houſe builte foz their lodging, which 
keepe and garde the mill: foz there are ſuch numbers of Cozniſhe Grofles, 
choughes in this countrep, which continually deuour and ſpoile the 
mill, that the Indians are conſtrained to keep & watch it, otherwiſe 
they ſhould be dcceaned of their harueſt. J reſted my ſelfe in this 
place foʒ certapne howers,# commanded Poyſur De. Otignie and Monſur de 
my ſergeant to enter into the woods to ſearch out the dwellings of Ortigni, 
the Indians: where, aſter they had gone a whyle , they came vnto a 
Pariſof Reeds, where finding their way to be ſtopped, they reſkcy 
vnder the ſhadow of a migtie Bay tree to refreſh themſelues a litle, 
and to reſolue which way to take. Then they diſcouered , as it 
were on the ſodaine, fiue Indians halle hidden in the woods, which 
ſeemed ſomewhat to diſtruſt our men, vntill they ſaid vnto them in 
Indian language Antipola Bonaſſou, to the end that vnderſtan⸗ 
ding their ſpeech, they might come vnto vs moꝛe boldly, which they 
did incontinently, But becauſe they ſawe, that the foure that went 
laſt bare vp the traine ofthe ſkin where with hee that went fozemoſf 
was apparelled, our men imagined that the foꝛemoſt muſt needs be 
ſome man of greater qualicie then the reſt , ſeeing that withall they 
called him Paracouſly, Paracouſly , wherefoze ſome of our tompa⸗ 
nie went towardes him, and vſing him courreouſlie ſhewed him 


top Frẽch. a begã to make him a long o2atib,which tended to no o- , to che 
ther end. but p he beſought p Frechmen very earneffly to come e ſee French. 
his dwelling his parents, which they graunted him, e ſtraight fo? 
pledge of better amity,hee gaue vnto lieuetenant Ottigni,the * 
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Ckinne,that he was clad withall, Chen he tooke him by the bande. 
leaving himright coward the mariches, ouer which the Paracouſly, 
Monſieur Ottigni, and cettaine other of our men were bozne vpon 
the Indians ſhoulders: and the reſt which could not paſſe becauſe 
of the mire and reedes, went thꝛough the woods, and followed ſtil a 
narrow path which led them fozth vntil they came vnto the Para- 
couſſyes dwelling:out of which there came about fiftie Indians to 
receiue our men gallantlp, and to feaſt them after their manner, Al⸗ 
ter which they bzought at their entraunce a great veſſell of earth, 
made after a ſtrange faſhion full of fountaine water clecre and 
very excellent. This veſſel was bozne by an Indian, and there was 
another pounger which bare of this water in another little veſſeil 
of wood, and pꝛeſented thercoftoeuery one to dzinke , obſeruing 
in doing the ſame, a certaine oꝛder and reuerence, which hee made 
co each ot them, to whom he gaue dzinke, Our thirſt well quenched 
by this mcane, and our men being ſufficiently refreſhed, thc Para- 
couſſy bzought them to his fathers lodging, one ofthe oldeſt men 
Chat lived on the earth, Dur men regarding his age, began to make 
much of him, vling this ſpeech, Amy, Amy, that is to ſay, friend, 
friende, whereat pᷣ old ſier ſhewed himſelte very glad. Afcerwarde 
they queſtioned with him concerning the courſe of his age, whervn · 
to he made anſweate, ſhewing p he was the firſt liuing oꝛiginall, frõ 
whence 5. generations were deſceded,as he ſhewed vnto the by ano; 
ther old mi that ſate directly ouer againſt him, which far exceeded 
bim in age. And this man was his father, which ſeemed to be rather 
a dead carcaſſe then a liuing body. Fo? he had his ſinewes, his veins 
his artiers, his bones, and other parts, appearing ſo cleerely thozow 
his ſkin,that a ma might eaſely tel thẽ, æ diſcern them one from anc= 
ther. Alſo his age was ſo great, that p good man had loſt his ſight, e 
could not ſpeak one onely woꝛd vut w ercecding great paine. Mon- 
ſieur de Ottigni hauing ſeen ſo ſtrãge a thing, turned to the poũger 


ok theſe 2. old men, pꝛaying him to vouchſafe to anſwere him to that 


Then the old man called a cõ⸗ 
pany of Indians, and ſtriking twiſe vpon his thigh, and laying his 
hande vpon two ol them, he ſhewed him by ſignes, that theſe two 
were his ſons; againe ſmiting vpon their thighes, he ſhewed him of 
others not ſo old, which were p childꝛẽ of the 2 lirſt, which he cõtinu⸗ 


ed in the ſame manner vntil the fikce generation. But though — 
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old man had his father aliue moze old than himſelfe,and that both 
of them did weare their haire very long and as white as was poſſi- 
ble: pet it was tolde them, that they might pet line thirtie oz koztie 
yeeres moꝛe by the courſe ot nature: although the younger ofthem 
both was not leſſe then two hundzed and fiftie yeeres olde. Alter gauages in 
hee had ended his communication, her commaunded two young Florida of zg. 
Egles to be giuen to dur men, which he had bꝛed vp fox his plea- er ra | 
x in his houſe. Ve cauſed alſo little Paniers made of Palme n in Fo- 


leaues full of gourdsred and blelp tobe veliuered vnto them. Foz 
recompence of which pꝛelents he was ſatiſfied with French toyes. 

The two old men cauſed our men to bee guided backe agcaine to 

the place from whence they came, by the young Parracouſly which 

had bꝛought them thither. And hauing taken le aue of the Paracouſſy 

they came and ſought me out in the place where J ſkaped, and re- 

brarſed vnto me all that they had ſeene, pꝛaying me alſo that I 

would reward their guide, which ſo frankly and heartily had re- 

ceiued them into his houſe, which J would not faplc to doe by any 

meanes. Now was J determined to ſearch out the qualities of the

After J 

had ſfayed there a while, J embarked againe my people to ſayle to- 

wardes the mouth of the Riner, where we found the Paracouſſy 

which accozding to his pꝛomiſe wayted foꝛ vs, TAherefoze to cons 

cent him we went on ſhoze and did him that reucrence that on our 

part was requiſite: Then he crane me the ſkin ſo richly painted, e 

J recompenſed him with ſomewhat of our marchandiſe. J foꝛgat 

not to demaund or him che place whence the wedge of ſiluer came 


which he had giuen me befoze ; whereunto he made me a very ſuds 
FT 3 dapne 
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dayne aunſweare, which notwithſtanding J vnderſtood not, which 

Syluercertayn he well perceiued. Aud then hee ſhewed me by cuident ſignes that 
I n=" all of it came from a ploce moze mithin the riucr by certayne dayes 
4 ego 7. lournies from this place. and declared vntovs that al þ which they 
had thereof they gat it by fozce of armes of the inhabitants of this 

Thimogoua Place named by them Thimogoua, their moſt auntient and nitu- 
morraleni- Fall enimies, as hee largely declared. TUhereupon when I ſawe 
micsroSatou- with what affection he ſpake , when he pzonounced Thimogoua, 
rioua, I vnderſfood what hee would ſape. And to bzing my ſelfe moze 
into his fauour I pꝛomiſed him to accompany him with all my 

fo2ce, if he would fight againſt them: which thing pleaſed him in 

ſuch lozte that from thence foozth , he pꝛomiſed himſelfe the vic- 

tozie of them, and aſſured me that he would make a voyage thither 

within a ſhoꝛt ſpace, would cauſe ſtoꝛe of Pill to be pzepared, and 

would commaund his men to make ready their bowes, and furniſh 

themſelues with ſuch ſtoze of arrowes, that nothing ſhould be wan» 

ting to giue battaple to Thimogoua. In ſine he pzayed me very 

earneſtly not to fayle of my pzomile, and in ſo doing, hee hoped to 

pꝛocure me gold and ſiluer in ſuch good quantitie that my affap2es 

ſhould take effecte accoꝛding to mine own and his deſire, The mat⸗ 

ter thus fully reſolued vpon, I tooke wy leaue of him to returne vn- 

to my ſhips, where after we had reſted our ſelues all che night fol- * 

lowing we hoyled ſayles the next day very early in the mozning, 

The tiuet of andſapled toward the Riucr of Seine, diſtant from the Riuer of 
Seine. May about foure leagues:and there continuing our courſe toward 
The riuer oi the Nozth, we ariued at the mouth of Some, which is not paſt ſire 
Some. leagues diſtant from the Riuer of Seine: where we caſt Anker, and 
| went on ſhoze todiſcouer that place, as we had done the reſt. There 
hs ora we were gratiouſly and courteouſly receiued ofthe Paracouſſy of 
Ache riuer ef the countrey, which is one of the talleſtmen and beſt pzopoztio- 
Some. ned that may bee founde. His wife ſate by him, which beſides 
her Indian beautie, wherewich the was greatly endewed, had ſo 

vertuous a countenance # modeſt grauitie, that there was not one 

amongſt vs but did greatly commend her, ſhe had in her trayne fine 

of her daughters of ſo good grace and ſo wel bzought vp, that J ea- 

ſily perſwaded my lelfe that their mother was their Miſtreſſe, and 

had taught them wel and ſtraightly to pꝛeſerue their honeſtie. Alter 

that p Paracouſſy had reteiued vs, as J haue ſaid, he — 

his 
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his wife to p2eſent me with a ccrtaine number of bullets of fuer, gunets of. 
fo2 his owne parte he pzelented me with his Bowe and his Ars uer. 
rowes, as he had done vnto Captapne Tohn Ribault in our firſt 
voyage, which is a ſigne of perpetuall amitie and aliance with 
thoſe which they honour with ſuch a kinde of pꝛeſent. In our dif- 
courſing with one another wee entred into ſpeech as touching the 
exerciſe ol armes. Then the Paracouſſy cauſed a Coꝛſelct to be 
ſet on end, and pzaped me to make a pzoofe of our Harkubuſics 
and their bowes: but this pꝛoote pleaſed him very little, fo aſſoone 
as he knew that our Harkubuſes did eaſily perce that which al the 
fozce of their bowes could not hurte, he ſeemed to be ſozie, muſing 
with himlelfe how this thing might be done. Neuertheleſſe going 
about to diſſemble in his mind, that which his cofitenance could not 
doe by any meanes, he began to fall into ancther matter, and pꝛay- 
ed vs very earneſtly to ſtay with him that night in his houſe oz 
lodging, affirming that no greater happineſſe could come vnto 
him then our long aboad, which he deſired to recompence with a 
thouſand pzeſents. Neuerthelclle we cold not graunt him this 
poynt, but tooke our leaue of him, to returne to our ſhips : Where x : 
ſoone after J cauſed al my company to be aſſembled with the mai- Tonner: 
ſters and Pilots of my ſhippes to conſult together of the place Ich his com- 
- whereof we ſhould make choyſe to plant our habitation. Firff I pany where 
let them vnderſfand, how none of them were ignozant, that the it might be 
parte which was towarde the Cape of Florida, was alcogethcr ><fforrvem 
amariſh Countrep, and therefoze vnpꝛoſitable fo; out inbabitati⸗ 
on: A thing which cold peeld neither p2ofit to the king noꝛ any 
contentment 02 pleaſure to vs, if peraduenture we would inhabite 
there. On the other ſide rf we paſſed fart her to warde the Notch 
to ſecke out Port Royall, it would bee neither verye pꝛoſitable 
no} conuenient: at the leaſt if wee would giue credit to the repozte 
ol them which remayned there a long time, although the Pauen 
were one of the fapꝛeſt of the Ueſt Indies : but that in this caſe 
the queſtion was not ſo mnch of the beantie of the place, as 
ofthinges neceſſary to ſuſtayne life. And that at our firſt inhabi- 
ting it was muche moze needefu)l foz vs to plant in places 
plentifull of victualle , then in goodlp Pauens, fayze deepe 
and pleaſant to the vewe, Jn conſideration whercof that J was 
of opinion, if it ſcemed good vnto them to ſcate our ſelues

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about the riuer of May:ſeing alſo that in our firft voyage we found 

ttz⸗ze ſame oncly among all the reſt to abound in Mar and cone, be 

Gold and ſil. ſides the 2 and ſiluer that was found there: a thing that put 

uer found at me in hope of ſome happie diſcouery in time to come. After that J 

— of had propoſed thelc things cuery one gaue his opinion thereof : and 

7 infine all reſolued , namely thoſe which had beene with me in 

the firlk voyage. that it was expedient to ſrate themſelues rather 

on the riuer of May, then on any other, vncill they might heare 

newes out of Fraunce. This point thus being agreed vpon wee 

ſapled toward the riuer, and vſed ſuch diligence, that with the fa⸗ 

uour of the windes we arriued there the mozrow after abeut the 
lune the 29. byeake of dap, which was on a Thurſeday the 29. ofthe moneth of 

| June. O auing caſt Anker, J embarked al my ſtuffe aud che ſoldiers 
Diers of my company, to ſaple right toward the opening of the ri- 
uer : wherein we entred a good way vp, and found a creake of a 
reſonable bigneſſe, which inuited vs to rekreſh our ſelues a little, 
while we repoſcd our ſelues there. Afterward we went on ſhoze to 
| | ſeeke out a place plaine without trees, which wee percetucd 
from the creeke. But becauſe we found it not very commodious 

foz vs to inhabite there: we determined to returne vnto the place 

which we had diſcouered befo2c,when we had ſayled vp the Riner, 

This place is ioyning to a mountapne, and it ſeemed vnto vs moze 

fic and commodious to builde a foztreſſe, then that where we were 

laſt. Therefoze we tooke our way towards the fozeſts being gui- 

ded therein by the young Paracouſſy which had led vs befoze vn- 

to his fathers lodging. Aft erward we found a large plaine couered 

with high pinetrees diſtant a little one from p cther:vndcr which 

we perceiued an infinite number of Stagges which bꝛaied amide 

the plaine, a thwarte the which we paſſed : then we diſcouered a 

little hil adioyning vnto a great vale very greene and in fozme flat: 

wherein were the layreſt medowes of the wozld and graſſe to feed 

. cattell.Pozeoner it is inuironed with an infinite number of bzocks. 

ee mort of freſh water, and high woods, which make the vale moze delec⸗ 
L table co the eye. After J had taken the vewe therecfat mine eaſe, 
Hermo- I named it at the requeſt of our ſculdiers the valcoof Laudonniere. 
_ ; Thus we went fozwarde. Anon hauing gon a little fozward, wee 
* met an Indian woman of tall ſtature, which alſo was an Hermo- 
| phrodite who came befoze vs with a great veſſel full of cleere foun- 
taine 
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tommaunded a trumpet to be ſounded, that being aſſembled we They began 
might giue God thankes foz our fauozable and happie arriuall. their planting 
There we ſange a Plalme ofthankſgiuing vnto God, beſeeching 8 9 
him that it would pleaſe him of his grace to continue his accuſfos * * 

med goodneſſe toward vs his pooze ſeruants,and ayde vs in al our 
enterp2iſes, that all might turne to his glozie, c the aduauncement 

of our king. The pꝛayers ended euery man began to take courage. 

Aftcrward hauing meaſured out a piece of ground in fozme of a tri- 

angle wee endeuored our ſclues of all ſides, ſome to bzing earth 

ſome to cut Fagots, and others to rayſe and make the rampy2e, 

fo2 there was not a man that had not either a ſhouel, oz cutting 

hook, oꝛ hatchet aſwel to make the ground plaine by cutting down 

the trees, as fo2 the building of the Foꝛt, which we did haſten with 

ſuch cheerefulneſſe that withinfew dayes the effect ofour diligence 

was apparant: Jn which meane ſpace the Paracouſſy Satourioua 

our neereſt neighbour, and on whoſe ground we built our foꝛt, came 

vſually accompanied with his two ſonnes and a great number of 

Indians to offer to do vs al curteſie. And J likewiſe foz my part bes 

ſtowed diuers ok our trifles frãkly on him to thend he might know 

y goodwil which we bare him e therby make him moze deſirous of 

our friẽdſhip. in ſuch ſoꝛt þ as p daes incresſed ſo our amity & friẽd 

ſhip increaſed · allo: After þ our fozt was bꝛought into foꝛme, J begã In Florida 
to build a grange to retire my munition. things neceſſary fox p de they couer 
fence ol p fo2t:pzaping'y Paracouſſy þ it would pleaſe him to come their houſe

to thend p when that was done J might vnfreight my ſhips, # put

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vnder couerture thole thinges chat were in them. 'Dodainely the 
Parracoufly commaunded in my pꝛeſence all the Indians of his c6+ 
pany todzelle che next daymozning ſo good a nnmber of Palme 
leaues, that the grange was conered in leſſe then two dayes: ſo 
that buſineſle was finiſhed, Foz in the ſpace of thoſe two dapes,the 
Indians neuer ceaſed frõ working. ſome in fetching Palme leates , 
others in enterlacing ol them: in ſuch ſo2te that their kings tom 
The forme of Maundement was executed as be deſired. Our Foꝛt was built in 
che Font Ca. ſome of a triangle. The ſide toward the Weſt, which was toward 
lion the land, was encloſed with a litle trench and rayſed with turues 
The Weſt fide. made in foꝛme of a Battlement ofnine foote high: the other ſide 
which; was toward the River was encloſed with a Palliſado of 
lanckes of timber after the maner that Gabions are made. Dn 
The South p ſonth ſide there was a kind of baſtion within which J cauſed an 
fide. houſe fo2 the munition to be built:it was all builded with Fagots 
aud ſand, ſaying about two oz thꝛee foote high with turues wher- 
of the battlements were made. In the middeft J cauſcd a great 
court to be made of eighteene paſes long and bzoad, inthe middeſt 
whereofonthe one ſide dꝛawing toward the South J builded a 
Cozpes de gard, and an houſe on the other ſide toward the Nozch, 
which I cauſed to be rayſed ſomwhat to high: foꝛ within a ſhoze 
* while after the winde beat it downr: and experience taught me, 
ng $a. Chat we way not build with high ages in this countrey, by rea- 
trey. ſon of the winds whereunto it is ſubiect. One of the ſides that inclo 
ſed my court, which I made very fayze and large, reached vnto the 
grange of my munitions: and on the otherſide towards the Riuer 
was mine own lodging, round about the which were galleries all 
couered. The pyincipallzooze of my lodging was in the mideſt of 
| the great place, and the other was towards the Riuer. A good di- 
ance from the Foꝛt I built an Ouen, to auopd the daunger of fi- 
Nota. er, bet auſe the houſes are of Palme leaues, which will ſoone bee 


burnt, after the fier catcheth hold or them, ſo that with much adoe - 


a man ſhall haue leaſure to quench them. Loe here in bꝛeefe the de 

cling, ( criptton of our Foztreſle, which I named Carolinetn the honour 
wy ol our Pꝛinte king Charles. Aftex we were furniſhed with which 
was moſt neceflary, I would not loſe a minute of an houre, with⸗ 

out employing of the ſame in ſome vertuous exerciſe : therefoze Y 

charged Monſicur de Ottigni my Lieuetenant, a man in truth 


wozthy all honour foz his boneſtie and vertue, to ſearch _ 
the 
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the riuer what this Thimogoua might be, whereof the Paracouſly 
Satourioua had ſpoken ta vs ſo often at our comming on ſboꝛc. Fox 
execution hereof the Paratouſſy gaue him two Indians for his 

guides, which taking vpon them to lead bim in this voyage ſeemed 
to goe vnto a wedding, lo deſirous they were to fight with theit ene 

mies. Being embarked they hoyſed ſaple and hauing ſapled about 

twentie leagues, the Indians which ſtill looked on this ſive and 

that ſive to eſpie ſame of their enimies, diſtoueren thzee Canoes, 
And immediatelp they began to trie Thimogoua, 

ſpake ol nothing elle but to haſten foward to goe to fight w them: 
which the Captapne ſeemed to be willing to doe, to content them. 
TUhen they came to boozde them, one of the Indians gat holde of 
an Palbert, another of a Coutelas in ſuch a rage that hee would 
baue lept into the water to haue fought with them alone. Neuers 
theleſſe Ottigny would net let them doe it, fo2 while he differed to 

abozd them he gaue the others reſpit to turne the pzoocs of their 

Canoes toward the ſhoze and ſo to eſcape intothe woods, Againe 
the meaning ofOttigny was not to make warre vpon themof Thi- 
mogoua; but rather to make them frienves', and to make them 
thencefoozth to liue in peace one with another ik it were poſſible, 

hoping by this meane to diſcouer daily ſome new thing, x eſpecially 

the certapne courſe ofthe Riuer. Foꝛ this purpoſe hee cauſed the 

barke to retire wherein were the two Indians his guides,+ went 

with his toward the Canoes which were on the Riners ſide. Be⸗ 
ing come vnto them, he put certaine trifles into them, and then re- 
tired a goodway from them, which thing cauſed the Indians which 
were fled away to rerurne to their Boates, aud to vnderſtand by 
this ſigne, that thoſe ofour barke were none of their enimies, but 
rather come onely to trafficke with them. TAherefoze being thus 

allured ol vs they called tu our men to come neere vnto them: which 

they did incontinently and ct foote on lande, and ſpake freely 

with tbem, with diuerſe ceremonies oucr long to retount. In the 

end Ottigni demaunded of them by ſignes i they had gold oz ſiluer 
@nong them. Bur they told him they had none as then: and that ik 
he would lend one o his men with thẽ, they would bꝛing bim with- 

dut daunger into a place where they might haue ſome. Ottigni ſees 

ing them lo willing, deliuered them one ol his men which ſeemed 

verp reſolute to vndertake this voyage: this fellow ſtayed with thẽ 

vntill ten of the clocke the next day 2 that 2

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tigny ſomewhat offended with his lang ape, ſayled tenne great 
leagues farther vp the riuer: although he knew not what way hee 
ſhould goe, pet he went lo farre vp that he eſpied the boate wherein 
his ſouldier was: which repozted vnto him that the Indians would 
bauc carried him thzee great vayes tourney farther, #told him that 
a king named Mayrra tich in gold and ſiluer dwelt in thoſe quar⸗ 
ters, and th at fo2 \mallquantitie of marchandiſe inough might be 
had ok him: pet that he would not hazard himſelf without his leaue, 
and that he bzought but a very litle gold. This being done our men 
returned toward our fozt Caroline after they had left the ſouldier 
with the Indians to enfoꝛme himſelfe moze and moze of ſuch things 
as he might diſcouer mote at leaſure, Fifteenedapes after this voy- 
age to Thimogoua, J diſpatched Captaine Vaſſeur and my ſer- 
geant alſo, to returne againe into this countrey and to ſeeke out the 
ſouldier which remayned there in p fozmer voyage. Being therfoze 
imbarked they ſayled two whole dayes: and befoze they came to the 
dwelling of the Indians, they found two of them on the riuers ſide, 
which were expꝛeſlely ſent vnto that place to diſcry whether any of 
their enimies were come to that parte, with intention to ſurpꝛiſe 


them, as they did vfually, Tahen they perceiued Captaine Vaſ-

ſeur they knewe incontinently that he was none of their enimies, e 
therefoze made no difficultie to come neete vnto the barke, and ſhe- 
wed him by ſignes chat the ſouldier which they ſought was not in 
that place, but was at that pꝛeſent in the houſe of king Molloua 
which was vaſſell vnto another great king named by them Olata 
Ouae Vtina: and that if the Captapne would ſaple thytherward, 
he ſhould come thither very quickly, where with he was content, # 
cauſed his men to rowe to that part which the Indians ſhewed 
bim: wherat they were ſo glad that they ran quickly befo2e by land 
to declare his arriuall, which was at the lodging of king Molloua, 
after that he had rowed not paſt halle a league. While king Mol. 
loua had ended intertapning Captayne Vaſſeur and his men, the 
ſouldier came in with ſiue oz ſire pounds weight of ſiluer which he 
had trucked and trafliked with the Indians. This king cauſey 
bzead to be made, and fiſhe to be v2eſſed afcer the Indian faſhion 


pound weight to feaſf our men: to whom, while they were at meat, hee made

a diſcourſe ot diuers other kinges his friendes and allies recko⸗ 
ning; vp to the number of nine of them by name, to 3 
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Cadecha, Chilili Eclauou, Enacappe, Calany, 2 


Omittaqua, Aequera, Moquoſo: al which with him vnto the num” 


ber of inoze then toztie, be aſſured vs to be the vaſſals ofthe moſt re Fortickinges 
nowmed Olata Ouae Vtina,This done, he went about likewiſe. to vafſals to V · 
diſcouer the enemies of Ouae Vtina, in which number he placed as "* 
the firſt the Paracouſly Satourioua monarch of the confines of the 
riuer of May, which bath vnder his obeyſãte thirty other Paracouſ- 
ſies, whereof there were ten which were al his brethzen, and that 
therefozc he was greatly eſteemed in thoſe parties: then he name r 
thꝛee others no leſſe puiſſanc than Satourioua, whereof the firſt - 
dwelt two dayes journey from his Loꝛd Olate Ou:e Veina,and oj- 
dinarily made warre vpon him, whoſe name was Potanou, a man King Potanon 
cruell in warre, but pitiful in the execution of his furie.Fo2 he took 
the pꝛiloners to mercy, beeing content to marke them on the left 
arme, with a great marke like vnto a ſeale, and ſo impzinted as if 
it had beene touched with an hoate yꝛon, then he let them goe with- 
out doing them any other hurt. The two others were named Ona- ,,, exceeding 
theaqua, and Ho being great Lozdes,and abounding in ris nch place. 
ches, and pꝛincipally eaqua, which dwelt neere vnto the high 
mountaines, wherein there was aboundance ot many rare thinges, 
and infinite quantitie of a kinde of ſlate tone, wherwith they made 
wedges to cleaue their wood. The occaſion which (as he ſayde) 
moued Potanou to wage war againſt Olata Ouac Vtina, was the 
feare that hee had, leaſt hee and his companions ſhoulde get of that 
hard ſtone in his countrey, wherewith they headed their arrowes, 
and coulde not get it 7 map r place. Beſides all this, Mollo- 
ua recited to Captaine Vaſſeur, that the kinges alies the vaſſals | 
of great Olata, armed their bzeaſtes, armes, thighes, legges, and Large plats 
fozehesdes with large plates of golde and ſiluer : and that by this gde and 
meanes the arrowes that were diſcharged vpon them could vo them luer. 
no manner of hurt at all, but rather were bzoken againſt them, 
tHeerevpon Captaine Vaſſeur inquires whether the kinges Ona- 
theaqua and Honſtaqua were like vnto vs. Fo2 by the deſcription 
chat they made of them hee beganne ta doubt whether they some wmv 
were Spaniards oz no:but Molloua tolde him that they were not, their faces 
but that they were Judtans like the reſt, ſauing that they papn- with blacke,& 
ted their faces with blacke, and that the reſt as Moloua painted ſeme wihice 
it with redde. Then my — Vaſſcur, and my ſergeant 

3 pꝛomi⸗ 
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p2omiley him that one day A ſhold march with my kozoes into thole 
countries, and that topning my ſelfe with his Loꝛd Olata, I would 
lubdue the inhabitants of the higheſt of thoſe mouncaines. Pee wan 


very glad of this ſpeech, and anſwered that the leaſt of theſe kings 
which he had namen. ſhould preſent vnto the generall of cheſe ſuce 
cours the height of two foot of gold g ſiluer, which by foꝛce of arms 
they had already gotcen of thoſe two kings, Onatheaqua, and Hou- 
ſtaqua. The good cheere being done, and the diſcourles ended, my 
men embarked themlelues againe with intention to bꝛing me thoſe 
good newes vnto the fot Caroline. But after they had ſapled a ve- 


xy long while downe the riuer, and were come within thzee leagues 


of vs, the tide was ſo fkrong againſt them, chat they were conſtrav⸗ 
ned to goe on land, and toretire themſelues becauſe of the night vn⸗ 


King Molona. tothe dwelling of a certain Paracouſly named Molona, which ſhe- 


wed himſelfe very glad of their arriual:foz he deſired co know ſome 
newes of Thimogoua, and thought that the Frenchmen went tht- 
ther fo2 none other occaſton but fo2 to inuade them, Thich captain 
Vaſſeur perceiuing diſſembled ſo wel, that he made him beleeue p 
be went to Thimogoua,w none other intentid, but co ſubdue them, 
e to deſtroy them with the edge of p lwoꝛd without mercy, but that 
theirpurpoſe had not ſuch ſucceſle as they deſired, becauſe p the peo⸗ 
ple of Thimogoua being aduertiſed of this enterpyile, retired into p 
woods, #ſaued themlelues by flight: p neuertheleſſe they had taken 


ſome as they were flying away which carried no newes therof vnto 


their fellowes. The Paracouſſy was ſo glas of this relation, that he 
enterrupted him, and aſked Vaſſeur ofthe beginning e maner ot his 
execution, pꝛaied him that he would ſhew him by ſignes how all 
things paſſed. Jmmeviatly Frauncis la Caille the ſergeant of mp 
band cook his \wo2d in his hand, ſaying that with the point thereof 
be had thꝛuſt thzough two Indtãs which ran into the woods, e his 


cõpaniũs had done no leſſe fo2 their parts, And that if foꝛtune had ſo 


fauoured them, that they bad not bin diſcouered by the mt of Thi- 
mogoua, they had had a viceozie moſt glozious & wozthy of eternall 


memozy.Þerevpon the Paracouſſy ſhewed himſelfe ſo wel ſatiſſied, 


that he could not deuiſe hom to gratifie our men, which he cauſed ta 


come into his houſeto feaſt thEmoze honozably:# hauing made cape ⸗ 


taine Vaſſeur to ſit next him, and in his own chaire ( which the In⸗ 


dians eſteeme fo? the chiefeſt honour ) then vnderneath 3 
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his ſonnes,goodly and mighty fellowes he commandedalthe reit to 
place thẽſelues as they thought good. This done, p Indians came 
accozding to their good cuſtom,toprelent their dzink Caſsineto the 
Paracouſly,x then to certaine of his chiefeſt friends, & the French- 
men. Then he which bzoucht it let the cup alive, q dꝛew out a little 
dagger which hung ſtucke vp in the roofe of the houſe, e like a mad 
man he lift his head aloft,qran apace, & went and ſmote an Indian 
which late alone in one ok the cozners of the hall. crying with aloud 
vopce,Hyou,the pooze Indian ſtirring not at al to the blow, which 
be ſeemed coeuvure pacierly,He which held the dagger went quick- 
ly to put the ſame in his foꝛmer place,# begi again to giue vs dzink, 
8s he did befoze:but he had not long continued. had ſcarcely giuen 
3. 02 4. thereok, but he left his bowle againe, tooke the dagger in his 
hand, quickly returned vnto him which he had fkroken befoze, to 
whom he gaue a very ſoze blow on the ſide, crying Hyou, as he had 
done befoze: then he went to put the dagger in his place, and ſet him 
ſelfdown among the reſt. A litle while afcer,he p had bin ſtroken fel 
down backwards, ſtretching out his armes and legs as if he had bin 
ready to peld vp the latter gaſpe. And then the younger ſonne ofthe 
Paracouſſy apparrelled in a long white ſkin, fel don at the feet of 
him that was fallen backward, weeping bitter ly halle a quarter of 
an houre:after two other ot his bzethzen clad in like apparel, came 
about him that was ſo ſtricken, ⁊ began to ſigh pitifully. Their mo- 
ther bearing a litle infant in her armes came from another part, and 
going to the place where her ſonnes were, at the firſt the vſed infinic 
numbers of outcries, chen one while lifting vp her eies to heauen, an 
other while falling down vnto the groũd, ſhe cried lo dolefully, that 
her lamentable mournings would haue moued the moſt hard & ſto⸗ 
nie heart in the wozld with pity. Pet this ſufficed not,fo2 there came 
in a company of young; gyzles which did neuer lyn weeping fo2 a 
long while in the place where the Indian was fall? down, whõ al⸗ 
cerward they took, with the ſavdelt geſtures they could dcuiſe,ca- 
ried him away into another houſe a little way of from the great hal 
of the Paracouſly,# continued their weepings & mournings by the 
{pace.of two long heures in which meane while the Indians ceaſ⸗ 
ſed not to dzink Caſſine,but w ſuch ſilence that one woꝛd was not 
heard in the parler. Vaſſeur beeing grieued that hee vnderſtood not 
theſe ceremonies, demaunded of the Paracouſly what theſe thinges 
meant:which anſwered him ſlowly, Thimogoua, Thimogoua,with 
| © 4, out 
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ottt ſaying any moꝛe. Beeing moze diſpleaſed then he was befoze 

with lo flight an anſweare, he turned vnto another Indian the Pa- 

racouſſyes bꝛother, who was a Paracouſſy as well as his bzother, 
King Malica, called Malica, which made him a like anlwere as he did at the firſt, 

pꝛaping him to aſke no moze ofthele matters, and to haue patience 
fo2 that time. The ſubtile old Paracouſly pꝛaied him within a while 
after to ſew him his \wozd, which he would not deny him, thinking 
that hee would haue behelde the faſhion ofhis weapons: but he 
ſoone perceiued that it was to another end:foz the old mi holding it 
in his hand, beheld it a long while on euerp place to ſee if he could 
find any blood vpon it which might ſhew that any of their enemics 
had bin killed: (to the Indians are woont co bzing their weapons 
wherwith their enemies haue bin defeated with ſome blood vpo che, 
fo2 a token of their victozies.)But ſeeing no ſigne thereof vpon it. 
he was vpon the point to ſay vnto him, that he had killed none oftle 
mẽ of Thimogoua,wht as Vaſſeur pzeutting that which he mig he 
obiect, declared g ſhewed to him by ſignes p maner of his enterpꝛiſe, 
adding that by reaſon ofthe 2 Indiũs which he had ſlaine, his wi 25 
was ſo bloudp, that he was infoꝛced to waſh # make it cleane a long 
while in the riuer: which the old man beleeued to be like to be true, 
and made no maner of reply there vnto. Vaſſeur, la Caille, and their 
other companions went out ofthe hall to go into the roome whither 
they had carried the Indian:there they found the Paracouſſy ſitting 
vpon tapiſtries made of ſmal reeds, which was at meat after Þ In⸗ 
dian faſhion, the Indian that was ſmitten hars by him, lying vpõ 
the ſelfſame taptſtry, about whom ſtood the wife of the Paracouſly, 
with all the poung damſels which befoze bewailed him in the hall: 
They lappe which did nothing els but warme a great deale of moſſe in Neede of 
moſſe abour napkins to rub the Indians ſide, Herevp6 our men aſked the Para- 
* eee couſſy again, foꝛ what occaſisthe Indian was ſo perſecuted in his 
ſteedof nap. Pieſẽte: be auſwered,p this was nothing els but a kind of ceremony 
Eins. wherby they would cal to mind death e perſecutiõs ofp Paracduſ- 
A ceremonie ſies their anceſtoꝛs executed by their enemy Thimogoua: alledging 
tg cal to mind mqꝑeouer, that as oft as he himſelf, oꝛ any of his friends 4 alies re⸗ 
1 turned fro the countrey, without they bzought che heads of their ens 
Naine by cheir mies, oꝛ without bzinging home ſome priſoner, he vſed fo2 a perpetu · 
enimies. al memoꝛy of al his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs, to beate the beſt beloned of all his 

childꝛen, with the ſelklame weapons, wherewith they had bin killer 

in times paſt : co the ende that by rene wing of the wounde — 
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death ould be lamented afreſh, Now when they were thus ms 
foꝛmed of thoſe ceremomes they thanked the Paracouſly fot their 
god entertainement which they had receiued, and ſo ſetting 
ſaile came to me vnto the fozt : where they declared all vnto me 
as I haue recited it heretofoze. The eight and tweentieth of Tu⸗ The returne of 
lie our ſhippes departed to returne into France. And with in a ee 
while, about two monethes after our arriuall in Florida, the the 28. of Lily 
Paracouſly Satourioiia ſent certatne Indians vnto me to know 
whether J would ſtand to my pꝛomiſe which J had made him at 
my firſt arriuall in that countrie , which was that J would ſhew 
my ſelfe friend to his friendes and enemie vnto his enemies, and 
alſo to accompanie him with a good number of Hargabuſhes, 
when he ſhould ſee it expedient, and ſhould finde a fit occaſion to 
goe to warre: nowe ſeeing he reſted vpon this pꝛomiſe, he pꝛay⸗ 
ed me not to deferre the ſame : ſeeing alſo that making accompt 
thereof he had taken ſuch good o2der foz the execution of his en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe, that he was readie, and was furniſhed withall thinges 
that were neceſſarie foꝛ the voyage. I made him aunſwere that 
fo: his amitie I would not purchaſe the enmitie of the other, and 
that albeit J would, pet notwichſtanding J wanted meanes to 
doe it. Fo? it behooued me at that pꝛeſent to make p2ouiſion-of 
victuals and munitid fo the defence ot my fozt, On the otherſide 
that my Barkes were nothing readie, and that this enterpꝛiſe 
woulde requiretime:mozeouer that the Paracouſſy Satourtoua 
might holde himlelfe readie to depart within two monethes,and 
that then J would thinke of fulfilling my pꝛomiſe to him. The 
Indians carried this anſwere to their Paracouſſy, which was li⸗ 
tle pleaſed withit, becauſe he could not deferre his execution o2 
expedition. aſwell becauſe all his victuals were readie, as alſo 
becauſe tenne other Paracouſſies were aſſembled with him fo2 
the perfozmance of this enterpziſe, The ceremonie which this ., 3 
ſauage vſed befoze hee embarked his armie deſerueth not to bee nie which 
koꝛgotten. Foz when bee was ſet downe by the riuers ſide, be» they vſe be 
ing compaſſed about with tenne other Paracouſſies he comman: fore they goe 
ded water tobe bzought him ſpeedily. This done, looking vp in- 
to heauen hee fell to diſcourſe of diuerſe thinges with geſtures 
that ſhewed him to bee in exceeding great cholere, which made 
him one while ſhake his head hither - thicher , and by and by 
wi 
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with A wote not what furie to turne his face towarde the toun⸗ 
trey ol his enemies, and to thzeatenco kill them, e often times 
looked vpon the ſonne pꝛaping him to graunt him a glouous 
victozie ofhis enemies: Which when he had done by the ſpace 
of halfe an howe,he ſpꝛinkled with his hand a little of the water 
which he held in a veſſell vpon the heads of the Paracouſſies, and 
caſt the rcſt as it were in a rage and deſpite into a fire which was 
there p2epared fo the purpole. This done he cried out thziſe, 
: He Thimogoũa, and was followed with fiue hundzed Indians 
Satouriou2 at the lealt, which were there allembled, which cried all with one 
with fiue hg. boyce, He Thimogoiia. This ceremonie,as a certaine Indian 
dred Indians, tolde me familiarly, ſignified nothing elſe, but that Satourioua 
beſought the ſonne to graunt vnto him ſo happie a victozie that 
be might ſhed his enemies bloud,as he had ſhed that water at his 
pleaſure : mozeouer that the Paracouſſies which were ſpzink- 
led with a part ol that water, might returne with the heades of 
their enimies, which is the onelp and chiele triumph of their vic⸗ 
tozies. The Paracouſſy Satourioiia had no ſwner ended his ce⸗ 
remomes and had taken a viewe of all his companye, but he em- 
barked himſelfe , and vſed ſuch diligence with his Almadies oz 
boates , that the next daye two houres befoe the ſonnes ſec , hee 
arriued on the territozies of his enemies aboute eight oz ten 
leages from their villages: Afterward cauſing them all to goe on 
lande he aſſembled his counſel, wherein it was agreed that fite 
Conſultation Of the Paracouſſies ſhoulde ſaile vp the river with halfeof the 
before they Croupes and by the bzeake of daye ſhould appzoch vnto the dwel- 
aſſault their ling of their enemie:fo his owne parte that he woulde take his 
enemies» fonepthzough the woodes and fozeſts as ſecretly as hee coulde: 
that when they were come thither, as wel they that went by wa- 
ter as he which went by land ſhoulde not faile by the bzeake ofthe 
daye to enter into the village, & cut them all in peeces except the 
women and little childzen, Theſe things which were thus agreed 
vppon were executed with as greate furie as was poſſible:which 
_ when they had done they took the heades of their enemies which 
which they they had ſlaine and cut of their heire round about with a piece of 
tale in warre. theirſkuls:thep tooke alſo foure and twentie p2iſoners , which 
they led awape, and retired themſelues immediatlye vnto their 
hoates which waited fo2 them; being come thither they beganne 
to 
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to ling pꝛayſes vnto the ſunne towhome they attributed their 

- victozie . And afterwardes put the ſkins of their heades on the 

end of their iauelinges, and went altogether coward the territo⸗ 

ries of Paracouſſy Omoloa,one of them which was in the com- King Om.:loa 
panie : being come thither they, deuided their pziſoners equallie 

to ech of the Paracouſſies , & left thirtene of them to Satourioũa, 

which ftraightway diſpatched an Indian his ſubtecte , to carrie 

newes befoze of the yictozie to them which taied at home co gard 

their houſes , which immedlatly beganne to wepe : But aſſone 

as night was come they neuer left dancing and playing a thou- 

ſande gambols in honour of the feaſt. The next dap the Para⸗ 

couſly Satourioiia came home, who befo2ehe entred into his lod 

ging cauled al the heirie ſkuls of his enemies tobe ſet vp befoze 1e mmer of 
his dooze and crowned them with branches of Lamnell, chewing triumph. 
by this gloz tous ſpectacle the triumph of the victozie which hee 
had obtayned. Straightway beganne lamentation and mour⸗ 

ninges, which aſſdone as the night began were turned into plea- 

ſures and dances. After that J was aduertiſed of theſe things, J 

ſent a ſoldier vnto Satourioũa pꝛaying him to ſende me two of 

bis pꝛiſoners: which hee denied me, ſaping that hee was nothing 
beholding vnto me, and that J had bzokenmp pꝛomiſe, againſt 

che oath which J had ſwozne vnto him at my arriuall. Which 

when J vnderſtoode by my ſoldier , which was come backe with 

ſpede, I deuiſed howe Jmightbe reuenged ofthis ſauage , any 

to make him knowe howe dearely this bolde bzauado of his 

Goulde coſt him: therefoze I commanded m lergiant to pʒouide 

me twentie ſoldiers to goe with mee to the houſe of Satourioiiaz 

here after I was come and entered into the hall without any 

mgnner of ſalutation, J went and ſate mee downe by him and 

ayed along while without ſpeaking any wozde vnto him, no2 

ſhewing him any ſigne of friendſhip, which ching put him deepe* 

ly in his domps : beſides that certaine ſoldiers remained at the 

gate. to whome J had giuen expꝛeſſe commandement to ſuffer 

no Indian to goe fooꝛth: hauing ſtoode ſtill about halfe an houre 

with this countenaunce, at length A demaunded where the 
p2iſoners were, which hee hadde taken at Thomogoua , any 
commaunded them pꝛeſentlie to be bꝛought vnto mee. Mhere⸗ 


vnto the Paracouſly angrie at the hearte and aſtonyed won⸗ 
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derfully ſtove a long while without making any anſwere, not- 
withſtanding at laſt he anſwered me verie ſtoutly that being af- 
fraide to ſa vs comming thither in ſuch warreltke manner they 
fled into the woods, and that not knowing which way they were 
gone they were not able by any meanes to bzing them againe, 

Then J ſeemed to make as though J vnderſt@ode not what hee 
ſaide,and aſked foz his pziloners againe , and foz ſome of his 
pꝛincipall alltes. Then Satourioua commanved his ſonne A- 
thore to ſ#&ke out the pꝛiſoners, and to cauſe them to bebzought 
into that place, which thing he did within an houre after. After 
they were come to the lodging of the Paracouſſy, they humble 
ſaluted me, & lifting vp their handes befoze me, they would haue 
fallen downe pꝛoſtrate as it were at my fet:but J would not ſuf 
fer them, and ſoone after led them away with mee vnto my owne 
foxte » The paracouſſy, being wonderfully offended with this 
bzauado, bethought himſelfe by all meanes how he might be re⸗ 
uengedof vs, But to giue vs no ſuſpition thereof, and the bet⸗ 
ter to couer his intention, he ſent his meſſengers oftentimes vn⸗ 
to vs bzinging alwaies with them ſome kinde of pzeſentes, A⸗ 
mong others one day hee lent thz& Indians, which bzought vs 
two baſkets full of great Pompions, much moze excellent then 
thole which we haue in France, and pzomiſed me in their king es 
behalfe that during mine aboave in that countrie I ſhoulde neuer 
want victuals: A thanked them foz their kings good will, and ſig⸗ 
nified vnto them the great deſire which J had, aſwell foz the be · 
nefic of Sato urioũa, as fo? the quiet of his ſubiectes, to make a 
peace betweine him and thoſe of Thimogoũa: which thing could 
not chooſe but turne to their great benefice, ſ@ing that being alli⸗ 
ed with the kings of thoſe partes, he had an open paſſage — 
Onatheaqua his auncient enemie, which otherwiſe he coulde 
not ſet vpon : Pojeouer that Olata Oaiic Vtina was ſo mightie 


à Paracouſſy, that Sarourioiia was not able to withſtande his 


fozces : but being agreed together they might eaſily ouerthꝛowe 
all their enemies, and might paſle the confines of the fartheſt ris 
uers that were towards the South. The meſſengers pꝛaied me 
to haue patience vntill the mozrowe.,at what time they woulde 
come agayne vnto mee to certifie mee of their lozdes inclination: 


which they kapled not to doe, aduertiling mee that Paracoully | 
a- 
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Satourioua was the gladdeſt man in the woꝛlde to treate of this 
actoꝛde (although in deve he was quite contrarie) and that hee 
beſought me to be diligent therein, pꝛomiſing to obſerue & per; 
fozme whatſoeuer A ſhould agre vpon with thoſe of Thimogoii- 
a : which thinges them s alſo rehearſed vnto the p2iſo- 
ners which J had led away. they were departed Jreſolued 
within two dayes to ſende backe againe the pꝛiſoners to Olata 
Ouae Vtina, whoſe ſubtectes they were: but befoze Jembarkev 
them, A gaue them certaine ſmale triſles, which were litle knives 
oz tablets of glaſſe, wherein the image of Ring Charles the 
ninth was dzawen verie liuely, fo which they gaue mee verie 
great thankes, as alſo fo the honeſt entertainment which was 
giuen them at the fozt Caroline: after this they embarked them- 
ſelues, wich captaine Vaſſcur,# with monſur De Arlac mine en 
ſigne which J had ſent of purpoſe to remaine a certaine time 
with Ouae Vtina, hoping that the fauour of this great Para- 
couſſy would ſerue mp turne greatly to make mp diſcoueries in 
time to come. I ſent with him alſo one of my ſergeantes, and 
fire gallant ſoldiers, Thus things paſſed on this manner, and 
the hatred of Paracouſſy Satourioua agapnft me did ſill conti- 


nue, vntill that on the 29. of a lightning from heauen A wonderful 
fell within halfe a league of our fozte,moze woꝛthie J beleeue,to 697+ — 


be wonded at, e to be put in wiiting, then all the ſtrang ſignes 
which haue berne lene in times paſt, and whereof the hiltozies 
haue neuer witten. Fo although the medowes were at that 
ſeaſon all grene, and halfe couered ouer with water, neuerthe- 
leſſe the lightning in one inſtant conſumed aboue fine hundzey 
acres therewith, and burned with che ardent heate thereof all the 
foules which toke their paſtime in the medowes , which thing 
continued fo2 the dayes ſpace, which cauſed vs not a little co 
mule , not able to tudge whereof this fire pzoceded: fo2 one 
while wee thought that the Indians had burnt their houſes, 
and abandoned their places foz feare of vs: another while wee 
thought that they had diſcouered ſome ſhips in the ſea, and that 
accoꝛding to their cuſtome they had kindled many fires here and 
there to lignifie that their countrie was inhabited: neuerthelelſt 


being not aſſured, I determined to ſende to Paracouſly Serra- King Sana- 


nay to know the trueth thereof , But euen as J was vpponthe nay, 
93 point 
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point to ſende one by boate to diſcouer the matter, ſixe Indians 
came vato me from Paracouſly Allimacany, which at their 
firſt entrie made vnto me a long viſcourſe , and a verie large 
and ample zation (after they had pzeſented mee with certaine 
baſkeces full of Patz , of Pompions and of Grapes, ) of the 


' louing amitie which Allunacany deſired to continue with me, 


and that hee looked from day to day when it would pleaſe met to 
employ him in my leruice. Therefoze conſidering the ſeruice- 
able affection that he bare vnto mee, hee founde it very ſtrange, 
that I thus diſcharged myne ozdinance againſt his dwelling, 
which had burnt vp an infinite ſight of grane medowes, and con- 
ſumed tuen downe vnto the botcome of the water, and came ſo 
nere vnto his manſion that her thought he ſawe the fire in his 
houſe : wherefoze ha beſought ma? moſt humblie co commaunde 
my men that they woulde not ſhoote any moze towardes his lod- 
ging, otherwiſe that hereafter he ſhould bs conſtrapned to aban · 
don his countrey, and to rety2e himſelfe into ſome place moze 
farther of from vs. Pauing vnderſtod the fooliſh opinion of this 
man, which notwithſtanding could not chooſe but be very p2oft- 
table fog vs, J diſſembled what J thought thereof fo2 that time, 
and aunſwered the Jndians with a cherrefull countenaunce, that 
the relation, which they made vnto ma of the obedience of their 
Paracouſly , did pleaſe me right well, becauſe that befoze he 
had not behaued himſelfe in ſuch ſoze cowardes me, eſpecially 
when J ſommoned him to ſende ms the pꝛiſoners of great Olata 
Ouae Vtina which her detained , whereof notwithſtanding hee 
made no great accompt , which was che pꝛincipall cauſe where; 
foze I had diſcharged myne oꝛdinaunte againſt him: not that A 
meant to reach vnto his houſe, as I might haue done eaſily, if it 


vſed the pre- had pleaſed me, but that J was content to ſhite the halfe waye 


to make him knowe mp foꝛce: aſſuring him kurthermoꝛe, that on 
condition that h& would continue in his good affection, no moe 
o2dtnance ſhoulde be diſcharged againſt him hereafter: and be- 
ſides that I would become his faichfull pꝛotectour againſt his 
greateſt enimies. The Indians contented with myne aunſwere 
returned to aſſure their Paracouſſy, which notwithſtanding the 
aſſurance withdzew himlelfe from his dwelling twerntie oz fiue 
and twentie leages off, and that fo the ſpace ofmoze — 
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moneths. After that thꝛe dayes were expired the fire was quite 
extinguiſhed. But foz two dayes after there followed ſuch an ex- 
teſſiue heate in the ayꝛe, that the riuer nere vato which we plan- a wonderfull 
ted our habitation, became ſo hoate, that I thinke it was almoſt 
ready toſ@th . Fo? there died ſo great aboundance of fiſhe , and 
that of ſo many diuerſe ſozts, that in the mouth of the riuer one- 
ly there were founde deade ynough to haue loaden fiftie Cartes, x, cat lode 
whereof there iſſued a putrefaction in the ayze which bzed ma- of tith dead in 
ny dangerous diſeaſes amongeſt vs, in ſo much that moſt of mp the river with 
men fell ſicke, and almoſt ready to end they? dayes . Pet not- · bea. 
withſtanding it pleaſed our mercifull God ſo to pꝛouide by his 
pꝛouidence that all our men recouered they? health without the 
lolle of any one of them. Monſieur De Arlac, Captayne Vaſſeur, The third vi. 
and one of my ſergeants being embarked with they; tenne ſol · age the tenth 
diers about the tenth of September, to cary backe the pꝛiſoners of September. 
vnto Vrina, ſapled ſo farre vp the riuer, that they diſcouered a 
place called Mayarqua diſtant from our fozt about foureſcoze keg 
leages, where the Indians gaue them good entertapnement,and leages 5 the 
in many other Uillages which they found. From this place they riucr of May, 
rowed to the dwelling of Paracouſſy Vtina, which after he had 
feaſted them accozding to his abilitie and power, pꝛayed monſi⸗ 
eur De Arlac and all his ſoldiers to ſtap awhyle with him, to 
ayde and aſliſt him jn battayle againſt one ot his enimies called 
Potanou, whervnto monſieur de De Arlac conſented willingly, King Patanou 
And becauſe he knewe not howe long he might haue occaſion to 
ſtay in theſe partes, hee ſent mee Captapne Vaſſeur and the 
barke backe agapne , which bzought home onelp fiue ſoldiers 
with him. No w becauſe the cuſtome of the Indians is alwayes The Indians 
to wage warre by ſurpꝛiſe, Vtina reſolued to take his enimie maner of war, 
Potanou in the mozning by the bꝛeake of the day: to bying this 
to paſſe he made his men to trauaple all the night, which might 
be in number two hundzed perſons , fo well aduiſed, that they . my bundred 
pzaped our french ſhote to bein the foe fronce, to thende (kas 
they (aide ) that the noyſe of theyz pieces might aſtoniſhe their 
enemies: notwithſtanding they coulde not march ſo ſe-

which ſtroke him in the fozehead, diſcharged by the hand of mon-

you pou: Thus Paracouſſy Vtina obtayned the victqzie by the aide of our 
Potinau by men,which flew many of his enemies, and loſt in this conflict one 
the helpe of of their companions, wherewith Vtina was verie much greued. 
the french, Eight oz tenne dayes after I ſent Captapne Vaſſeur backe a- 
gaine with a barke to fetch home monſur De Arlac and his ſol- 
diers, which at their returne bzoughe me certaine pꝛeſents from 
Vtina, as ſome ſpluer,a ſmale quantitie of golde, painted ſkins, 
Siluer,8919, and other thinges, with a thouſande thankes, which the Para- 
u. cceouſſy gaue me, which pzomiled that if in any enterpyiſe of im- 
poztance I ſhoulde haue neede of his men, he would ſurniſh ma 
with thꝛer hundzed & aboue . Mhile J thus trauatled to purchaſe 
friendes and to pꝛactiſe one while with one here, an otherwhile 
with an other there, certayne ſoldiers of mycompanie were ſubs 
La Roquettes Ozned vnder hand by one named la Roquetreof the countrie of 
conſpiracie. Perigorte, which put in their heads that hee was a great mas 
gicion, and that by the ſecretes of art magicke he had diſcouerey 
- a Pine ok golde and ſiluer farre vp within the riuer, whereby, 
vpon the loſſe of his life,euery ſouldier ſhould receiue in readie 
buillion the valure of ten thouſand crownes, beſide and aboue fif- 
terne hundꝛed thouſand which ſhould be reſerued faz the Ringes 
Pareſtie: Wherefoze they allied themſelues with La Roquette 
and another of his confederates, whoſe name was Le Geure, in 
Mounſur de whom not withſtanding J had great affiance, This Geure ex- 
Oe. ding deſirous to enrich himſelfe in thoſe partes, and ſ#king to 
bereuenged, becauſe J wouldnot giue him the carriage of the 
Paquet into France, ſecretly enfozmed the ſouldiers that were 
already ſuboznedby La Roquette, that A would depꝛiue them 
of this great gaine, in that I did ſet them dayly on wozke, not 
ſending them on euery ſide codiſcouer the Countreyes: there* 
fozechac it were a god dade, alter they had made me A 
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ſo much, to (ke meanes to diſpatch me out of the way, and to 
. choole another Captaine in my place, if I would not giue them f 
victuals accozding to therr diſozdinate appetite. iÞe alſo bzought — : 
me wo2dehereof himſelfe, making a large diſcourſe vnto me of doniere in the 
che good affection of the ſouldiers, which all beſought mee that ſoldicrs name. 
J world comvuct them to the countreps where the Mine was:J 
made him anſ were that all could not goe thither, and that it was it anſwers. 
necefſarte befoze their departure to ſettle our foztreſſe in ſuch 
eſtate, that thoſe which were to ſtay at home behind ſhoulde re⸗ 
maine in ſeturitie againfk the Indians which might ſurpꝛiſe 
them, Furthermoze that their manner of pꝛocading ſ#mev 
ſtrange vnto me, fo2 that chey imagined, that the Ringes Pa- 
ieſtie was at the charges of our vopage fo none other ende but 
to enrich them at their firſt arriuall, in as much as they ſhewed 
themſelues much mote giuen dunto couetouſneſle then vnto the 
ſernice ofthetr P2ince : But ſeeing mine anſ were tended vnto 
none other ende but to matte our foztreſlt ſtrong and defenſible, 
they determined to traueil in the werke, and made anenſigne orf 
olde lynen, which ozdinarily they bare vpon the ramparee when 
they went to wozke, alwayes wearing their weapons, which J 
choughe they had done to incourage themſelues to woke the | 
better: But as J percetued afterwarves, and that by the con- 
feflionof Gicure ſent me in letters which he mit to me of that . rg. 
matter, cheſe gentle ſouldiers did the ſame fo; none other ende, gaiact the 
but to haue killed me, and mp lieuetenant alſo, if by chaunce J tine and ba 
had giuen them any harde ſpaches.

In recompence of which 
peſenteg J ſent him two whole ſutes of apparell with cer⸗

left me, ſtole away the other barke, and befoze their depar ⸗ by two car- , 

ture cut the cables of thebarke and ot the ſhippe Boate , that Pentem. 


it mighe goe away with the tyde, that I might not purſite 
them: ſo chat I remapned without either barke oz boate, 
which fell out as vnluckily fox me as was poſſible , Foz J 
was readpe to tmbarke mp ſelfe with all ſpe#dc , to diſcos 
uer as farre vp our riuer , as J might by anp meanes, 
Howe my mariners, as J vnderſtode afterwardes , toke 
a barke that was a paſſenger of the Spaniardes nere the 
Me of Cuba , whercin they founde a certapne quantitie of 
golde and ſiluer , which they ſeaſed vppon : And hauing this 
botie they lap a while at ſea , vntill their victuals beganne to 
faple them: whiche was the cauſe * oppꝛeſſed with fa ⸗ 
mine 
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One ofthefe_ mine they came vnto Havana the pyincipall cowne of che iſle 
med Francis Of Cuba: whereupon p2oceided that miſchiefe which hereafter 
Teak betrayed J will declare mote at large. When J ſawemp Barkes retur- 
nue en co ned not at their wonted homme, and ſuſpecting that which fell out 
the Spaniards iu dade, I commaunded mp Carpenters with all diligence to 
_ brougnt make a little boate with a flac bottome, to ſerch thole rivers ſoꝝ 
Flond ſome newes of theſe Parrmers. The boate diſpatched within 
a dap and a night, by reaſon that mp Carpentcrs found planks 
A ſawe mill ànd timber readie ſawed to their handes, as commonly J cau- 
neceffary here [ed my Sawyers to pꝛouide it, I ſent men to lake ſome newes 
of my thieues: but all was in vaine, Therefoze J determined to 
cauſe two great Barkes to be built, each of which might bee 
thircie fiue oz thirtie ſixe fte long in the keele. And nowe the 
woꝛke was verie well foꝛward which J ſet my wozkemen about. 
when ambition & auarice, the mother of all miſchiefe,tooke roote 
in the heartes of foure oz ſlue ſoldiers which could not away with 
the woke and paines taking: and which from hence fozward, 
The thirle namely one Foueneaux, aud one La Croix, and another callen 
fedition, Steuen le Geneuois, the tha p2incipall authoꝛs of the ſedition, 
beganne to pꝛactiſe with the beſt of my troupe , ſhewing them 
that it was a vile thing foz men of honeſt parentage , as they 
were, to mople them ſelues thus with abtect and baſe wozke,ſee- 
ing they had the beſt occaſion of the wozlve offered them to make 
themſelues all rich: which was to arme the two Barkes which 
were in building and to furniſh them with good men: and then ts 
By Peru the Caule vnto Peru, and the other Ales ofthe Antilles, where euerit 
French meane ſoldier might eaſily enrich himſelfe with ten thouſand crownes. 
— __ of And if their encerp2iſe ſhoulde bee mifliked withall in France, 
dul Neb they ſhoulde bee alwayes able, by reaſon of the great wealth that 
de Dios. they ſhould gaine, to returne themſelues into Italie, vntill che 
heate were ouer paſſed, and that in the meane ſeaſon ſome warre 


would fall out which would cauſe all this to bee quite foꝛgotten. 


This woꝛde of riches ſounded ſo well in the eares of my ſoldiers, 
that in fine,after they had oftentimes conſulted of their affaires, 
they grew to the number of ths ſcoze and fire : which to colour 
their great deſire which they had to goe on ſtealing , they cauſed 
arequeſt to be pꝛeſented vnto mee by Francis la Caille ſergeant 
of my compante,containing in ſumme a declaration of the =

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ſtoze of victuals that was left co mayntayne vs, vutill the time 


that ſhippes might returne from France : fo remedie whereof 
they thought it neceſſarie to ſende toNewe Spaigne, to beru, 


and all the Ales adiopning, which thepbeſought me to bee con- 


tent to grant. But J made them anſwert that when the barkes 
were finiſhed, A woulde take ſuch good oꝛder in generall, that 
by meanes of the kinges Matthandiſe, without ſparing myne 
' owne apparell, w#woulde get viceuals of the inhabitances of 
the countrey : ſaing alſo that wee had ynough to ſetue vs fo 
foure monethes to come. Foz J feared greaflp, that vnder pꝛe⸗ 
tence of ſerching victuals they woulve enterpꝛziſe ſomewhat a⸗

tlemen, whome J moſk truſted, which bꝛought me woꝛd that the

But becauſe I haue ſpobes ot nothing 
but their accidentes aud aduencures which happened vnto them 
after their departure, wichout making any mention of our font. ont 
Jwillrecurne to the matters from which I digrefſed: todeclare of che 
that which fell out after their departure. Firſt J began to conſt hitorie, - 
der, tothe ende J might confirme and make mp ſelfemoze con 
ſtant in mine affliction , that theſe murmurours coulde noe - 
ground their ſedition vpon want of victualls, Foxfrom the time 
sf our arriuall, euerp ſoldier daily vnto this day and beſides vn- 
til the eight and twentith of Febꝛuary had a loat ot bꝛead weighs 
mg two and twenty ounces. Againe J recounted with my ſelle 
that all newe conqueſts by ſea oꝛ by land are oꝛdinartly croubled Newe con · 
with rebellions, which are eaſie to be raiſed aſwelinreſpectof the queſts ſubiece 
diſtance of place, as in refpect of the hope that the ſouldiers haue 2 7><!lions 
to make their pzofite, as we map bee well infozmed both by aun- 
cient hiſtoztes, © alſo by the troubles which lately happened vnto 
Chriſtopher Columbus, after his firſt diſcouerp, to Francis Pi- 
⁊atro, E Diego de Almagro in Peru, and to Fernand Cortes, 
An hundꝛed thouſand other thinges came vnto my minde, to 
fncourage and confirme me. My Lieuetenaunt Ottigny and my 
Sergeaunt of my band came to ſeeke me in the ſhippe, where Y 
was pꝛiſoner, and carried me from thence in a barke, aſſoone as 
our rebels were departed . After J was come vnto the fozt, J I udonniere 
cauſed all my companye that remained to bee aſſembled in the ſetteth things 
middeſt of the place befoze the cozps de garde, and declared _— after 
vnto them the kaultes which they which had fozſaken vs had out of prilbs 
committed, pꝛaping them to beare them in memozie, to beare co the fort, 
witneſle thereof when neede ſhoulde require. Fo2thwith J 03- 
dained newe Captaines to commaund the troupes , and pꝛe⸗ 
ſcribed them an ozder, accozding where-vnto they were 
to gouerne themlelues from thence fozwarde, and to en⸗ 
ter into their watch, fo? -y greateſt parte of the _——

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of whome J had the bel opinion. were gone away wich them. 
Pp declaration ended, they pzomiſev me all with one accode to 
obepme moſt humblie, and to doe whatſoeuer J 
maunde them, though it were to die at my fete fo2 che kinges 
ſerutce : wherein they neuer after faylev : So that J 
dart ſap after the departure of my mutinous companions I was 
as well obeped as euer was Captapne in place where heecom- 
maunded. The next day after my returne unto the foze, Jaſ⸗ 
ſembled my men together agapne, to declare vnto them that our 
kot was not pet finiſhed, and that it was nadetull that all of vs

Carpenters, is on the weſt ſide. This done J let mp Carpenters on wozke 
to make another barke of the ſame bigneſle that the others were 

Savers, . 2Jcommanved the ſamiers that they ſhould pꝛepare plancks, 
Smithes, the Amithes to p2epare pon and Naples, and certayne 8« 
Caleren. ers to make coales : ſo that the barke was finiſhed in eightoine 
dayes, Afterwarde J made another leſſer chen the firft the bet⸗ 
ter to diſcouer vp the riuer . In this meane ſpace the Indians 
velited me and ought me daily certaine pꝛeſents, as fiſh,deare, 

i ds, little Beares, and other things accoz- 
ding to the place ot their habitation. I recompenſed them with 


certayne hatchers,knines, beads of glaſle,combes,aud loohing · 


ri glaſſes. Two Indians cams vnto me one day to ſalute me on the 
Ting Marra | chalfe oftheir king whoſe name was Marracou,pwelling from 
the place of our les ſome foztie leagues toward the South, and 

: tolde me that there was one in the houſe of Ring Onathaqua 
King On2- which was called Barbu o the bearded man, and in the houſe of 
Kin, Mathia- king Mathiaca another man whoſe name they knew not, which 
ca. was not ol their nation: wherupon conte iued that theſe might 
be ſome Chziſtians 
neighbours to pꝛay them, that if there were any Chiſtian d wel- 
ling in their countries, they would nde meanes that hee might 
be bzought vero me, and that I woulve make them double res 
compence. - They, which lone rewardes, toke ſo much payne, 
that the two men, whereof wee have ſpoke n,werebzought vnts 
the koze vnto mee, They were naked, wearing i; = 
. org 


- Wherefoze J fent to all the kinges my 
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long buto their hammes ag the lauages dit to vox 2 and were 7170 Syant- 
Spantards bozne, pet ſo well accuſtomed to the faſhion of the vnto Laudon- 
countrie, that at the firſt ſight they found our manner of appa- niere by the 
rell ſtraunge . After that J had queſtioned of certayne matters ges. 
with thẽ, I cauſed them to be apparelled and to cut their heire, 

which they would not looſe, but lapped it vp in a lynen cloth, ſap- 

ing that they woulde carie it into their countrey to be a teſtimo⸗ 

nie of the miſerie that they had indured in the Jndies, In the 

heire of one of them was founde a little golde hidden, to the va⸗ 

lue of ſiue and twentie Crownes, which her gaue vnto me. And 

examining them ol the places, where they had biene, and home 

they came thither, they anſwered mee that fiftone peares paſt, 

tchꝛe ſhippes, in one of which they were, were caſt away ouer a- 

gainſt a place named Calos vppon the Flates which are called Crna giens 
The Martyrs, and that the king of Calosrecouered the greateſt called the 
part of the riches which were in the ſaide ſhippes, traueiling in — a—_— 
ſuch ſozt that the greateſt part of the people was ſaued and mas Pie c of 
ny women, among which number there were thzs oz foure wo- 

men married, remaining there pet, and their childzen alſo,with 

this king of Calos , J deſired to learne what this king was: The King of 
they anſwered me, that he was the geavlieſt and the talleſt Ynyi- Calos. 

an of the countrep, a mightie man, a warrier, and hauing many 

ſubiectes vuder his obedience, They tolde me mozeouer , that 

bee had great ſtoze of golde and ſpluer , ſo farre fo2th that in a 

certapne village hs had a pit ſullchereof, which was at the leaſt Se! an 
as high as a man, and as large as atunne, all which wealth che ſyluer⸗ 
Spantards fully perſwaded themſelues that they coulde cauſe 
me torecotter, if I were able to marche thither with an hundzev 
thotte, beſides that which might get of the common people of 
the countrie, which had alſo great ſtoze thereof, They further 
alſo aduertiſed me, that the women going to daunce did weare 
about their girdles plates of golde as bzoade as aſawcer,andin _ broad - 
ſuch number that the weight did Hinder them to dance at they? 
eaſe , and that the men ware the like alſd . The greateſt part of 
theſe riches was had, as they ſayde, out o the Spaniſh pes 
which commonly were caſt away in this ftraight, and 
by the tralicke which this king A ee

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ol the cauntrie, finallie that h& had in great renerence of his 
ſubtectes, and that het made them belane, that his ſozceries and 
charmes were the cauſes that made the earth Ning fazth her 
fruite , and that hee might the eaſier perſwade them that it was 
ſo, be retyzep himlelfe once o2 twiſe a peare to a certaine houſe, 
accompanied wich two oz e<1& of his moſt familier friendes, 
where hee vſed certayne inchauntmentes, and if any man intru- 
ded himlelfe to goe to ſe what they did in chis place, the king 
One of theſe immediately cauſed him to bee put to deach. Montouer they 
e ee tolde mee, that euery yeare in the time of harueſt this ſauage 
Martin Go. king ſacrificed one man, which was kepte expꝛeſſely fot this 
mes, purpoſe, and taken out of the number of the Spaniardes, 
which by tempeſt were caſt away vppon chat coſte. One of theſe 
two declared vnto mee that hee had ſerued him a long time foz 
- ameſlenger : and that oftentimes by his commaundement hee 
K ing Oath- had viſited a king named Oathcaqua, diſtant from Calos foure 
caqua,or Ho- oz five vapes tourney, which alwayes remayned his faithful 
; friende : but that in che midway there was an Jlande ſituate in a 
Sarropean Axt at lake of freſhwater , named Sarrope, about five leagues in 
IIande. bigneſle, ahounding with many ſoztes of fruites, ſpecially in 
Abouncance Dates which groweon the palme tres, whereof they make a 
A roote of Wonderfall craficke,yee not ſo great as akindeof rote, whereof 
— — to they make a kinde of meale lo god ta make bꝛead ot, that it is vne 
make bread of p oſſible to eate better: and that, fot fiſteene leagues about, all 
| the countrie is fed therewith , Which is the cauſe that the in⸗ 
habitantes of the Ille gaine of their neighbours great wealth 
and pꝛolite: fo2 they will not depart with this rote without they 
be well paper fo2 it: beſides that they are taken fo2 the moſt 
warrelike men of all that countrie, as they made god pꝛoofe 
when the king of Calos , having made alliance with Oathca- 
qua, was depꝛiued of Oathcaquaes daughter which hee had 
pꝛomiſed to him in marriage. Þeetolde mee the whole mate 
ter in thi s ſoꝛte. As Oathcaqua well accompanied with his 
people carried one of his daughters, excading beawtifull, at- 
coꝛding to the coulour of the countrey, vnto king Calos, to 
giue her vnto him fox his wife, the inhabitantes of his Ille ad⸗ 
uertiſed of the matter, lapde an ambulh fox him in a place _ 
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hee ſhould paſſe , and ſo behaued themſelues, that Oathcaqua 

was diſcomſited, the betrothed poung ſpouſe taken, and all the 
Damolelles that accompanied her, which they carried vnto their | 
Ale, which thing in all the Indians countr ey they eſteeme to be kw. 
the greateſt victozie : fo afterwarde they marrie theſe virgins, mong che Flo- 
and loue them aboue all meaſure, The Dpantarde that made rigiaus. 

this relation, tolde me that after this defeite he went to dwell 

with Oathcaquy, and had bene with him full eight peares, e- 
uen vatil che time that hee was ſent vnto mee. The place of 8 
Calos is ſituate vppon a riuer which is beyond the Cape of Flo: 
rida fo2tie o) fiftie leagues towardes the Southweft : and the 

dwelling of Oathcaqua is on this ſide the Cape towarde the 

Noꝛth in a place which we call in che Carte Caignaueral,which Caiguaueral 
is in eight and twentie degres . About the fiue and twenteth in 23.dcgrees, 
of Januarie Para couſſy Satourioiia mp neighbour ſent me cer⸗ 

tayne pꝛeſentes by two of his ſubtectes,to perſwade me to ioyne 

with him, and to make warre vppon Ouae Vtina which was 

mp friende : and farther beſought mee to retyꝛe certapne ol m 

men which were wich Veina, foz whome if it had not berne hee 

bad oftentimes ſet vppon him and deſeited him, he beſought me 

heretn by diuers other kinges his allies, which foz tha weekes 

oz a monethes ſpace ſent meſſengers vnto mee to this ende and 

purpoſe. But J woulde not graunt vnto them that they ſhould 

make warre vppon him, pea rather contrariwiſe I endeuoured 

to make them friendes: wherein they condiſcended vnto mee, fo 

farre foo)th that they were content to allowe of any thing that 


that of their nature they were the greateſt craitours and moft 
deepe diſſemblers of the wozlve, Befives J neuer truſted them 
but vpon good ground, as one that had diſcouered a thouſand of 
their crafces and ſubtilties, aſwel by experience as by reading of 
the hiſkozies of late yeares. Our two barkes were not ſo ſoone 
finiſhed, but J lent Captayne Vaſſeur to diſconer a long the

The modtaine All thereft of the inhabitants vnto our obedience : Beſides that 
of Apalaſſy, this king knewe the paſlages vnto the mountaine of Apalaſſi, 

which the French men deſired \s greatly to attaine vnco , and 
where the enimie of Hoſtaqua made his above , which was eaſie 
to be ſubdued, if ſo be wee woulde enter into league together. 
This king ſent me a plate of a mynerall that came out of this 
mountapne, out ofthe fte whereof there runneth a ſtreame of 

_— 2M golde oz copper, as the ſauages thinke, out of which they digge 
or rich copper vp the lande with an holow and dzie cane of a redevntill the cane 
in the moun. be full, after warde they ſhake it, and finde that there are manie 
— Apa · ſmall graines of copper and ſyluer among this ſande : which gi⸗ 

ueth chem to vnderſtande that ſome rich myne muſt nerds be in 
che Pountaine. And becauſe the mountaine was not paſt fine oz 
Note. ſixe dayes iourney from our fozt lying toward the nozthweſt,J 
decermined, aſſone as our ſupplie ſhould come out of france, to 
remoue our habitation vnto ſome riuers moze toward the nozth,

dane. was Peter Gamby, which had remained a long ſpace befoze in 

The village this countrie tolearne the languages and trafficke with the In⸗ 

” | van dians, at the laſt came to the village of Edelano, where hauing 
ſylucr, gotten together a certaine quantitie of gold and ſpluer,# purpo- 

ſing to returne vnto me, he pꝛayed the king of the village to lend 
him a Cauoa (which is a veſſell made of one whole piece of wood 
which the Indians vſe to fiſh with al and to row vpon the riuers) 
which this loꝛde of Edelano graunted him. But being gredp of 
thcriches which he had, he commanded two Indians, which her 
bad charged to conduct him in the Canoa, to murder him # bzing 
him the mar chandiſe & the gold which he had. Which p two trai- 
toʒs villanoully executed: foz they knockt him in the head with an 

hatchet,as he was blowing of the fire in the Canoa to ſæth fiſhe,

niards when they were employed in their conqueſtes, did alwaies 
enter into alliance with ſome one king to ruine another, Note 
withſtanding, becauſe I did alwayes miſtruſt the Indians, and 
that the mote after the laſt aduertiſement that the Spaniards 
had giuen me, J doubted leaſt the (mall number which Vina de⸗ 
maunded might incurre ſome danger: whereloze J ſent him thir⸗ 
tie ſhot vnder the charge of Lieuetenant Ottigny: which ſtayed 
not aboue two dapes with Vtina, while he pꝛepared victuals foꝛ 
bis voyage, which oꝛdinarily and accopding to the cuſtome of the 
countrie are carried by women and pong boyes, and by herma⸗ 
ph2odites. Vtina ſetting fo: ward with thꝛe hundzed of his ſub- 
tectes,hauing ech of them their bowe and quiuer full ofarrowes, 
cauſed our thirtie ſhot to be placed in the foze warde, and made 
them march all the day vntill chat the night appzoching , and 
hauing not gone paſt halfe the way, they were enfozced to lie al« 
night inthe wodes, nere a great lake, and there to encampe 
themſelues : they ſeperated themſelues by ſixe and ſixe, making 
ech of chem a fire about the place where their king lay, foz whoſe 
garde they o2dayned a certapne number of choſe archars , in 
whome hee put molt confidence. As ſcone as dape was come, 
the campe of the Indians marched within ch leagues of Pora- 
nou : There king Vtina requeſted my Lieutenant to graunt him 
foure oꝛ fiueofhis men to goe and diſcouer the countrep: which 
departed immediatelp, and had not gone farre but they pertey⸗ 
ued vpon a lake, diſtant about the leagues from the village of

Therefoze they returned towardes Vtina, 
which ſuddenly ſent them backe with a greater company to ſur⸗ 
pꝛiſe the fiſhers , befoze they might retyꝛe and aduertiſe their 
king Potanou of the comming of his enimies. TUhich they 
coulde not execute ſo policikelp but * two ok them m_ 
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the third allo did the beft he could to ſaue himſelfe by ſwimming;

nou, vpon which occaſion they were put to flight. TAherewithall 

Vrina being content fox the pꝛeſent, cauſed his people to retire 

Ereturne homewarde to the great diſcontentment of Mounſteur 

de Otcigny, which defired nothing moe, then to purſue his vic- 

vtina hath fo2te. After he was come home to his houſe he ſent meſlagers to 

eighteene or gighteen 02 twenty villages of other kings his vaſſals, and ſums 

t bu Vals, monedthem to be pzelent at the feaſts and dances which he — 
poſe 
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poſed to celeb)ace becauſe of his victozſe . In te meane while 
Mounſieur de Ottigny refreſhed hiniſelfe fo2 two daies: and then 
taking his leaue of the Paracouſſi, and leauing him twelue of his 
men, to ſee that Potanou, bethinking himſelke of his late loſſe, 
ſhould not come to burne the houſes of Vrina, bee ſet foxward on 
his wap to come vnto me vnto our fozt, where he vp and told me 
howe euery thing had paſſed: and withall that hee had pꝛomiſed 
the twelue ſouldiers that hee woulde come backe againe to fetch 
them. Then the kinges my neighbours all enemies to Vrina,be- 
ing aduertiſed of the returne of my Lieuetenaunt, came to viſite 
me with pzelents and to enquire how things had palled, pꝛaping 
mee all to receiue them into mp fauour , and to become enimp to 
Vtina, which notwithſtanding J would not graunt them foz ma; 
ny reaſons that moued mee. | | 
The Indians are wont to leaue their houſcs and to retire a cuſtome of 
themſelues into the woods, the ſpace ofthzee moneths, to witte the Indians to 
January, Febzuary, æ Parch: during which time by no meanes feu cir 


a man can ſee one Indian. Fo2 when they goe on hunting, they three or foure 


make little coctages in the woodes, whereuntb they retire them · monthes and 
ſelues, liuing vpon chat which they take in hunting . This was 52 ſive inthe 
the cauſe that during this time, we could get no victuals by their Z 
meanes: and had it not beene that J had made good pꝛouiſion They locke 
hereof, while my men had ſtoze,vncill the ende of Apzill (which zur france 
was the time, when at the vttermoſt, we hoped to haue had ſutc⸗ by the end of 
cour out of France) J ſhould haue beene greatly amazed . This April at the 
hope was the cauſe that the ſouldiers tooke no great care to look *r mo. 
well vnto their victuals, although J deuided equally among thẽ 

that which J could get abꝛoad in the countrey, without reſeruing 

vnto my ſelfe any moze then the leaſt ſouldyer of all the company, 

The moneth of Pap appꝛoching and no manner of ſuccour com ⸗ 

men out of France, we kell into extreame want of victuals, cons 

ſtrained to eate the rootes of the earth and certaine ſozrell which 

we found in the fieldes . Foz although the ſauages were retour - 

ned by this time vnto their villages, pet they ſuccoured vs with 

nothing but certaine fiſh, without which aſluredly wee had peri⸗ 

ſhe d with famine. Beſides they had giuen vs befoze the greateſt 

part of their maiz and of their beanes foz our marchandiſe.This ee fa. 
famine held vs from the beginning of Pap, vntill the _— a — 
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June. During which time the pate ſoulvpers and handycrafteſs 
men become as fable as might be, and beeing not able co wozke, 

did nothing but goe one after another in tentinel vnto the clife of | 
an hill, ſcituate very nee vnto the font, to ſ&if they might diſcos 3 

uer any French ſhippe . In fine beeing fruſtrated ok their hope, 

they aſſembled altogether, and came to beſ#ch me to take ſome 
oꝛder that they might returne into France, conſidering that if 

we let paſſe the ſeaſon to embarke our ſelues, we were neuer like 

to ſ our countrie , where it coulde not bee choſen but that ſome 

Promiſe bro» troubles were fallen out, ſ&ing they had b)oken their pꝛomiſe 
ken. made vnto vs, and that no ſuccour was come from thence. Ther- 
vpon it was conſulted and reſolued by all the companye that the 

barke Bzeton ſhould be trimmed vp, whereof Captaine Vaſſeur 

had charge. But becauſe the ſhippe was not bigge inough to re⸗ 

ceaue vs all, ſome thought good to builde the Bꝛigantine two 

deckes higher, which our mutinous ſoldyers had bꝛought 

backe, and that 25. men ſhould hazard themſelues to paſſe theres 

in into France. The reſt being better aduiſed ſaid that it ſhoulde 

be farre better to builde a faire ſþippe vpon the kale of the gali⸗ 

ote which J had cauſed to be made, pꝛomiſing to labour couragi⸗ 

ouſly there vpon , Then J enquired ot my ſhipwꝛighes to know 

in what ſpace they coulde make this ſhippe readie. They aſlurey 

the whole company that being furniſhed with all things neceſſa- 

rie, they would make it ready by the eighth of Auguit. Immedi⸗ 

ately I viſpoſedof the time to wozke vpponit, J gaue charge to 

Mounſieur de Ottigny my Lieuetenant to cauſe tymber neceCſ- 

ſarye fo? the finiſhing of both the veſlels to bee bzought, and to 

Mounſieur de Arlac my ſtandart bearer to goe with a barke a 

league of from the fozt to cut downe trees fit to make planckes, 

and to cauſe the ſawiers which he carried with him to ſaw them: 

and to my Sergeaunt of the companye to cauſe fiftene o) ſixtene 

men to labour in making coales: and to Paſter Hance keeper of 

the artillerp, and to the gunner to gather ſfoze of roſen to bzaye 

Tao hege. the veſſels: wherein he vſed ſuch diligence, that in leſle then thzee 
Heads ot roſen WERES he gathered two hogs heads of the ſame together. There 
remained now but the pꝛincipal, which was to recouer victuals 

to ſuſtaine vs while our woꝛke endured: which J vndercooke to do 

with the reſt of my company and the Mariners of the ſhippe. To 

this end J embarked my ſelfe making vp 5 thirtieth in my — 

n ar 
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bar} make a voyage of loztie oz fiftie leagues, hauing with 
vs no pꝛouiſion at all of victuals: whereby it map eaſily be gathe- 
red howe imply choſe of our fozt were pzouided. True it is that 
cercaine ſouldpers being better huſ bandes then the reft, and ha⸗ 
uing made ſome pꝛouiſion of malt, ſolde a little meaſure thereof 
foz fiftane and twenty ſous vnto their companions, During our 
vopage we lued of nothing elſe but raſpices, of a certaine round 
graine, little and blacke, and of the routes of palmites which we 
gate bythe riuer ſides, wherein after wee had ſapled a long time 
in vaine, I was conſtrained to retur ne to the fo2t : where the ſol- 
dyers beginning to bee wearie of wozking becauſe of the ex- 
treame famine which did conſume them, aflembled themſelues, 
declared vnto me, that ſ@ing we could get no victuals of the Jn* 
dians, it was expedient foz the ſauing of their liues, to ſeaſe vp⸗ 
on the perſon of one of the kinges of the countrie: aſſuring them⸗ 
ſelues that being taken, the ſubiects woulde not ſuffer our men to 
want victuals. I made them aunſwere that this enterp2iſe was 
not raſhlp to be attempted. But that wee ought to haue good re⸗ 


garde vnto the conſequence that might inſue thereof , Hereupon - 


they replyed vnto me, that ſering ehe time was paſt of our ſuccour 
from France, and that we were reſolued to abandon the countrie, 
that there was no danger to conſtraine the ſauages tofurniſhvs 
with victuals:which fox the pꝛeſent I would not graunt vnto the 
but pꝛomiſed them aſſuredly that J would ſend to aduertiſes An- 
dians that they ſhoulde bzing me victuals foz exchaunge of mar- 
chandiſe and apparel: which they alſo did foz the ſpace of certain 
dates, during which they bzought of their maſt and of their fiſh, 
which theſe Indians being trayterous,# miſchieuous of nature, 
& knowing our exceding ſtrange famin, ſold vs at ſo dere a pꝛʒite 
that fo} leſſe then nothing they had gotten kr vs all the reſt of our 
marchandiſe which remained, And which was wozſe, fearing to 
be fozced by vs & ſing that they had gottf al from vs, they came 
no nearer to our foztthen the ſhot of an Harquebuſe, Thither they 
bzought their fiſh in their little boats, to which our pone ſoldiers 
were conſtrained to go, c oftentimes(as I haue ſ#n)to gine away 
the very ſhirtes from their backes to get one fiſh. If at any time 
they ſhewed vnto the ſauages the exteſſiue pꝛice which they tooke, 
theſe villains would auſwer thẽ rughly & churliſhlp:if thou make 
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A crnell an- 
ſwere of the 


ſo great account of thy marchanvile, eat it, æ we wil eat _— ſauages, 
| 
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chen fell chey out a laughing and mocked bs with open thꝛoate. 


Whereupon our ſouldpers vtcerly impatient , were oftentimes 


ready to cutte chem in pieces, and to make them pay the pꝛice of 
their fooliſh arrogancie. Notwithſtiving conſidering the impoꝛ · 
tance hereof, J tooke paines to appeaſe the impatient ſouldier: 
fo I would not by any meanes enter into queſtion with the ſaua⸗ 
ges, and it ſufficed mee to delay the time. Mheretoze J deviſed 
to ſende vnto Vtina to pꝛaye him to deale ſd farre fo2th with his 
ſubiects, as to ſuccour me with maſt and maiz: which he did ve- 


Pinocke acer- xy ſparingly, ſending me twelue oz fiftene baſkets of maſf, and 


raine kinde of 


fruite as big 
as cherics,

two of pinockes, which are a kinde ol little grane fruites which 
growe among the weides in the riuer, and are as big as cheries: 
yea © this was not but by giuing of them in exchaunge twiſe as 
much marchandiſe and apparell as they were wozth . Foz the 
ſubiectes ot Vtina perceiued euidently the neceſſitie wherein wee 
were, and began to vſe the like ſpeach vnto vs as the others did: 
as it is commonly ſe#ne that neede alcereth mens affections. 
While theſe chinges were in dooing a certaine bzeathing ſpace 
p2eſenced it ſelfe:to Vtina gaue me to vnderſtand that there was 
a king his ſubiect whoſe name was Aſtina, which he determined 
to take pꝛiſoner, and to chaſtiſe him ſoꝛ his diſobedience: that fox 
this cauſe, it᷑ I would giue him aid with a certaine number ol my 
ſouldiers, he woulde bzing them to the village ol Aſtina, where 
there was meanes to recouer maſt and maiʒ. Jn the meane ſeaſon 
be excuſed himſelf vnto me becauſe he had ſent me no moꝛe matz, 


and ſent me woꝛd that the little ſtoꝛe that he had left, was ſcarce⸗ 


ly ſufficient fo2 his ſæde · cone. Nowe being ſomewhat relieued, 
as I thought, by the hope which J had ofthis offer, J would not 
fayle to ſend him the men which he deſired of me, which neuer the 
leſſe were very euill intreated: fo} he deceiued them, and in ſtade 
of leading them againſt Aſtina, he cauſed them to march againſt 
his other enimies. Py Lieuetenant which had the charge ol this 
enterpꝛiſe with Captaine Vaſſeur and my Sergeaunt was de- 
termined ta be reuenged of Vtina and to cutte him in pieces and 
his people: and had it not beene that they feared to doe any thing 
againſt my will, without all doubt they would haue put their en- 
terpꝛiſe in exccution.Therefoze they would not paſſe any farther 
without aduertiling me thereof. Wherefoze being come backe — 
ga 
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gerne buco the font, angry and pꝛicked a<pely to the quicke foz 
being ſo mocked,thep made their complaints vnto me, declaring 
vnto me that they were almoſt dead foz hunger. They tolde the 
whole matter to the reſt of the ſouldpers , which were very glad 
that they had entred into that action, and reſblued, aſſembling 
themlelues agapne together, to let mee bnderſtand that they did 
perſiſt in their firfk deliberation, which was, to puniſh the bold- 
nes and maltciouſues of the ſauages, which they could no longer 
endure, and were determined to take one of their kings pꝛiſoner: 
which thing J was enfozced to graunt vnto them, to the ende to 
auoid a greater miſchiefe, & the ſedition which J fozeſaw would 
enſue,if J had made refuſall thereof. Fo, ſapd they,what occaſion 
haue pou to deny vs, conſidering the neceſſicie wherein we are, # 
che ſmall account that they make of vs. Shall it not be lawful fo 
vs to puniſh them foz the wzongs which they do vnto vs, belies 
that we know apparantiy hom little they reſpect vs: Js not this 
ſufficient although there were no neceflicie at all, ſince they thus 
elude vs, and haue bzoken pꝛomiſe with vs: After J had chere- 
foze reſolued with them to ſeaſe on the perſou of Vina, which be⸗ 
ſides that he had giuen vs occaſion hereof, was alſo moft able to 
helpe vs to recouer victuals , J departtd with fiftye of mp beſt 
ſouldyers all embarked in two Barkes and wee arriued in the 
dominions of Vtina, diſtant from our foze about foztye oz fiftye 


leagues: then going on ſhoare wee dzewe cowardes his village vnna taken 
Fcituated ſire great leagues from the riuer, where wee take him priſoner in his 


pꝛiſoner, how be it not without great cryes and alarmes, and led 


him away in our barkes, hauing lirſt ſignyfied vntohys Father 274 30. of his 
in lawe and his chiefe ſubtectes, that in th u I had taken hym, it ſouldyers, 


was not fo any deſire that J had to doe yim any harme, but 
onelp to relieue my neceſlitie and want of vicenals which op- 
p2eſſed me, and that in caſe they woulde helpe me to ſome, J 
woulde finde meanes to ſet him agayne at libertie : that in the 
meane ſpace J woulde retire my ſelfe into mp Barkes (fo2 J 
feared leaff they woulde there aſſemble themſelucs cogether, 
aud that ſome miſchief might thereok inſue) where J would ftap 
foꝛ him two dayes, to receaue his aunſwere : notwithſtanding 
that my meaning was not to haue any thing without exchaunge 
of marchaunviſe . Thys ws” they woulde doe. And | 
in 
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in verye dee the verpeſame euening, bys wpfe atcompanyer 
withall the women of the village came vnto the Ryuers bzincke, 

and cryed vnto mot to enter into the barke, to ſ& her huſband 

I WY cus her ſonne , which J helde both p2iſoners . J diſcouered the 
hundred Indi- ne xt ape flue oz ſixe hundzed Jndyans Archers, which dzewe 
ans, nere vnto the Rpuers ſide, and came to me to ſignyfle vnto 
ma howe that duryng the abſence of their kyng, their enemye 
13 Potanou bepug thereof aduertiſed, was entted into their vpl- 
the Ind ns, lage, and had ſet al on fire . They pꝛaped me that J woulde ſuc- 
cour them: neuertheleſſe in the meane while they had one parte 

of their troupe in ambuſh, wyth intent to ſette vpon me if J had 

come on lande, which was eaſie foz me to diſcerne. Fo2 ſayng 

that J refuſed ſo to doe, they greatly doubted that they were 

diſcouered, and ſought by all meanes, to remwue out of my 

mynde that euill opinion whych J had conceaued of them. They 

bought ms thereloꝛe fiſh in their little boates and of their mealt 

of Paſt, they made allo of their dzinke which they call caſſine, 

which they lent to Vtina and mk. Nowe albeit I had gotten 
thys poynt ol them, that J helde their king pzyſoner , pet ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe J could not gette any greate quantitye of victuals foz 

the pꝛeſent: the reaſon was, becauſe they thought, that after J 

had dꝛawne victuals from them , J woulde put their Rynge to 

Er death. Foz they meaſured mp will accoꝛdyng to their cuſtome, 
111 al che mea whereby they put to death all the men pꝛyſoners that they take in 
priſoners that Marre. And thus being out of all hope of hys libertye, they 
they take in aſſembled themſelues in the great houſe, and hauing called all 
poppin the people together they p2vpoſed the election of a newe Rpng, 
' The cledion At which time the Father in lawe of Vtina ſet one of the Rynges 
ol a new king, poting Sonnes vpon the royal thzone:and toke ſuch paynes that 
etterye man dyd hym homage by the Paioz parte of the voyces. 

This election had lyke to haue bene the cauſe of great croubles 

amonge them. Foz there was a kinſman of a Ryng nare adiop* 

ning which pꝛetended a tytle to the Ryngdome , and in derde her 

had gotten one parte of the Subiectes : notwithſtandyng thys 

enterp2yſe coulde not take effecte, fozaſmuch as by a common 

conſent of the chiefe, it was conſulted and concluded, that the 

Sonne was moze mete to ſuccæde the Father then anpe other. 
Nowe all thys whple J kepte Vrina with me, to whome — 
; giuen 
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giuen ſome ofmyne apparell to cloath hym, as J had lykewiſe 
done vato hys Bonne. But his Subiectes which befoze had an 
opinion that I woulde haue killed hym, being aduertyſed of the 
god entertaynement which I! vſed cowardes him, ſent two men 
which walked alonge the Ryuer , and came co viſite hym, and 
bꝛoug ht vs ſome victuals. Theſe two men at their comming 
were receaued by me with all curteſie, and entertained accozding 
to the victuals which J had. TAhyle theſe thinges thus palled 
there arriued krom all quarters many ſauages ot the countries 


adioyning, which came to ſ& Vtina, and ſought by all meanes to Theh 
perſwade me to put him to death, offering that if J would doe ſo, unge 
they woulde take oꝛder that I ſhoulde want no victuals. There Florida. 


was alſo a king my neighbour whole name was Saturioua, a 


ſubtile and craftie mau, and one that ſhewed by p2oofe that het Note. 


was greatly pꝛactiſed in affaires. This king ſent ozdinarily 
meſſengers vnto mee, to pꝛay me to deliuer Vtina vnta him: and 
to win me the moe eaſilp, hee ſent twiſe ſeuen oz eight baſkets of 
Paze o; of maſk, chinking by this way to allure me, aud to make 
me come to compolitton with hum: In the ende notwithſtanding 
when he ſawe he loſt his time he ceaſed to viſite me with ambaſſa⸗ 
ges and victuals: and in the meane whyle A was not able with 
the ſmall oe of victuals which J had ſo well to pꝛopoꝛtion out 
the trauaile vppon the ſhippes which wee built to returne into 
France, but that in the ende wee were conſtrayned to endure 
extreame famine, which continued amonge vs all the moneth 


of Gaye : fo? in this latter ſeaſon, neither Patz no2 Beanes, Note. 


no2 Maſt was to be founde in the villages, becauſe they had em · 
ployed all fo; to ſowe their fieldes, inſomuch that wa were cons 


ſtrapned to eate rates, which the moſt part of cur menpunned in Roots. 


the mozters which J had bzought with me to beate gunnepow⸗ 
der in, and the grapae which came to vs from other places: 


ſome toke the wood of Eſquine, beate it, and made meale there ⸗ Eſquine, 


— — 


of, which they boyled with water, and eate it: others went with 
their harquebuſics to ſcke to kill ſome Foule. Yea this mi⸗ 
ſerie was ſo great, that one was ſounde that gathered vp a⸗ 
monge the filth of my houſe, all the Fiſh bones that he coulde 
find, which her dꝛyed and beate into powder to make bead there⸗ 
of, The efkectes of this hidious famine appeared incontinently 
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among vs, fo} our bones eftſcones began to cleane ſo nere vnto 
the ſkinne, that the moſt part o the ſouldyers had their ſ kinnes 
pearced thozough with them in manye partes of their bodyes: 
in ſuch ſozte that mp greateſt feare was, leaſt the Indyans 
woulde ryſe vp agaynſt vs, conſidering that it would haue bene 
verye harde fo} vs to haue defended our ſelues in ſuch txtreame 
decaye of all our fozces, beſides the ſcarſitye of all victuals, 
which fapled vs all at once. Fo2 the verye Rpuer had not ſuch 
plenty of fith as it was wont, and it ſ#med that the lande and 
water vyd fight agaynſt vs. Now as we were thus vpon terme s 

. oc by of diſpayꝛe, about the ende of the moneth of Mape, and the be⸗ 

Maya Fl - Finning of June, J was aduertiſed by certayne Indyans that 

da, were my neighbours, that in the high countrie vp aboue the ry⸗ 
ner, there was newe maiz, and that that countrye was moſt foꝛ- 
ward of all. This cauſed me to take vpon me to goe thither with 
acercapne number of my men, and J went vp the ryuer to a 

The village of place called Enecaque : where I met the ſiſter of Vtina in a vile 

Enccaquc, age where ſhee made vs verye good cheare and ſent vs fiſh, We 
found that which was tolde vs to bee true: fo the maiʒ was now 
rype : but by this good lucke one ſhzewde turne happened vnto 
me. Fo2 the moſt part of my ſouldyers fell ſicke wyth eating 
w_ of it then their weakened ſtomackes coulde digeſt. Ae had 

alſo bene the ſpace of foure dayes, fince wee departed from our 

A little green kot, without eating anye chpng ſauyng little pinockes, and a 

roweth in little fiſh, which ws gate of the Fythers, whych we mette ſome» 
the ryuers 33 tymts along the rpner. And pet thys was ſo lyttle that certayne 
disse * ſouldycr s tate pʒiuylye Ipttle whelpes which were newly whel- 

The Iſle of E- ped. The next dap J purpdſed to goe into the Ille of Edelano 

delano. to take the kyng which had cauſed one of my men to be flayne, as 
J haue mentioned befoze: vut beyng aduertyſed of my depar⸗ 
tyng out of my Fot, and of the waye wbich J toke vp the Rye 
ver, het feared that J went foo2th wyth a purpoſe to be reuen⸗ 

ged ok the euil turne which ha had played : ſo that when I came 
thither , J founde the houles emptye : fo) ha mas retp2ed a 

Iyttle befoze wythall hys people: and J could not by any meanes 

keep mp ſoldiers, being angrie becauſe they had loft one of their 

, companions, from ſetting the village on fire. At my departure 
from thence I paſſed backe againeby Enecaque, where = 
red 
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thered as much maiz as I could poſſibly : which with great dilt · 
gence I conueped to our foꝛt, to ſuccour my pooze men, which 
I bad left in great neceſſitie , They therefoze ſeeing me a farre 
off comming ranne to that ſide ofthe riuer where they thought J 
would come on lande: fox hunger lo pinched them to the hearte, 
that they could uot ſtaye vntill the victuals were bzought them 
to the fozt . And that they well ſhewed, aſſone as J was come, 

and that I had diſtributed that little maiʒ among them, which. 
J had giuen to cch man, befoze J came out ofthe barke : fox they 
eate it befoze they had taken it out of the huſ ke. But ſeeing my 
ſelfe in this extreeme nde, J toke papnes daye by daye ta 


ſceke ſome villages, where there was ſome foode, And as J tra- Two Carpe< 
nailed this way and that way, it happened that two of mp Car» ters killed for 
penters were killed by the two ſonnes of king Emola, and by; 


one whole name was Caſti, as they went on walking to the vil- 


from gathering a little maiz , which as they were doing they 
were taken in the manner: whereof J was pꝛeſently aduertiſed 
by an Jud ian which a little befoze had bzought me a pꝛeſent from 
Nia-Cubacani Queene of a village, and neighbour to 
Upponreceipt of this aduertiſment , J lent mp ſerge 
number of ſoldiers , which founde nothing elle but the two dead 
cozpſes, which they buried, # returned without doing any other 
exploite, becauſe the inhabitantes were fled away fearing they 
ſboulde be puniſhed foz ſuch a foule facte. As theſe thinges thus 
paſſed, & that by this time we had almoſt dʒiuen out the moneth 
of Pap, two ſubi ectes of king Vtina came vnto mee with an 
Dermaphzodite, which ſhewed me that by this time Þ maiz was 
ripe inthe greateſt part of their quarters. Mhereupon Vtina 
ſignified vnto mee that in caſe J woulde carrie him home to his 
bouſe , he woulde take ſuch good oꝛder that J ſhoulde haue plen⸗ 
tie of maiz and beanes : and withall, that the fielde which he had 
cauſed to be ſowed fo2 mee, ſhoulde be reſerued ta my vſe. I cone 
ſulted with mp men concermung this matter, and founde by the 
aduice of all my companie, that it was beſt to graunt him his 
requeſt, ſaying, 5 he had means co ſuctour vs with food ſufficient 


to ſerue our turnes foz our embarkement, and that therefoze I

Mhere loꝛe J cauſed the twa 
barkes fozthwith co be made readie, wherein J ſayled to Pacica, 
a place diſtant from his village eight oz nine leagues, where A 
founde no body: fo2 they were gotten into the woods, and would 
not ſhewe themſelues , albeit V c:na ſhewed himſelfe vato them, 
foꝛ aſmuch as they imagined that J ſhoulde be conſtrapned to 
let him goe. But l@ing no body to ſyewe themſelues I was cons 
ftrapned to haʒ arde ont of mp men, which had berne acquainted 
with the ſtate ol che countrey, to whome J delinered the young 
ſoune ot᷑ Vtina, and commaunded him to goe with diligence to 
the village of Vcina, vnto his father in lame and his wike, to ad⸗ 
uertiſe them that if they woulde haue their king agapne, they 
ſhoulde bzing me viccuals vnto the ſive of the little riuer whither 
I was gone. At my mans comming euerie one made much of 
the litle child, neither was there a man that thought nochimſelfe 
well appaide to touch him. His father in lam & his wife hearing 
of theſe newes came pꝛeſently towards our barkes,and bzought 
bꝛead which they gaue vnto my ſoldiers, they held me there t 
dayes, x in the meane while did all þ they could to take me:which 


pꝛeſently I diſcouered,@ therfoze ſtood diligently vpon mp gard. 


Wherefoze perceyuing they could not haue their purpoſe, e that 
thep were already diſcouered, thep ſent to aduertiſe mee þ as pet 
they could not helpe me to victuals, & that the coꝛne was not pet 
ripe. Thus J was conſtrained to returne ⁊᷑ to carry backe Vtina 
home, where J had much a do to ſaue him frõ þ rage of my ſoldi 
ers: which perceiuing þ malicisuſnes ofthe Jndians, went about 
to haue mur dꝛed him. Pozeouer it ſamed they were content that 
they had gotten p ſon, a that they cared notgreatly foꝛ the father. 
Now my hope fayling me on this ſide, I deuiſed ta ſend mp men 
to the villages, where J thought y maiz was by this time ript: A 
went to diuers places, & continued lo doing ſtftane dapes after, 
when as Vtina beſought me againe to ſend him vnto his village, 
aſſuring himſelfe that his ſubiectes would not ſticke to giue mee 
victuals: & that in caſe they refuſed ſo to do, he was cdtent that J 
ſhuld do what J thought god with him. vndertoke this voiage 
the ſecond time with the two barkes furniſhed as befoze. At my 
comming vnto the litle riuer, we found his ſubiects there, which 
failed not to come thither with ſome quantitie of bzead , beanes, 
: and 


E 
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and fiſh, to giue my ſoldiers, Neuerthelesreturning agapne to DPefre ore. 
their fozmer pꝛactiſe they ſought al meanes to entrap me, hoping ucnge rooted 
tocry quittance fo2 tht impꝛilonmẽt of their king, if they might in che ſauages 


haue gotten the victo2y ot me. But after that they ſaw the ſmall 
meanes, which they had to annoy me, they returned to intreatics 


e offered that if I woulde giue them their king with certatne of 


mp ſoldiers, they would conduct them vnto the village, @ that the 
ſubiects ſaing him, would be moze willing to giue vs victuals, 
Cayich thing notwithſtanding J would not grant vnto the (mi⸗ 
ruſting their ſubtiltie, which was not ſo couerte , but that one 
might eſpie day at a little hole) vntil they had firft giuen me two 
mẽ in pledge with charge p bythe next daythey ſhould bzing me 
victuals. Which thing they granted, x gaue me two men, which 
J put in chaines, fo feare they ſhould eſcape away, as J knewe 
well they were inſtructed to do. Foure dayes were ſpent intheſe 
conferences,at the end whereof they declared vnto me, that they 
could not fully and wholy perfozme their pꝛomiſe: ę that the ve- 
termoſt that they could do foz the pꝛeſent was to cauſe ech ſubiect 
to bꝛing his burthen of myl. To conclude they were content to do 
ſo on condition that A would ſend them their two pledges with⸗ 


m ten dates. As my lieuetenant was ready to depart, A warned a con. 
him aboue all things, to take here hee fell not into the Indians admonition. 


hands: becauſe I knew them to be very ſubtill and craftie to en« 
terpꝛiſe ⁊᷑ execute any thing to our diſaduantage. Oe departey 
thereloze with his troupe, E came to the ſmal riuer whereinto we 
were accuſtomed to enter to appꝛoch as nere as we coulde vnto 
the village ol Vcina, being ſixe french leagues diſtant frõ thence, 
There he went on ſhoje, put his men in good array, and dzewe 
treight towards the great houſe that was the kinges, where the 
chiefe men off tountrie were alſembled, which cauſed very great 
ſtoꝑe of victuals to be bzought now one & then another, in doing 
wherof they ſpent notwithſtanding thz@oz foure dayes:in which 
meane while they gathered men together to ſet vpon vs in our re⸗ 


treite. They vſed therfoze many means to hold vs ſtill tn bꝛeath. The Ploridi. 
Foz one while they demanded their pledges, another while (ſe - ans ſubriltics, 


ing mp liuetenant would not peld to the, vntill ſuch time as they 
had bought the victuals vnto the boats, accoz ding to the agrte⸗ 
| ment 
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ment palſtd betweene vs) they ſignified vnts him that the wo- 
men and yong childzen were affraide out of all meaſureto ſee 
— — ſo neere their harquebuſes: and that there. 
foze they molt earneſtly beſought them to put them out, that they 
might mote eaſily get people ynough to carrie the victuals, 
and that they foz they partes woulde leaue their bowes , and 
arrowes, and woulde be contented that their ſeruantes ſhoulde 
carrie them. This ſeconde requeſt was as flatly denied them 
as the koꝛmer: Fox it was an eaſie matter to ſmell out their in⸗ 
tention. But while theſe thinges were thus in handling, Vtina 
by no meanes was to be ſeene, but hib and kept himſelfe ſecrete 
in a little houſe a part, where certapne choſen men of mine went 
to ſee him,ſhewing chfſelues agreeued with him, foz the long ve- 
layes of his ſubiectes: wherennco hee anſwered , that his ſubs 
rects were ſo much incenſed againſt vs, that by no meanes pol 
ſible he was able to keepe them in ſuch obedience, as he willing» 
ly woulde haue done, and chat hee coulde not holde them from 
waging of warre agatuſt Ponſieur De Ottigny. That he allo 
called to mind,chat euen while he was pꝛiſoner, at what time ont 
— ern his countrie to obtaine ſome victuals , hee 
ſaw along che high waies arrows ſtucke vp, at the ends whereof 
— long haires were faſtened , which was a certayne ligne of open 
warre pzoclaimed, which arrowes the captaine alſo carried with 
him to the fozt. Oe ſaide further that in reſpect ofthe god will he 
bare the Captaine, be fozewarned hi Lieuetenant that his ſub- 
iectes were determined to cut downe the trees, and cauſe them 
to fall a thwhart the little riuer, where the boates were, to keepe 
them from departing thence, that they might fight with them at 
their eaſe, and that if it thus fell out, hes aſſured him ſoꝝ his part 
he woulde not be there to meddle in the matter. And that which 
much mode augmented the ſuſpicion of warre was, that as my 
mellengers departed from Vrina , they hearve the voyce of one 
of inp men, which during che voyage had alwayes beene among 
the Judians, and whome as pet they woulde neuer render, vntel 
they had gotten their pledges home. This pooze fellowe cryed 
our a mayne, becauſe two Andians would haue carried him into 
the woods to Nah whereupon hee was — 
an 
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and deliuered. Theſe admonitions being well buvderffove , any 
after ripe deliberation thereof — Ottigny reſalueds 
to retire himſelle the ſeauen and ewentiech of July. TUherefoze 
be ſet his ſoldiers in oder, and delivered to ech ofthema ſacke 
full of mpl : and afterward he marched toward his barkes, thin- 
king co pꝛeuent the enterpꝛiſe of the ſauages . There is at the Analley of 
comming feqth ofthe village a great alley about c<24 oz foure jare5 or war 
bundzed paſes long, which is couered on both ſides with great ies Ion. 
tres. Pp lieutenant diſpoſed his men in this alley and ſet them 
in ſuch oꝛder as chey deſired to march: fo hee was well aſſured 
that ik there were any ambulh , it woulde be at the comming out 
of the tres. Therefoze he cauſed Pounſieur De Arlac mpne 
enſigne to march ſomwhat befo2ze td eight harquebuſiers to diſ⸗ 
couer whether there were any danger: beſives he commanded one 
of my ſergeants and cozpozalles to march on the out ſide of te 
alley with foure harquebuſiers while hee himlelfe conducted the 
rclt of his companie though it. Nowe as he ſuſpected, ſoit fell 
out:foz Pounſieur de Arlac mette with cwooz tha hund)ed Jns 
dians at the ende of the alley, which ſaluted him with an inſtnite ane 
number of their arrowes, and with ſuch furie chat it was eaſie "<<< S _ 
co ſe with what delire they ſought to charge vs Howbeit they French. 
were ſo wel ſuſtayned in the firſt aſſault which mine enſigne gaue 
them, that they which fell downe deade, did — the 
choler of thoſe which remapned aliue. This done mp lieuete⸗ 
nant haſted to gaine grounde in ſuch ſozt as I haue already ſaid. A ſccond freſh 
Alter he had marched about foure hundꝛed paſes , hee was char- charge of 82. 
ged afreſh with a newe troupe of ſauages which were in number 8 
about the hund2ed, which aſſayled him befoze , while the relt of 
che fozmer let vppon him behinde . This ſeconde aſſault was ſa 
valiantly ſuſtained,that I map iuſtly ſay that Ponſteur De = 
tigny ſo well diſcharged his duetie, as was poſſible foz a go 
Captaine co doe. And ſoit ſtove them vpon : fo2 he had to — 
with ſuch kinde of men, as knew well how to fight e to obey their 
heade which conducted them, and which knewe ſo well co behane 
themſelues in this conflict, as i Ottigny had not pzenented 
their pꝛactiſe, he hay berne in danger to haue beine defeated. —_— 
Their manner in their fight was, that when ewo-hundzed had —— 
ſhotte, they retpꝛed — and 3 place to the reſt that — 
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wer e behinde, and all the while had their eye and fate ſo quicke 
andreadie, that aſſoone as euer they ſawe the harquebuſie lay de 
tothe cheke, ſo ſoone were they on the ground, and eftſone vp to 
anſwere with their bowes, and to flie their wap, if by chance they 
| percepued we went about to take them: foz there 1s nothing that 
The Floridi- they feare ſo much, becauſe ofour ſwoꝛdes and daggers. This 
ans chicks conflict continued and laſted from nine of the clocke in the moz- 
ning, vntill the night departed them. And if Otcigny had not 
bethought himlelfe to cauſe his men to bzeake the arrows which 
they founde in the waye , and ſo to depʒiue the ſauages of the 
meanes to beginne agayne, without all doubt he ould haue had 
very much to do: fox by this meane they lacked arrowes, and ſo 
were conftrapned to retyꝛe themſelues. During the time of the 
conflict they cryed and made ſignes that they were the captaines 
and lieutenancs friendes : and that they fought foz none other 
cauſe but to be reuengedon the ſoldiers, which were teig moꝛ⸗ 
tall enimies. My lieutenant being come vnto his boate a 
Treo ſlainc, reuewe of his companp,and found two men wanting which were 
| killed, of whome the ane was called James Sale, and the others 
Two &twen- name was Peſureur , Oe founde mozeouer two and twentie of 
tie wounded, them wounded, which with much adoe he cauſed to bee bjoughe 
vnto the boates. All the mill that he found among his company 
tame but to two mens burthens , which hee deuided equally as 
mong them . Foz aſſcone as the conflice beganne, eutry man was 
conftrained to leaue his ſacke co put his hande vnto his weapon. 
In this meane while Jremapned at the fozte, and canſcd tuery 
man diligently to trauell, hoping that my Lieutenant woulve 
bzing vs victuals. But ſæing the time conſume away, J began 
to ſufpect thecrueth of that which fell out, whercof J was aſ- 
: ſured immediately afcer at their returne. Sc ing therefoze mine 
Praier and hope fruſtrate on that ſide, A made my pꝛaper vnto G OD, and 
God for their thanked him of bis grace which he had ſhewed vnto mp pazze ſol- 
deliuerance. diers which were eſcaped: Afterward J thought vppon newe 
meeanes to obtapne victuals, aſwell foz our returne into France, 
as to dziue out the time vntill our embarking . J was aduertt- 
ſed by certapne of our companie , which vſually went on hunting 
The village into the woves and thzough the villages, that in the village 
Sarauahi, * Sarauabi ſituated on the other ſide of che riuer and two _— 
diſtant 
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dilkant from the fozt, and tn the village Emoloa there were Thee 
ficlves wherein the mil was very fozwarde , and that there was 
thercof in thoſe partes in great aboundance. Wherefoje I cau⸗ 
ſed mp boates to be made readie, and ſent my Sergeant thither 
with certapne ſoldiers, which vſed ſuch diligence , that wee had 
god ſtoze ot᷑ myl. I ſent alſo to the river which the Savages cal T1. river of 
Jracana named by captaine Ribault the riuer of Somme, where laracina cal- 
Captapne V aſſeut and my ſergeant arrived with two boates and fd byRibaule 
their ozdinarie furniture, and founde there a great aſſemblie of Somme. 
the Lowes of the countrey, among whom was Athore the ſonne 
of Satourioua, Appolou, and Tacadocorou, which were there 
aſſembled to make merrie : becauſe that in this place are the fai⸗ 
reſt maides & women of al the countrey. Captaine Vaſſeur in my Curteſſe and 
name gaue certaine ſmal triſles to allche Loba, tothe Quene, liberalitic che 
to the mapdes and women of the villages. Whereupon the geale with the 
boates were fonth with laden with myl, after they had made our ſauazes, 
— — —— Che Quełne ſent mee 
two ats ſo artificially wzought as it was vnpoſſible to 1 fl anifcial 
make better. Now finding our ſelues by this meane ſufficiently mares, 
furniſhed with victuals , we began ech of vs in his place, to tra⸗ 
naile & vſe ſuch diligence,as the deſire to ſa our natiue countrie 
might moue vs. But becauſe two ol our Carpenters were flaine 
bp the Juvians (as heretofoze I mentioned) lohn de Hais, Pas 
ſer carpenter,a man very woꝛthie of his vocation, repaired btt= 
to me, and tolde me that by reaſon of mant ot men hee was not a⸗ 
ble to make me vp the ſhip again the time that hee had pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed mee: which ſpeach cauſed ſuch a mutinie among the ſoldiers 
that verie hardly he eſcaped killing: bowbeit J appeaſed them 
aſwell as J could, and determined to wozke no mote from thence 
fooꝛth vpon the ſhippe, but to content our ſelues to repaire the 
Brigantine which J had. So we beganne to beate downe all The beatin 
the houſes that were without the fozte , and cauſed coales to be — of . e 
made of the tymber thereof : likewiſe the ſoldiers brate downe ont the fert, 5 
the palliſade which was towarde the waters ſive neither was J the palulade. 
euer able to keepe them from doing it. J had alſo determined to 
beate downe the fozt befoze mp departure and to ſect it on fire, 

Foz feare leaſt ſome newe · come gueſte ſhoulde haue enioyed 
and poſſeſſed it. In the meane while there was none of vs to 
| N 2 whom 
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whome it was not an extreme griefeto leaue acountrey, wheres 

in we had endured ſo great trauailes and neceſſities, to diſcouer 

that which we mult fozlake thzough our owne countriemens 

Thecaufe default. Fo if we had bene ſuccoured in time and place, and ac- 
why the C02ding to the pꝛomiſe that was made vnto vs, the warre which 
French loſt was betweene vs and Vtina, had not fallen out, neither ſboulde 
Floridd, we haue had occaſion to offend the Indians, which with al paines 
in the woꝛld J entertapned in good amitie, aſwell with marchan- 

diſe and apparell, as with pꝛomiſe of greater matters, and with 

whome J ſo behaued mp ſelfe, that although ſometimes J was 

giebt kin couſtrapned to take viceuals in ſome fewe villages, pet J loſt 
L donne not the alliance of eight kings and Lozvs my neighbours, which 
friendes and continually ſuccoured and ayded me with whatſoeuer they were 
_ . . , able to affod. Yea this was the pꝛincipall ſcope of all my pur⸗ 
The preneives poſes , to winne and entertaine them, knowing howe greatly 
ter in ſtrange their amitie might aduance our enterpꝛiſe, and pzincipally while 
countries FJ diſcouered the commodities of the countrey, and ſought to 
ſtrengthen my ſelſe therein. Jleane it to pour cogitation to 

Florida a rich, tbinbe how neere it went to our heartes, to leaue a plate aboun⸗ 
countric, ding in riches (as we werethzoughly enfozmed thereof ) in cõ- 
| ming whereunto, and doing ſeruice vnto our Pꝛince, we left our 
owne countrie, wines, childzen, parentes, and friendes, and paſe 

ſed the perils of the ſea, and were therein arriued, as in a plen⸗ 

ti full treaſure ot all our heartes deſire. As ech of vs were much 

tozmented in minde with cheſe oz ſuch like cogitations, the 

Aug. 3, 1565, thirde of Auguſt J viſcryed foure ſayles in the ſea, as J walked 
vppon a little hill, whereof J was exceeding well appaide : J 

ſent immediately one of them which were with mee to aduertiſe 

thoſe of the fozt thereof, which were ſo glad of thoſe newes, that 

one would haue thought them to bee out of their wittes to ſee 

them laugh and leape foz ioy. After theſe ſhippes had caſt ancre, 

we viſcried that they ſent one of their ſhip boates to lande: where - 

upon J cauſedone of mine to be armed with diltgence, to ſend to 

meete them, and to know who they wers. In the meane while 

fearing leaſt they were Spaniards,J ſetmy ſoldiers in ozver # 

in readines, attending the returne of Captaine Vaſſeur and mp 

lieutenant, which were gone to meete them, which bꝛought mee 

wozd that they were Cugliſhmenz# in truth they had in their cõ⸗ 

| pante 
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pany one whole name was Martine Atinas of Diepe, which at 

that time was in their ſeruice, which on the behaife of Waiſter 

John Hawkins their generall came to requeſt me that J woulde fab fr Lohn 
ſuffer them to take freſh water, whereof they ſtd in great nde, E ng bee 
ſignifipng vnto me thatthephad bene aboue fiftene daies on the af. 

coalt co get ſome, He bzought vnto me from the generall two fla» 

cons of wine, and bzead made of wheate : whichich greatlprefre- 

ſhed me, fozaſmnch as foz ſeuen monechs ſpace I neuer taſted a 

dz2ppe of wine: neuercheleſle it was all diuided among the grea⸗ 

teſt part of mp ſouldyers. This Martine Atinaʒ had guided the 
Cngliſhmen vnto our coaſt, wherewith he was acquainted: foz in 

the peare 1562, he came thither with mee, and therefoze the ge⸗ 

nerall ſent him to mee. Therefoze after J had graunted his re- 

queſt,he ſignified the ſame vnto the generall, which the next day 

following cauſed one ofhis ſmall ſhtppes to enter into the rpuer, 

and came to ſa me in a great ſhipboate , accompanied with gen- 

tlemen honourably apparelled, yet vnarmed . Mee ſent fo great 

ſtoꝛe ol bꝛead and wine, to diſtribute thereof to euery one: Dn mp 

part Amade him the beſt chere J could poſſibly, and cauſed ter- ,, cepennd 
tatne ſhape and poultry to bee killed, which vntill this preſent J f — car 
had carefully pꝛeſerued hoping to ſtoje the countrie withall, Foz, ricd into Flo- 
notwithſtanding all the neceſſities and ſicknes that happened vn- 

to me, J would not ſuffer ſo much as one chicking to be killed: by 

which meanes ina ſhozt time I had gathered together aboue an 

hundzed Pulletg. Now thze dayes paſſed, while the Engliſh gee 

neral remayned with me, during which tyme the Indyans came 

in from all parts to ſe hym,and aſked me whether hee were my a 
bzother: J told them he was fo, and ſignifedvntothem,thathe Wiely rakes, 
was come to ſ@ me and ayde me with lo great ſkoze of victuals, : 
that from thence fozwardJ ſhould haue no nave to take any thing 

of them. The bꝛuite hereof incontinently was ſpꝛead ouer all the 

countrie, in ſuch ſoꝛt as Ambaſladours came vnto me from all 

parts, which on the behalfe of the kings their maſters deſired to 

make alliance with mee: and euen they, which befoze ſought to 

make warre againſt me, came to offer their friendſhip and ſer- 

uice vnto mee: whereupon JT receaued them and gratified them 
with certayne pꝛeſentes. The generall immediately vnderſtove 


the delire & vrgent occaſion which J had to returne into France: 
whereupon 
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Whereypon he offcev to tranſpoꝛt me and al my company home: 

* whereunto notwithlkanding J woulde not agrs, being in doubt 
vpon what occaſion hee made ſo large anoffer, Fo} I knewe not 
howe the caſe ſtove betweine the French and the Engliſh: and al- 

though he pꝛomiſed me on his faith to put me on land in France, 

1 befoze he would touch in England, pet A ſtode in doubt leaſt he 
tharche En. would attempt ſomewhat in Florida in the name ot his miſtreſſe. 
glimmen (Cherefoze J flatly refuſed his offer : whereupon there roſe a 
_ =_ great mutiny among my Souldiers,which ſayd that J ſought to 
ada. Ddeftroythemall, and that the Bzigantine, whereof J ſpake be- 
foze, was not ſufficientto tranſpozt them, conſidering the ſeaſon 

of the yeare wherein we were. The bꝛuite and mutinye increaſed 

moze and moze: fo} after that the Generall was returned to his 

ſhips, he told certaine gentlemen and ſouldiers which went co ſee 

him, partlyto make good chere with him, he declared, J ſay, vn · 

to them, that he greatly doubted that hardly we ſhould ber able to 

paſſe ſafely in thoſe veſſels which we had: & that in caſe we ſhould 

enterpꝛiſe the ſame, we ſhoulde no doubt bee in great teopardye: 
notwichſtanding if J were ſo contented,hee would cranſpoze part 

ol my men in his <tppes , and that hee woulde leaue me a ſmall 

ſhippe to tranſpozt the reſt . The Souldyers were no ſconcr 

come home, but they ſignified the offer vnto their companyons, 

which incontinently conſented together that in caſe I woulde not 

accept the ſame they woulde embarke themſelues with hym and 

fo:ſake me, ſo that he would receaue them accozdpng to his pꝛo- 

miſe. They therefoze aſſembled themſelues altogether and came 

to ſeeke me in mp Chamber, and ſignified vnto me their intenti · 

on, whereunto J pꝛomiſed to aunſwere within one houre after. 

In which meane ſpace J gathered together the pꝛincipall mem- 

bers of my company, which after J had bzoken the matter with 

them, anſwered me all with one voice, that J ougbt not to refuſe 

this offer no contemne the occaſion which pzelented it ſelke, and 

that they could not thinke euill of it in France, if being fozſaken, 

as we were, we ayded our ſelues with ſuch meanes as God had 

ſent vs. After ſundꝛy debatinges of this matter, in concluſion J 

gaue mine aduiſe, that wee ought to deliuer him the pꝛice of the 
ä lhippe which hee was to leaue vs, e that foꝛ my part J was con ⸗ 
in Florida, tent to giue him the beſt of my ſlulle, and the ſiluer which 5 had 
gathered 
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gathered in the Country. Whereupon nofwichffanding it was 
determined that J ſhoulde kepe the ſiluer , foz feare, leaſt the 
Quene of England ſæing che lame. ſhoulde the rather be eucou⸗ Note, 
raged to ſet fating there, as befoze ſh# had deſired: that it was 
karre better to carry it into France, to giue encouragement vnto The great im. 
our Bꝛinces not to leaue of an enterpꝛiſe of ſo great impoztance F2r52nce of 
foz our common wealth, and that, ſæing we were reſolued to de: pri. 
part, it was farre better to giue him our Artillerye, which other⸗ 
wiſe we ſhould bee conſtrained to leaue behind vs, oz to hide it in 
the ground. by reaſonofthe weakencs of our men, being not able 
to embarke the lame. This point being thus concluded and reſol⸗ 
ued on, I went mp ſelfe vnto the Engliſh Generall, accompanied 
with my Lieutenant, and Captaine Vaſſeur, Captaine Verdier, 
and Trenchant the Pilot, and mp Sergeant, all men of experi⸗ 
ence in ſuch affaires and knowing ſufficiently how to dzine ſuch a 
bargaine, We therefoze tooke a viewe ofthe ſhippe which the Ges 
nerall would ſell, whom we dꝛewe to ſuch reaſon, that he was cons 
tent to ſtand vnto mine owne mens iudgement,who eſk&med it to 
be wozth ſeuenhundzed crowns, wherof we agred very friendly. 
Wherfoze J delivered him in earneſt of the ſumme,two baſtards, 
two mpnions,one thouſand of iron, and one thouſand of powder. 
This bargaine thus made, he conſidered the neceſſity wherein we 
were, hauing foz all our ſuſtenance but myl @ water: whereupon 
being moued withpitie, he offred to relicue me with twenty bar The greathas 
rels of meale, ſix pipes of beanes,one hogſhead of ſalc,and a hun- ountie f 
dꝛed of waxe to make candels, Moꝛeouer fozaſmuch as he ſawe Maſter Ioha 
my Soulvyers goe barefeate, hee offered me beides fifty papzes {ankins to 
of ſhoes, which J accepted and agrad of a pꝛice withhym, any 
gaue hym a byll of mine hand foz the ſame, fo2 which vntill this 
pꝛeſent Jam indebted to hym. He didmoze then this: fox parti · 
tularly he beſtowed vppon my ſelfe a great iare of oyle, a iareof 
Upnagre, a barill of Olpues , and a great quantitye of Ryce, 
and abari(l of white Biſcuit . Belides hee gaue diuerſe pje- 
ſents to the pꝛincipall Dfficersof my companye accoꝛdyng to 
their qualities: ſo that I map ſape that wee receaued as manye 
tourteſies of the Generall, as it was poſſible to receiue of any 
manliuing. Wherein doubtleſſe hee hath wonne the reputation 
of a god and charitable man, deſeruing to be eſt&mep almuch of 

vs 
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vs all as if hee had ſaned all our liues. Intontinent after his 
departure I ſpared no payne to haſten my men to make biſcuits 
of the meale which h# han left ma, and to hope my Caſ ke to 
take in water natdefull fo the voyage. Aman map well thinke 
what diligence we vſed, in reſpect of the great deſire wet hav 
todepart, wherein we continued ſo well, that the fiiftanth day 
of Auguſt the biſcuit, the greateſt part of our mater, and all the 
Soulppers ſtuffe was bzought aboꝛde: ſo that from that dape 
fozwarde we dpd nothing but tap foz god windes to miue vs 
into France: which had freed vs from an infinite number of miſ⸗ 
chiefes which alterwarde we ſuffered , if they had come as wes 
deſired : but it was not Gods good pleaſure , as ſhall appeare 
hereafter . Being thus in a teadynes to ſette Saple, we be⸗ 


| thought our ſelues that it woulde doe well to hinge certayne 


men and women ofthe countrye into France, to the ende, that 
if chys voyage ſhoulde ba taken in hande , they might 
declare vnto their Rynges, thegreatneſle of our Ryng, the ex* 
cellencye of our Pzinces , the geavneſſe of our Countrye, and 
the manner of liupng of the Frenchmen : and that they might al- 
fo learneour language to ſerue our turnes thereby in tyme to 
tome. Mherein J tooke ſo good oꝛder, that I had found meanes 
to bzing away with me the good{peſt perſons ol all the Countrpe, 
if our intentions had ſucccded, as Jhoped they woulde haue 
done. In the meane ſeaſon the Rynges my neighbours came 
often to (& and viſite met: which, afcer that they vnderſtode 
that J woulde returne into France, demaunded of ma whether 
Imeant to returne agapne oz no, and whether it ſhoulde bs 
in ſhozt tyme. I ſiguyſied vnto them that within tenne Poones 


rue Floridi- (ſo they call their Poneths) J woulde viſite them agapne with 


ans meaſure 
their mone 
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ſuch fozce, that I woulve bee able co make them Conquerours 
duer all their enimies , They pzayed met that J woulde leaue 
them my houle , that I woulde foꝛbidde my Souldyers to beate 
downe the fozt and their lodginges, and that J woulde leaue 
them a boate to apde them withall in their warre againſt their e⸗ 
nemies . Which Jmavde as though J would graunt vntothem, 
to the end might al waies rematine their friend vntil my laſt ds 


parture.

Up this doubt J put my men in oꝛder x in ſuch 
aray as though they had ben enemie n: Ein ded A had o 
caſion to miſtruſt the ſame: fo —— 
bout two ot᷑ che clocke in the a ,and ſent me no newes all . 
chat day long to put me out of doubt who they ſhoulve bee . The 
next day in the mozning about eighe oz nyne ofthe clocke J ſawe 
ſeuen boates (among which mine owne was one)full of ſouldiers 
enter into the Rpuer,haupng euery man his harquebuſe and mo⸗ 
ryon on hys head, which marched all in battayle along the cliffes 
where my centinels were, to whom they would make no kynd of 
aunſwere, notwithſtanding all che demaundes that were made 
vnto them, in ſo much as one of my ſoldyers was conftrayned tu 
beftowe a ſhotte at them without doing hurt neuerthelelle to anp 
_—_— by reaſon of the diſtance berwene bym and the bars 
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The repoꝛt hereof being made vnto me, A placed ech of my men 
in his quarter, with full deliberation to defend our ſelues,if they 
8 Had bene enemies, as in truth wee thought them to haue bene: 
Iykewiſe I cauſed the two ſmall field pieces which I had left mee 
to be trimmed in ſuch ſozt, as if in appꝛoching to the foꝛt they had 


not cryed, ᷣ it was Captapne Ribault, J had not fayled to haue 


diſcharged the ſame vyon chem. Afterward J vnderſiod that the 

Falſe rep artes cauſe why they entered in this manner, poceded of the falſe re- 
of Laudon- poztes which had bene made vnto my Lozde Admirall by choſe 
Admirall of Which were returned into France in the firſt ſhips, Foz they had 
France, put in hys head, that J playde the Lozd and the Ryng,and that J 
would hardly ſuffer that any other ſaue my ſelfe ſhoulde enter in 

thither to gouerne there. Thus we ſe how the geod name of the 

molt honeſt is oftentimes aſſayled by ſush, as hauing no me anes 

to wyn themſelues credpt by vertuous and laudable endenours, 

thinke by debaſing of other mens vertues to augment the feble 

ol force — their faint — neuertheleſſe is one _ moſk 
e daunger notable daungers which may happen in a common-wealch , and 

of backbiung. chieflpe among men of warre which are placed in gouernement. 
Fo2 it is very hard, yea vtterly vnpolſible, that in gouerning of a 

company of men gathered out of diners places and ſundzy Nas 

tions, and namely ſuch as we know them to bee in our warres, it 

is, ſay,vnpoſſible, but there will be alwates ſome of euill condi. 

tions & harde to be ruled, which eaſily conceaue an hatred againſt 

bym, which by admonitions and light cozrections endeuoureth to 

reduce them to the diſtypline of warre . Foz they ſ#ke nothing 

elſe, but fo2 a ſmall occaſion founded vpon a light pꝛetext ts ſound 

into the eares of great Loꝛdes that which miſchieuoully they 

baue contriued againſt thoſc,whoſe execution of iuſtice is odious 

vnto them. And albeit J will not place mp ſelfe in the ranke of 

great and renowmed Captaines , ſuch as lived in times paſſed, 

pet wee may iudge bytheir examples, howe hurtfull dackebyters 

Alcibjades ba. haue bene vnto common-wealths. A will onely take Alcibiades 
niſhed by Foz witnes in the common-wealth of the Arhenians, which by this 
backebyters. meane was caſt into baniſhment , whereupon his Citizens felt 
the ſmart of an infinite number of miſchiefes: mſomuch as in the 

end they were conſtrained to call him home againe,and acknowe 

ledge at length che faulc they had committed in fozgecting his 

good 
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gd leruices,q rather beleeuing a falſe repo2t , chen haning hav 
regarde vnto ſo manp notable exploytes which in fozmer time he 
bad atchieued. But chat looſe not my ſelle in digreſſing fo far in 
this mp iuſtiſication. I wil returne againe to mp firſt courſe. Be⸗ 
ing therefoze aduertiſed that it was Captapne Ribault, J went 
fozth of the kozt to goe to merte hym, e to doe hym all che honoz A 
coulde bp any meanes, I cauſed hym to bee welcommed with the 
attillerie, and a gentle volep of mp ſhotte, whereunto he aunſwe- 
red with his. Afterward being come on ſhoze and receaued hono⸗ 
rably and with ioy, I bzought hym to my lodging, reioycing not 
a little becauſe that in this company J knew a good number of mp 
friendes, which J increated in the belt ſozt that J was able, with 
ſuch victuals as I could get in the country, q þ ſmallſtoze which 
Jhadleft mee, with that which A had of the Engliſh Generall. 
Howbeit I maruailed not a little when as all of chem with one 
voice beg anne to vtter vnto me theſe oz the like ſpeaches . My 
Captaine, we pꝛaiſe God that we haue found pou ale, x chiefly 
becauſe weknow, p the repozts which haue ban made of pou, are 
falſe, Theſe ſpekches mooued me in ſuch ſdzt,þ I would nds out 
ol hand knowe moe, miſtruſting ſome euill, Therefoze hauing 
accoſted Captain lohnRibaulr,s going both of vs aſide together 
out of p; kot, be ſignidien vnto me the charge which he had,p)aying 
me not to returne into France, but co ſtap with him mp ſelle Emp 
- company, & aſſured me that he would make it well thought of at 
home. TWhereupon J replied that out of this place I woulde doe 
him all ſeruice: that foꝝ the pꝛeſent I could not no2 ought not ac- 
cept this offer,ſince he was come foz no other intent then to occu⸗ 
pie the place which Jbefoze poſſeſſed: that I could haue no credit 
to be there commanded: that mp friendes would neuer like of it, 
and that hee woulde hardly giue me that counſaile,if in god ear- 
neſt I ſhould demaund his aduiſe therein. e made me aunſwere, 
that he would not commaund me, that we ſhould be companions, 
and that he would builde another foztreſſe,# that he would leaue 
mine owne vnto mee. This notwithſtanding J fully aduertiſey 
bym, that J coulde not receaue a greater-comfozt then the newes 
which he bꝛought me to returne into France: & farther þ though 
I ſhould ſtay there, yet it muſt neds be þ one of vs both was to c5- 
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together: that I had rather haue it caſt in my t&th to bee the pw ⸗ 

reſt begger in the wozlve, then to bee ctommaunded in that place, 

where J had endured ſo much to inhabite & plant there, if it were 

not by ſome great Loꝛd oz Rnpght of the oꝛder: and that in theſe 

reſpectes I pzaped hym verpe hartily to deliuer me the Letters 

— ich my Lozde Admiral had wzitten vnto mee, which hee per⸗ 
urmed. | 


The contents of thoſe letters was this, 


(cHpraine Laudonniere, becauſe ſome of them which are re- 

Letters of rhc turned from Florida ſpeake indifferently of the Countrye, 
11 the Kyng deſireth your 2 the ende, that according 
donniere, to your tryal, he may reſolue to beſtowe great colt thereon, or 
5 w holy to leaue it: and therefore I ſend Captaine Iohn Ribaule 

to be Gouernour there, to whom you ſhall deliver whatſoe- 

uer you haue in charge, & informe him of all things you haue 
diſcouered. And in a poſtſcript ot᷑ the letter was thus witten. 

Thinke not, that whereas I ſend for you, it is for any euill o- 

pinion or miſtruſt that I haue of you, but that it is for your 

good and for your credit, and aſſure your ſelſe that during my 


life you ſhall find me your good Maſter.

Noe after I had longe diſcourſed with Captaine Ribault, 

Captapne la Grange accoſted me, and told me of an infinite ſight 

of falſe repoztes which had bene made of me to my great hinde- 

7. raunce: and among other thinges he infozmed me, that mp Lozd 
Accufzron* Admyr all toke it verye euill that J had carryed a woman with 
: 2. me: likewiſe that ſome bodie had tolde hym that J went about to 
3- counterfapte the Ryng, and to plape the Cyraunt: that J was to 

7 cruell vnto the men that went with mee: that J ſonght to bee ad⸗ 

uaunced by other meanes then by mp Loꝛd Admiral, & that I had 

wzitten to many Lozds of the Courte, which J ought not to haue 

done. Whereunco J aunſwered, that the woman was a poꝛe 

1. Chambermayde, which J had taken vp in an Inne, to ouerſa 

L audonniercs mp houſhold huſines, to loke to an infinite ſo2t of diuerſe beaſtes, 
auntwer© ag Shape and Poultrye which I carryed ouer with mee to _

, thecountrey withall:that it was not mate to put a man to attend 
this buſineſſe: likwiſe, conſidering the length of the time that J 
was to abide there, me thought it ſhould not offende any bodp, to f 
take a woman with me, aſwel to helpe my ſoldiers in their ſick⸗ 
neſſes, as in mine owne, where into J fell afterwarde. And how 
neceſſaris her ſeruice was foz vs, ech one at that time might eaſt» 
lie perceiue: That all my men thought ſo well ol her, that at one 
inſtant there were ſixe oz ſeuen which did demaunde her ol mee 
in marriage ( as in verie dede one of them had her after our re- 
turne. ) Touching that which was ſaide that J platde the kinge, 2. 
theſe repoztes were made, becauſe I woulde not beare with any * 
thing which was againſt the duetie of my charge and the kings 
ſeruice. Pozeouer, that in ſuch enterpziſes it is neceſſarie to 

© gouernour to make himſelfe knowen and obeyed,fo2 feare leaſt 
euery bodie would become a maſter , perceauing themſelues far 
from greater fozces. And that if the tale tellers called this ri- 3- 
gour, it rather pzoceded of their diſobedience, then of my nature 
leſſe ſubiect to crueltie then they were to rebellion . Foz the ,, 
laſt popnte , that J had not wzitten to any of the Lozds of the 
Court but by the aduice and commaundement of mp 'Lozde Ad⸗ 
mirall, which willed me at my departure to ſende part of ſuch 
thinges as J ſhoulde finde in the countrep bnto the Lozds of the 
Counſell : cothende that being moued by this me ane they might 
deale with the Quene mother fo) the continuance of this enter 
pꝛiſe: that hauing bene ſo ſmall time in the countrep, continual⸗ 
ly hindzed with building of foztreſſes, and vnlading ok my ſhips, 

J was not able to come bp any newe oz rare things to ſend the, 
whereupon J thought it belt to content them in the meane while 
with letters, vntill ſuch time as J might haue longer ſpace to 
ſerch out the Countrey, and might recouer ſomething to ſends 
them: the diſtribution of which letters J meant not otherwiſe but 
to referre to my Loꝛde Admirals good pleaſure: that if the bea 
rer had foꝛgot himſelfe ſo farre, as that he had bꝛoken the coue⸗ 
ring of the letters, and pꝛeſented thZhimſelfe fo2 hope of gaine, 
it was not mp commandement. And that J neuer honoured noble 3. 
man ſo much, no; did to any mote willing e faichfull ſeruice then 
tomy Lozd Admirall, noz euer ſought aduancement but by his 
meanes. You ſa how things paſſed foz this day. The next 2 
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the Andlans came in from all partes, to know what people theft, 
were, to whome J ligmtfied that this was hee which in the yeare 
a thouſande ſiue hunde ſixtie and two arriued in this countrie, 
and erected the piller whiche ſtoode at the entrie of che riuer. 
Some ol chem knew him: foz in truth he was eaſie to be knows 
en by reaſon of the greate bearde whiche hee ware. He receaued 
manp pꝛeſents of thf which were of the villages nere adiopning, 
among whom there were ſome that he had not pet foꝛgotten. The 
Fine Indian kinges Homoloa, Sarauahi, Alimacani, Malica, and Caſti, 
kings, cant to viſite him and welcome him with diuerſe giftes accoze 
ding to their manner. J aduerciſed them that he was ſent thi⸗ 
ther by the king of Fraunce, to remayne there in mp rome, and 
chat I was ſent fo. Then they demaunded and p)ayedhim,if 
it might ſtand with his good pleaſure, to cauſe the marchandiſe 
that he had bzoughe with him to be deliuered them, and that in 
Themontains fewe dayes they woulde bzing him to the mountatnes of Apalaſ- 
1 ly , whither they had pzomiſed to conduct mee, and that in caſe 
mynes of per- they perfozmed not they} pꝛomiſe, that they were content to be 
fect gold. cut in petes. In thoſe mountaines, as they ſayde, is founde 
1 red copper , which they call in their language Sie roa Pira, which 
is aſmuch to ſay, as redde mettell, whereof I had a pace, which 
at the verie inſtant I ſhewed to Captaine Rubault, which cauſed 
| bis gold · liner to make an aſſay thereof, which repozted vnto him 
Perſe gold. chat it was perfect golde, About the time of thele conferences, 
commings and goings of the kings of the countrep, deing wea · 
kened with my foꝛmer er auaile, & fallen into a melancholie vpon 
the falſe repoztes that had bene made of me, J fell into a great 
continuall feuer, which belde me eight oz nyne dapes, during 
which time Captaine Ribault cauſed his victuals to be bzought 
on ſhoꝛe, and beſtowed the moſt part thereof in the houſe which 
my Licutenant had built about two hundzed paſes without the 
fozt : which he did to thende they might bee the better defended 
from the weather. and likewiſe to the intent that the meale might 
Good meanes be netter to the bake-houſe, which J had built of purpoſe in that 
to auoide the plate, the better to auoide the danger of the fire, as I ſaid befoze, 
danger ol tire, But loe how oftentimes miſfoztune doth ſerch e purſue vs, euen 
| then when we thinke to be at reſt lo ſ& what happened after that 
captajne Ribault had bzought vp this ofhis ſmall ſhips * the 
: . riuer 
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tiuer, which was the fourth of September!Sixe great Spaniſh ptember 4. 
Hips arriued in the rode, where foure ot our greateſt ſhips re- 
mained, which caſt anker, aſſuring our men of god amitie. They TheSpanizrds 
aſked how the chiefe captaines of the enterpꝛiſe did, e called them vodcrmining 
all by their names and ſurnames, Jrepoze me to you if itcouly che rites 
be otherwiſe but theſe men befoze they went out of Spaine muſt 
n#ds be enfozmed of the enterpꝛiſe and of thoſe that were to exe; 
cute the ſame. About » bzeake of day they began to make coward 
our men: but our men which truſted them neuer a deale,had hoi; 
ſed their ſaples by night, being ready to cut the ſtringes that cp» 
ed them.CUherefoze percetuing pthis making toward our men ot 
the Spaniards was not to do them any pleaſure, and knowing 
well that their furniture was to ſmal to make head againſt them, 
bicauſe that 5 moſt part of their men were on ſhoze, they cut their 
Cables, left their ankers, and ſec ſaile. The Spaniards ſaing thẽ 
ſelues diſcouered lent the certaine voles of their great o2vinice, 
made ſaile after them,# chaſed them al day long: but our men got 
wap of them ſtil coward the ſea. And the Spamiarves ſing they 
could not rech them, by reaſon that the french ſhips were better of 
Caile then theirs,and alſo becauſe they would not leaue the coaſt, | 
turned backe and went on ſhoze inthe riuer Seloy, which we call The riuer Se- 
the riuer of Dolphines eight oz ten leagues diſtant frd the plate — 1 
where we were. Dur men therekoze finding themſelues better of phines but 
ſaile then they, followed them to diſcry what they did, which al ⸗ eight or ten 
ter they had don, they returned vnto the riuer of Map. where cap- — — 
taine Rub ault hauing diſcryed the embarked himſelfe in a great fort: but iris 
boat to know what newes they had. Being at the entrie of the ri - thirtic dub- 
ter he mette with the boat of Captaine Couſets ſhippe, wherein bia cape 
there was a good number of men which made relation vnto him g DE 
of all the Spaniards doings: and how the great ſhip named the 
Trinitiehad kept the ſea,and that ſhe was not returned with the, 
They told him mozeouer þ they had ſene thꝛet Spaniſh ſhips en- 
ter into q riuer of Dolphins, & the other thi& remained in 5 rode, 
farther, þ they had put their ſoldiers, their victuals & munitibon 
land. After he vnderſtood theſe newes he returned to thefoztreſle, 
F came to my chamber where J was ſicke, e there in the pꝛeſente 
ol þ captaines, La Grange, S. Marie, Ottigny, Viſty, Vonuille, 
other gentlemen, he pꝛopounded, p it was neceſſarie fo2 y kings 
ſeruice, to embark himſelf with al his fozces, q with thꝛe ſhipsß 
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were in the rode to ſake the Spaniſh flete, whereupon he-aſked 

our aduiſe. I firſt replyed,and ſhewed vnto him the conſequence 

1 of ſuch an enterpile , aduertiſing him among other thinges of 
1:4 on che Che perilous flawes of windes that riſe on this coaſt, and that if it 
coſt of Florida Chaunced that he were dꝛiuen from the ſhoze,it woulde bee verie 
in ſcptemvcr, harde fo2 him to recouer it agapne, that in the meane while they 
which ſhoulde ſtay in the fozt ſhoulde be in feare and danger. The 

Captaines, Saint Marie, and La Grange declared vnto him 

farther, that they thought it not god to put any ſuch enterpiiſe 

in execution, that it was farre better to kepe the lande, and doe 

their beſt endeuour to foꝛtiſie themſelues: And that after that the 

Trinitte (which was the pꝛincipall chippe) were returned, there 

woulde be much moꝛe likelihood to enterpꝛiſe this voyage. This 
notwithſtanding he reſolued to vndertake it, and that which moze 

King Emola, is, after he vnderſtode by king Emola , one of our neighbours 
which arriued vppon the handling of theſe matters, that p Spa» 

niards in great numbers were gone on ſhoze , which had taken 

A village and poſſeſſion of the houſes of Seloy, in the moſt part whereof they 
a riuer both of had placed their Negros, which they had bꝛought to labour, and 
chat name. aifg lodged themſelues and had caſt diuers trenches about them. 
Thus fo) the conſiderations which hee had , and doubtinge 

(as hee might well doe) that the Spaniardes woulde encampe 

themſelues there to moleſt vs, and in the ende to chaſe vs out of 

the countrie, hee reſolued and perſiſted in his embarkment, cau⸗ 


ſed a Pꝛoclamation to be made, that all ſoldiers that were vn- 


der his charge ſhoulde pꝛeſently with their weapons embarke 
them, and that his two enſignes ſhoulde march: which was put 
in execution. He came into my chamber, and pꝛayed me to lende 
. him my Lieutenant, mine enſigne, and my ſergeant, and to let 
all my god ſoldiers, which J had, goe with him, which J denied 
him, becauſe, my ſelfe being ſicke, there was no man to ſay in the 
kot. Thereuppon he anſwered me that Jneded not to doubt 
at all, + that he would returne the mozrow after, that in ÿ meane 
ſpace Ponſieur De Lys ſhould ſtay behind to loke to al things. 
Then I ſhewed vnto him that he was chiefe in this countrey, and 
that J foꝛ my part hav no farther authozitie: that therefoze hee 
would take god aduiſement what be did, lo; feare leaſt ſome in- 
conuenience might enſue. Then he tolde me that he coulde dos 
no 
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no leſſe, then to continue this enterpꝛiſe, and that in the letter 

which he had recepued from mp Lozde Admirall, there was a 3 

poſtſcript, which he ſhewed me witten in theſe woꝛds: Ca ptaine — or pom 

Iohn Ribault, as 1 was encloſing vp this letter, I receaued a Lord Admiral 

certayne aduice, that Don Pedro Melendes departeth from to Captaine 

Spaine to goe to the coaſte of Newe Fraunce : ſee you * 

that you ſuffer him not to encroch vppon you, no more then 

he would that you ſhould encroch vpon him. Pou ſè, (quoth 

be) the charge that Jhaue, and J leaue it vnto pour ſelfe to judge 

ik you could doe any leſſe in this caſe, conſidering the certapne 

aduertiſment that we haue, that they are already on lande, and 

will inuade vs. This ſtopped mp mouth. Thus there foze confir* 

med oz rather obſtinate in this enterpꝛiſe, and hauing regard ra- 

ther vnto his particular opinion then vnto the aduertiſmentes 

which J had giuen him, & the inconueniences of the time where⸗ 

of J had fozewarned him, hee embarked himſelfe the eighth of Ct 

September, and toke mine enſigne and eight and thirtie of my Ns, embark 

men awap with him.

nete vnto vs. And if auy miſfoztune were fallen vnto our men 
which were at ſea, we ought to make a full accompt with our: 

ſelues that we were to endure many great miſeries, being in ſo 
ſmall number, and ſo many wapes afflicted as we were.Thus c- 
uerie one pꝛomiſed me to take paynes:and therefoze conſidering 
that their pzopoztion of victuals was ſmall, and chat ſs conti⸗ 
nuing, they would not be able to doe any great wozke , J aug- 
mented their allowance: although that after che artiuall of cap- 
Laudonniere tapne Ribault my poztion of vituacls was allotted vnto mee as 
by Rake vnto a common ſouldier, nether was J able to geue ſo muche as 
parte ofa bottel of wine to anye man which deſerued it;fo2 I was 
ſo farre from hauing meanes to doe fo , that the Captaine him⸗ 
ſelfe coke two ol my boates, wherein the reſt of the meale was 
which was left me of the biſcuits which J cauſed to bee made to 
returne into Fraunce: ſo that if I ſhoulde ſay that I receauep 
Laudonniere Moze fauour at the handes ał the Engliſhmen being ſtraugers 
& his compa · bato met, I ſboulde ſay but a truth « Wee began therefoze to 
_ __—_ fortifie our ſelues and to repaire that which was bꝛoken downe, 
1 pꝛincipallie towarde the waterſide, where J cauſed thze#ſcozs 
foote of tres to bee planted, to repaire the Paliſſado with the 
plankes which J cauſed to bee taken of the hippe which J had 
huilded. Ntuertheleſſe not withſtanding all our diligence and 
trauaile, we were neuer able fully ta repaire it by reaſon of the

not finiſh our tucloſure . Perceauing my ſelfe in ſuch extremitie

Thole which were left mee of myne orme companie were about 

ſixtæne oꝛ ſeuentene that coulde beare armes, and all of them 

pone and leane: the reſt were ſicke and maimed in the conflicte 

which my Lieutenant had againſt Vtina. This viewe being 

thus taken, we ſet our watches, whereof wee made two centt« 

nels, that the ſoldiers might haue one night fre. Then we be; 

thought our ſelues of thole which might bee molt ſufficient, a- 

mong whome wee chole two, one of whom was named Monſi⸗ 

eur Saint Cler , andthe other Ponſieur De la Vigne , to whom 

we deliuered candles and Lanterns to go round about the foꝛt to 

viewe the watch becauſe ofthe foule and foggie weather, J delt- 

uered them alſo a ſandglaſſe oz clocke that che centinels might 

not be troubled mote one then the other, Jn the meane while J 

ceaſed not, fo all the fowle weather noz my ſickeneſſe which - 

had, to ouerſethe cozps de garde. The night betweene the nine⸗ 

tenth and twentieth of September La Vigne kept watch with 

his companie, wherein heevſed all endeuour although it ray- 5 
ned without ceaſing, Ihen the day was therefoze come, and 

that hee ſawe that it rayned ſtill wozſe then it did befoꝛe, hee 

pitied the centinelles ſo too moyled and wette: and thinking 

the Spaniardes woulde not haue come in ſuch a ſtrange time, 

hee let them depart, and, to ſapthe crueth , hee went himſelfe 

vnto his lodging.

was on the ſouth-lide, and where the munitions of the artillerie

traitour to his and were nowe entred, which dꝛaue mee backe vnto the court of 
nation, the fozt: being there J eſpied with them one called Francis lean, 
which was one of the marriners which ſtoale away mp barkes, e 

had guided & conducted $ Spantards thither. Aſſwone as he ſaw 

Don Pedro me, he began to ſap, This is q Captaine. Chis troupe was led by 
Mclendes ©3P a captaine whoſe name, as I tbinke, was Don Pedro Melendes: 
Spaniards, theſe made certaine puſhes at me wb their pikes which lighted on 
mp target. But perceauing þ A was not able to withſtid ſo great 

a companie,# that the court was already wonne, # their enſignes 

planted on the ramparts,and that J had neuer a man about me, 

ſauing one onely whoſe name was Bartholomew, J entred into 

the yard ol my lodging, into which they followed me, and had it 

not bane foz a tent that was ſet vp, Jhad bene taken: but the 
Spaniards which followed me were occupitd in cutting of the 

Codes of the tent, and in the meane while J ſaued my ſelke by the 

Laudonniers bzeach which was on the weſt ſide nere vnto my Lieutenantes 
elcape. lodging, and gate away into the woods: where J founde certaine 
of my men which were eſcaped, of which number there were thꝛe⸗ 

oz foure which were ſoze hurte . Then ſpake J thus vnto them: 

Dirs, ſince it hath pleaſed'G O D that this miſehaunce is 

happened vnto vs, wee muſt nodes take the papnes to gette o- 

uer the Parſhes vnto the ſhippes which are at the mouth of 

the Riuer. Some woulde nedes goe to alittle village which 


was in the weods,the reſt folowed mee thozough the tedes in the

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wattr, where being able to goe no farther by reaſon of my ſicke⸗ 
nes which J had, Jſent two of my men which were with mee, 
which coulde ſwim well, vnto the ſhips, to aduertiſe them of that 
which had happened, and to ſend them wozde to come and helpe 
me. They were not able that dap to get vnro the ſhips to certifie 
them thereof:\o I was conſtrained to ſtand in the water vp to the 
ſhoulders all that night long, with one of my men which woulde 
neuer foxſake me. The next day moʒning, beeing ſcarcely able to 
d}awe my bzeath any moze, I betooke mee to my pʒaiers with the 
ſouldier which was with me, whoſe name was lohn du Chemin: Tohn du Che- 
| fox J felt my ſelfe ſo feble, that A was afraid A ſhoulp dye ſoden- min a fairkful 
ly: and in truth if he had not embyaced me in both his armes, and 
ſo held me vp, it had not bene poſſible to ſaue mee. After wee had 
made an ende of out pꝛaiers, I heard a voice, which in my fudge- 
mẽt was one of theirs which J had ſent, which were ouer againſt 
the ſhips and called foz the ſhip boate, which was ſo in dade: and 
becauſe thoſe ofthe ſhips had vnderſtanding of the of che 
ſoꝛt by one called lohn de Hais, maſter Carpenter, which fled vn⸗ 
to them in a ſhallop, they had ſet ſayle to runne along the coaſt to 
ſe if they might ſaue any: wherein donbtleſſe they did very well The diligence 
their endeuour. They went ſtraight to the place where the two ofthe — 
men wert which J had ſent, and which called them.

they had receiued them in and vnderftod where J was, they came caped out ot 
and found me in a pitifull caſe.

28. tight and ewentieth of October in the mozning at the bzeake of 
dape wee diſcried the Iſle of Flores, one of the Aſſores, where im⸗ 

mediatly vpon our appꝛoching to the lande we had a mighty guſt 

of winde which came from the Noꝛtheaſt, which cauſed vs to 

beare againſt it foure dates: afterwarde the winde came South e 

Southeaſt, & was alwaies variable. In all the time of our paſ- 

ſage wee had none other f@de ſauing Biſcuit and water. m 
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the tenth oz elenenth of Nouember, after wee had ſailed a longe Nouemb. 10. 
time, and ſuppoliag wee were not farre from lande, J cauſed mp 
men to ſound, where they found th)e@ſcoze & fifteene fathoms wa- 
ter, whereat we all reioyſed, e p2aiſed God becauſe we had ſailey 
ſo pꝛoſperouſly. Immediately after J cauſed them to ſec ſaple a 
gaine # ſo we continued our wap:but fozaſmuch as we had bozne 
to much toward the Nozthcaſt we entered into Saint Geozges frame of 
chanel, a plate much feared of all Sailers , and where as many 58 
ſhips are caſt away: But it was a faire gift of God that we en- 
tred into it when the weather was cleare. e ſailed al the night, 
ſuppoſing we had bene ſhot into the narrow Sea betwene Eng; 
land and France, by the next day to reach Diepe, but wee were 
dece aued of our longing: foz about two oz thie of the clocke after 
midnight as J walked vpon the hatches, J diſcried land rounde 
about me, whertat we were aſtonied, Immediatly J cauſed them 
to ſtrike ſaile and ſound: we found we had not vnder vs paſt eight 
fathoms of water, whereupon J commaunded them to ſtaye till 
bꝛeake of day: which being come, and ſ@ing my Mariners tolde 
me that they knew not this land, Jcommanded them to appꝛoch 
bnto it. Being nere thereunto J made them caſt anker, and ſent 
the boat on ſhoare to vnderſtand in what country we were. Aoꝛd 
was bzought me that we were in Males a pꝛouinte of England. 
J went incontinently on land, where after J had taken the ayze, 
a ſickeneſſe coke mee whereof J thought J ſhoulde haue dyed.

choſen Mariners vnder Captaine Cazenoue his Lieutenant, E 
Francis Bourdelois Paſter ouer the Mariners. e ſet fich the 
two and twentieth of Auguſt 1567. And hauing endured con; 
trary windes and ſtozmes fo? a ſcaſon at length het arriued am 
went on ſhoare in the Ille of Cuba. From thence he paſſed tu the 
Cape of Saint Antony at the ende of the Alle of Cuba, about 
two hundzed leagues diſtant from Florida, where the Captaine 
diſcloſed vnto them his intention which hitherto hee had toncea⸗ 
led from them, pꝛaying and exhozting them not to leaue himbe- 
ing ſo netre the enemie, ſo well furniſhed, e in ſuch a cauſe: which 
they all ſware vnto him, and that with ſuch courage that they | 
would not ſap the full Poone to paſſe the chanell ot Bahama, but The chanel of 
ſpedily diſcouered Florida,where the Spaniards ſalutedthem Babama be-. 
with two Canons ſhotte from their fozt, ſuppoſing that they bad J 8 chr Ie

The Crompettour did bis meſſage ſo well (by rea⸗ 
ſon he had beine there befoze vuder Laudonmere)that he bought 
backe from king Satourioua, the greateſt of al the other kings, a 
kidde and other meat to refreſh vs, beſides the offer of his friend- 
ſhip and amitie. Afcerward they retired dauaſing in ſigne of ioy, 
to avuertiſe all the kings Satouriouaes kinfmen to repair thither 
the next dape to make a league of amitye with the French men. 
Mbereupon inthe meane ſpace nur generall went about to ſound 

- the chanel ofthe Riner to hing in his ippes , and the better to 
trafficke and deale with the ſauages, of whom the chieke the next 
dap in the mozning pꝛeſented themlelnes, namely the great king 
Sacouroua, Tacatacourou, Halmacanir, Athore, Harpaha, 
dings, Helmacape,Helicopile, Molloua F others his kinſmt 4 allies, 
with their accuſtomed weapons. Then ſent they to intreate the 
French General to come on ſhoare, which hee cauſed his men to 
doe wich their ſwends e harquebuſies, which he made them leane 
behind them, in token ol mutuall aſſuraunce leauing his men but 
their ſwo2des onely, after that the ſauages — thereof 
bad left aud lckewiſe ſent away their weapons at the requeſt of

vnto the Frenchmen. Whereuppon Gourgues giuing them 

bis faich , and making a league betweine them and him with an

vnto vs, but pꝛecious vato theſe kinges, which mozeouer, ſ@ing

themſelues daunſing and verp iocond, with p2omile to keipe all | 
thinges ſecrete, and to bzinge vnto theſame place good compa* 
nies oftheir ſubiects all well armed to be auenged thzoughlyon 
- the Dpaniards. Jn the meane ſpace Gourgues hating narrows 
ly examined Peter de Bre bozne in Newhauen, which berng but peter de Bre 
a poung ſtripling eſcaped out of the fozt into the ms whille the —1 lincd a- 
Spaniards murder ev the reſt of the French, and was afterward geh 
b10ught vp with Satourioua, which at that time beſtowevhim on Varoerious, 
our Generall, whoſe adulſe ſtove him in great ſteve: lhereup« 
on he ſent co diſcouer the fozt and the eſtate of the enimies by cer- 
taine of his men, being guided by Olotacara Satouriouaes les 
phew which he had giuen him foz this purpoſe and fo. aſſurance 
of Eſtampes a gentlemanof Cominges, and others which he ſent 
to diſcry the ſtate of the enemies. Pozeouer he gaue him a ſonne Three pledges 
of his ſtarke naked as all ofthemare , & his wife whichhe loney Xliueedto 
beſt of all the reſt of eightene yeares olde apparclled with the $:routous,” 
moſſe of trees, which fo that daies ſpace were in the ſhips, vntill 
our men returned from diſcrying the ſtate of the enemie, and the 
kings haafurniſhed their pꝛeparation at the rende-vous. Theit 
marching being concluded, and the ſauages renve-vous beeing 
appointed them bepoude the river Salinacani , of our men called The Riuer of 
Somme, they all danke with great ſolemnity their d2inke called S2lin=cani, * 
Caſline, made of the tuice of certaine hearbes (as they are wont dy he French. 
to doe, when they goe to any place of daunger, ) which hath ſuch ; 
fozce,that it taketh from them hunger & thirſt foz foure c twenty - 
houres,# Gourgues was fain to make as though he dꝛanke ther⸗ 
of fox company, Afcerwarde they life vp their handes e ſware all 
that they would neuer fozſake him. Olococara followed him with 

pike in hand. Being all mette at theriuerofSarauahi, not with The Riuer of 
out great trouble, by reaſon of 2 raine and places full of water Sarauabi, 

2 which 
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which they mult neldes paſſe, which hindered their paſſage, they 

were diſtreſſed with famine finving nothing by the wape co eate, 

their Barke of pꝛouiſton beeing not arriued, which was co come 

vnto him from the ſhippes,the ouerlight and charge whereof hee 
had left vnto Burdelois with the reſt of the Pariners. Now hee 
e 5 had learned that the Spaniards were foure hundev ſtrong, de- 
in Flora. uided into the foʒts builded and flanked, and well fozcified vpon 
che rpuer ol Pap, the great fozt elpecially begun by the French, 

and afterward repatrevby them: vppon the moſt dangerous and 

pꝛincipall landing place whereof,two leagues lower and nerer 

cowarde the Ryuers mouth, they had made two ſmaller Foztes, 

which were defender, the Ryuer paſſing betwerne them, with ſire 

ſcoze ſouldiers, nov ſtoze of artillerie and other munition, which 

The Ryner of they had in the ſame, From Saracary vnto theſe ſmall foxes was 
Saracary, or two leagues ſpace, which hee found very painefull becauſe of the 
Sauahi. had wales and continuall rapnes. Afterward hee departed from 
therpuer Cara couru with tenne ſhotte, to viewe the firſt fozt, any 

to aflault it the next paye in the mozninge by the bꝛeake of dape, 

which he coulde not doe, becauſe of the fowle weather and dark- 

nes of the nighte. Kinge Helicopile ſeinge him oute of quiet in 

that he had failed ol his purpoſe there, aſſured him to guide him 

a moge eaſie wape, though it were farther aboute. In ſomuche as 

leading him through the woods. he bzought him within lighte of 

the fozt, where hee diſterned one quarter which was but begun to 

bee entrenched. Thus after hee had ſounded the ſmall riuer that 

falleth downe thereby he ſtayed vntill cenne of the clocke in the 

mozninge foz an ebbe water that his men might paſle mer there, 

vnto a place where hee had ſeene alittle groue betwene the riner 

and the fo2t (that he might not be ſene to paſſe and ſet his ſoul- 

diers in array) cauſing them to faſtT their flaſks to their Poꝛi⸗ 

ons, and to hold vp their ſwoꝛds and kaltuers in their hands, foz 

feare leaſt þ water, which reached vp to their girdles, ſhould not 

wette them, where they found ſuch aboundance of great oyſters, 

e ſhels which were ſo ſhar pe, that many had their legs cut with 

them, and many others loft their ſhoes, Notwithſtanding aſſwne 

as they were paſſed ouer with a French courage they pꝛepared 

- - themſeclues to the aſſault on the ſonday tue next after Eaſter day 
in Apjil 1568. In ſo much that Gourgues to emplop the 4 — 
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heatof this good affection, gaue twenty ſhotte to his Lieutenant 


Cazenoue, and tenne Mariners laden with pots and balles of 

wild fier to burne the gate: and then hee aſſaulted the Fo2t on an Lr m—_ & 

other ſive, alter hee had made a ſhozt ſpeech vnto his men of the £41557 

ſtraunge treaſons which che Spantardes had plaide their com» 

panions. But beeing diſcried as they came holding downe their 

heades within two hundzed paſes from the fozt, the Gunner be⸗ 

ing vpon the terrace ok the fozt, after he had cryed, Arme, Arme, 

theſe bee French men, diſcharged twiſe vppon them a coluerine 

whereonthe Armes of France were grauen, which had bene ta · 

ken from Laudonniere. But as hee went about to charge it the 

third time, Olotocara, which had not learned to kæpe his ranke, The valure os 

oz rather mooued with rage, lept on the platte foʒme, and thzuſt Olotocara. 

him chꝛough the bodie with his pike and flewe him. QAhereupon | 

Gourgues aduanced fo2ward, and after he had heard Cazenoue 

cry, that the Spaniards which iſſued out armed at the cry of the 

alarme, were fled, hee dzewe to that part, and ſo hemmed them in 

betweene him and his Lieutenant, chat of thz@ſcoze there eſcaped 

not a man, ſauing only fiften reſerued vnto the ſame death which 

they had put the French vnto, The Spaniards of the other Foe 

in the meane while ceaſed not to play with their oꝛdinance which 

much annoyed the aſlailants: although co anſwere them they had 

by this placed and oftentimes pointed the foure pieces founde in 

the firſt foze , Whereupon Gourgues beeing accompanied with The aſfault & 

foureſcoze ſhotte went abourdthe barke, which mette him there to taking of the 

good purpoſe to paſſe into the wed ner vnto the fozt,out of whith ſecond Fort. 

he ſuppoſed the Spaniards woulde iſſue to ſaue themſelues tho⸗ 

rough the benelite of the woodes in the great fozt, which was not 

paſt one league diſtant from the ſame. Afterwarde the Sauages 

not ſtaying foz the returne of the barke,lept al into the water hol- — 

ding vp their bowes and arrowes in one hande and ſwymming mers, 

with the other, ſo that the Spantards ſ#ing both the ſoars co- 

uered with ſo great a number of men, thought to fle towards the 

woods: but being charged by the French, and afterward repulſed 

by the ſauages, toward whom they would haue retired, they were 

ſooner then they would bereft of their liues. To conclude they all TM 6 _ : 

there ended their daics ſauing fiftene of thoſe which were reſer- ng ror. © 

ned to be executed fo2 example ofothers, Whereupon e all ſlaine, 
ourgues 
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Gourgues hating cauſed al that he found in the ſecond fo)t to be 

tranſpoꝛted vnto the firſt, where he meant to ſtrengthen himſe lle 

to take reſolution againſt the great fozt, the ſtate whereof he did 

not vnderſtande: in fine a Sergeaunt of a band one of the pꝛiſo⸗ 

ners aſſured him that they might bee there very nere thꝛe hun- 

d2ed well furniſhed vnder a bꝛaue Gouernour, which had fozcifi- 

ed there attending farther ſuccours. Thus hauing obtained of 

him, the platfozine, the height, the foztifications and paſſages 

vnto it, and hating pzepared eight god lathers, and raiſed all 

the country againſt the Spaniarde, that hee neither might haue 

newes, no} ſuccours, no retraicte on any ſive, he determined to 

march fozward. In the me ane while the Gouernour ſent a Spa; 

niard diſguiſed like a Sauage to ſpie out the ſkate of the French. 

And though he were diſcouered by Olotocara, pet he vſed all the 

cunning he coulde poſſibly to perſwade them þ he was one of the 
ſecono foꝛt, out of which hauing sſcaped, & ſæing none but ſaua- 
ges on euerp ſive, he hoped moe, as he ſaid, inthe Frenchmens 
then in their mercp, vnto whom he came to yeld himlelfe diſgui- 
ſed like a ſauage, foz feare leaſt, if he ſhould haue been knowen, he 
ſhouldchauc bane maſſacred by thoſe Barbarians: But the ſpie 
beeing bzought face to face with the Sergeaunt of the band, and 
conuicted to be one of the great fozt, was reſerued vntill an other 
time: after that be had aſſured Gourgues that the bzuit was that 
he had two thouſand Frenchmen with him, foz feare of whom the 
two hundzed and thꝛeſcode Spaniardes which remained in the 
great foze, were greatly aſtonitd. Whereupon Gourgues being 
reſolued to ſet vpon them while they were thus amazed, and lea; 
uing his tanderd-bearer and a Captaine with fiftene ſhotte to 
kepe the fozt and the entrye of the riuer, he cauſed the ſauages to 
depart by night to lye in ambuſh within the wodes on both ſides 
ol the riucr, then he departed in the mozning,leading the Serge⸗ 
aunt and the ſpie faſt bound along with him to ſhewe him that in 
derde, which they had onely made him vnderſtand befoze in payn- 
ting. As they marched Olotoc ara a reſolute ſauage which neuer 
left the Capcaine, ſaide vnto him, that hee had ſerued him faith⸗ 
fully and done whatſoeucr he had commaunded him, that he was 
aſſured to die in the conflict at the great fozt , wherein neuerthe- 
leſle hee woulde not faile though it were to ſaue his like: but hee

p1apedhim to giiſt that vnto his wife, ik he eſcaped not, which he 
had meant to beſtowe on him, that ſha might burp the ſame with 
bim, that chereby he might be better welcome vnto the village of 
the ſoules oz ſpirites departed. To whom Captaine Gourgues 


aunſwered, after he had commended his faithful valure, the ioue nn 


towarde his wife, and his noble care of immoztall honour, that 
hee deſired rather to honour him aliue then dead, and that by 
Gods helpe he woulde bzing him home againe with victozie. Ak- 

ter the diſcouery of the fozt the Spantards were no niggards of 
their Canon ſhotte, no2 of two double coluerines, which beeing 
mounted vppon a bulwarke commannded all along the Rpuer, 

which made captain Gourgues to get to the hil couered v wood, 
at the fte whereof the Fozt beginneth , and the kozreſt oz wode

continueth and ſtretcheth fo2 th beyond it: ſo that he had ſuffict: Nore, 


ent couerture to appꝛoch thereunto without offence. Þe purpoſed 
alſo to remaine there vntill the mozning wherein hee was reſol- 
ued to aſſault the Spaniardes by ſcaling their walles on the ſide 
toward the hill where the Trench ſermed not ſufficiently flanked 
for the defence of the courtaines, and from whence parte of his 
men might dꝛawe them that were beſieged, which ſhoulde ſhewe 
themſelues to defend the rampart while the reſt were comming 
vp. But the Gouernour haſtened his vnhapppe deſtinpe, cauſing 
th1eſcoze ſhotte to ſallie foo2th, which paſſing thozough the Tren⸗ 
ches aduaunced foʒwarde to diſcry the number and valure of the 
French, whereof twenty vnder the conduct of Cazenoue, getting 
betweene the Fozt and them which nowe were ilkued foozth , cutte 
of their repaſſage, while Gourgues commanded the reſt to charge 
them in the front, but not to diſcharge but nere at hande, and ſo 
that they might be ſure to hitte them, that akterwarde with mo2e 
eaſe they might tutte them in pieces with their ſwoꝛds. So that 
turning their backes aſſwne as they were charged, and compaſ⸗ 


ſed in by his Lieutenaunt, they remained all Haine vppon the The ſlaugheer 
place, Whereatthe reſt that were beſieged were ſo aſtonied that of the Spani. 


they knewe none other meane to ſaue their liues, but by fleeing on Sy 


into the Wovdes adiopning , where neuertheleſſe being en⸗ 
countred agayne by the Arrowes of the Savages which lay 
in waight there fo) them ( whereof one ranne thozough the 
target and bodit of a Spaniarde , which therewithall fell — 
ar 
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farke dende) ſome were conſtrained to turne backe, chooſing ras 

ther to die by the hand of the French, which purſued them: aſſu- 

ring themſelues that none of them could finde any fauour neither 

with the one no} the other Ration, whom they had alike and ſo 

out ofmeaſure cruelly entreated, ſauing thoſe which were reſer- 

ued to be an example foꝭ the time to come, The lot when it was 

The taking of taken was found well pꝛouided of all neceſſaries : namely of fine 

the third Fort. gouble coluerines , and foure mynions, with diners other ſmail 

pieces of all ſozts,and eightene groſſe cakes of — — 

ſoztsof weapons, which Gourgues cauſed with ſpede to bee em⸗ 

barked, ſauing the powder & other moueables, by reaſon it was 

all conſumed with fire though the negligence ofa ſauage, which 

tu ſerthing of his fil, ſette fire on a traine of powder which was 

made and hidden by the Spaniardes to haut feaſted the French 

at the firft aſſault, thus blowing vp the ſtoze houle and the other 

houſes built of pyne tts. Thereſt of the Spaniards being led 

away pꝛiſoners with the others, after that the General had ſhewe 

ed theni the wzong which they had done without occaſſion to all 

the French Nation, were all hanged on the boughes of che ſame 

tres whereon the French hunge : of which number line were 

anged by one Spaniarde, which perceiuing himſelfe in the like 

,/ miſerable eſtate confeſſed his fault, and the iuſt iudgement which 

SBod had bꝛought vppon him. But in ſterde of the wziting which 

Pedro Melendes had hanged ouer them, empoꝛting theſe wo2ds 

in Spaniſh, I doe not this as vnto French men, but as vgto 

The writings Lutherans, Gourgues cauſed to bee impꝛinted with a ſ@ring 

. — & ſton in a table of Firrewode, I doe not this as vnto Spaniardes, 

Spaniards ſlain nor as vnto Mariners, but as vnto Traiten, Robbers, and Mur- 

in Florida, therers. Afterward conſidering hee had not men inough tokepe 

his Fozts which he had wonne , much leſle to ſtoꝛe them, fearing 

alſo leaſt the Spaniarde which hath dominions nere adioining 

ſhould renew his fozces,02 the Sauages ſhould pꝛeuaile againſt 

the French men, vnleſſe his aieſtie would ſend thither, hee re⸗ 

ſolued to raze them. And in derde, after hee had aſſembled,and in 

the end per ſwaded, all the ſauage kinges ſo to doe, they cauſed 

their ſubiects to runne thither with ſuch affection, that they ouer⸗ 

Thechres bhzewe all the thz& Fozts flatte euen with the ground in one day, 

Forts tac d. This done by Gonrgues, that hee might returne to his yr 
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which were leſt in the Ryuer of Seyne called Tacatacourou, fif- 
terne leagues diſtant krom thente, he ſent Cazenouc andthe artil⸗ 
lery by water, alterwatd with foureſto2e harquebuſiers armed Þ 
corſtets, & matches light, folowev with foxep Mariners bearing 
pikes,bp reaſon ofthe mall conftventehe was to haue in ſo many 
ſauages,hee marched bp land alwaies in battaile ray, finding the 
waies couered wich ſauages, which came to honoꝛ him withpye- Sies honour 
ſents e pꝛaiſes, as the deliueret of all the countries round about auge, to 
adioyning. An old woman among the reft ſafd vnto him, hat now Gourgues, 
ſhe cared not any mote to die, ſince ſheł had ſene the Frenchmen 
once againe in Florida, ę the Spaniards chaſed dut. Bꝛieſſy be · 
ing arriued, and finding his ſhippes ſet in oder, and euery thing 
readie to ſet ſayle, he counſelled the kings to continue in the ami- 
tie and auncient league, which they had made with the king of 
Fraunce, which woulde defend them agatuſt all Nations: which 
they all pzomiſed, ſhedding teares becauſe of his departure, O- 
locotara eſpecially: fo appeaſing ofwhom he pzomiſed them to 
returne within twekre Poones (fo they count the peares) and 
that his king woulde ſend them an army, and ſtoze of knyues fot Knives in 
pꝛeſentes, and all other thinges neteſſarye. So that after he had on — 
taken his leaue of them, and aſſembled his men, he thanked Gd 
of al his ſucteſſe ſince his ſetting fa2th, and pzayed to him ſoʒ an 
happy returne , The third ol Pap 1568. all thinges were made The third of 
readie, the rende-vous appointed, and the Ankers weighedto N 
ſette ſaple, ſo pꝛoſperouſly, that in ſeuenteene dayes they ranne 
eleuen hund2ed leagues, continuing which courſe they arriued 15. ua! 
at Rochell the ſixth of June, the foure and thirtieth vay after © Gourgues 
their departure from the Rpuer of Pay, hauing loſt but a ſmall at Rocbel. the 
Pinneſſe and eight men in it, with a fewe gentlemen and others lit of lune. 
which were ſlaine in the aſſaulting of the Fozts. After the cheere 
and god entertainement which hee receaued or thoſe of Rochell, 
hee ſayled to Bordeaux to enfourme Monſieur Monluc of the 
thinges aboue mentioned, albeit hee was aduertiſed ofeighteene 
Pinneſſes, and a great ſhippe of two hundzed Tunnes full of 
Spaniardes, which beeing aſſured of the defeat in Florida, any 
that he was at Rochell, came as farre as Che-de Bay, the ſame Che-de Bay. 
day that hee departed thence, and followed him as karre as Blay 
(but he was gotten already to Bordeaux) to make him peelde an · 
other account of his voyage, then that wherewith he made many 
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Frenchmen right glad. The Catholicke king being alterwarde 

infourmed that Gourgues coulde not taſilye be taken, offered a 

great ſomme of money to him that coulde bzinge him his heave, 

pꝛapi ng mozeouer king Charles to do tuſtice on him as of the au- 

thour of ſo bloudye an act contrarye to their alliaunce and good 

leage of friendſhippe . In ſo much as comming to Paris to pꝛe- 
ſenthimlſelfe vnto the king, to ſigniſie vnto him the ſucceſle of his 

voyage, aud the meanes which he had to ſubdue this whole coun» 

erp vnco his obedience, (wherein hee offered to employe his life, 

and all his goods, ) he found his entertainement and aunſwere ſo 

contr ar pe to his expectation, that in fine hee was conſtrained to 

hide himſelle a long ſpace in the Court ot᷑ Roan, about the peare 

1570. And without the aſſiftaunce of Pꝛeſident Marigny, in 

whole houſe hee remained certaine dates, and of the receiver of 
Vacquieulx, which alwaies was his faichfull friende, hee had 

beene in great daunger. Which grieued not a little Dominicke 

die Gourgues, conſidering the ſeruices which hee had done aſ- 

ü well vnto him as to his pꝛedeceſſours kinges of Fraunce , Mee 
— — wm was bozne in Pount Marſan in Guyenne, and employed fo 
Captaine the ſeruice of the moſt Chꝛiſtian kinges in all the armies made 
Gourgues, fince theſe twentye ſiue oz thirtie peares : at laſt hee had the 
charge and honour of a Captaine, which in a place nære vnco 

Siene, with thirty Souldpers ſuſtained the bzunt of a part of 

the Spaniſh Armp, by which beeing taken in the aſſault , and 

hauing all his men cutte iu pieces, hee was put into a galcy in 

token ofthe geod warre and ſingular fauour which the Spapiarde 

is wont to ſhewe vs. But as the galey was going toward $Sici!- 

lie becing taken by the Turkes , ledde away to Rhodes, and 

thence to Conſtantinople , it was ſhoztiy aſterwarde recouered 

by Romeguas, commaunder outr the armpof Malta. By this 

meane returning home , he made a voyage on the coaſt of Africa, 

whence hee tooke his courſe to Breſil, and to the ſouth Sea. At 

length being deſirous to repatre the honour of Fraunce he ſette 

vpon Florida with ſuch ſucceſſe as you haue heard. So that be- 

ing become by his tontinuall warlike actions both by land and 

Dea, no leſſe valiant Captaine then ſkilfull Mariner, hee hath 

made himſelfe feared of the Spantard, and acceptable vnto the 

Quene of England fot the deſert of his vertues . To conclude, 

he died in the peare 158 2.to0 = _ griefof ſuch as knewhim. 
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
